Lakes; California, June 27-29. Lamson 
scored the 125cc-class win over Damon 
Huffman (Kaw) and Johnson, while 
Johnson came back to win the 250cc 
class. The runner-up in the 250cc divi- 
sion was Stephane Roncada (Hon), 
while third place went to Smail. In the 
500cc class, Smail posted the win, fol- 
lowed by Shane Esposito (Suz) and Ray 
Sommo (Hon). Smail was again the win- 
ner in the Four-Stroke class. Second 
place went to Scott Myers (ATK), and 
third went to Ty Davis (Kaw). And, in 
the Mini Expert class, Justin Buckelew 
(Yam) took the win followed by Chris 
Gosselaar (Hon) and Michael Young 
(Hon). 


John Smith (Suz) topped Dave Schultz 
(Suz) in the finals to win the Pro Stock 
class of the Sears Craftsman Nationals at 
Gateway International Raceway in 
Madison, Illinois, on June 29. Matt 
Hines still leads the championship point 
standings over John Myers, 742-633. 


Michael Lafferty (KTM) won his fourth 
enduro of the 1997 AMA National 
Championship Enduro Series with a vic- 
tory in round six in Akely, Minesota, on 
June 29. Defending champ Randy 
Hawkins (Yam) had the lead until run- 
ning out of gas a few miles from the fin- 
ish. Matt Stavish finished second with 
Jeff Fredette (Kaw) third. Jesse 
Blomberg (Hon) and Michael Slechta 
(CRE) rounded out the top five overall. 


Troy Bayliss (Suz) and Mark Willis 
(Suz) scored a win apiece in round three 
of the Shell Australian Superbike Series 
at Eastern Creek on June 29. Willis won 
the first superbike race of his career in 
the wet first leg, while Bayliss earned the 
second-leg victory after a struggle with 
Damon Buckmaster (Kaw). | 


Canadian road racer Rodney Fee has 
been disqualified from the Albacete, 
Spain, round of the Open European 
Road Racing Championship after win- 
ning the event on March 16. Fee’s Honda 
was found to be using fuel with an ille- 
gal level of lead content. The disqualifi- 
cation drops Fee to fifth in the 125cc 
championship. 


A controversial bill to repeal a mandato- 
ry helmet law covering motorcyclists in 
Texas has been signed into law by Gov- 
ernor George W. Bush, according to the 
AMA. The bill, which was signed into 
law on June 20 and will take effect on 
September 1, eliminates the mandatory 
helmet requirement for motorcyclists 21 
and over. But an amendment added to 


the measure has the potential to set а — 


dangerous precedent for motorcyclists in 


Texas and elsewhere, according to the : 


AMA. The amendment would allow 
motorcyclists to ride without helmets 
only if they either complete a rider-edu- 
cation course or provide proof that they 
have a minimum of $10,000 in personal 
medical coverage. Compliance with that 
amendment will be determined by spe- 
cial license-plate stickers the state will 
issue to motorcyclists who meet those 
provisions. Out-of-state riders traveling 
through Texas would be ineligible to 
receive stickers and would be required 
to wear helmets. 


1981 500cc Grand Prix World Champion 
Marco Lucchinelli is set to return to rac- 
ing. The 43-year-old Italian will race in 
the third and final round of the Italian 


Superbike Championship on July 27 at 
Misano, riding a 916 supplied by 
Gio.Ca.Moto, the team that campaigns 
British rider James Haydon in the World 
Superbike Championship. "I watched a 
race of the Italian series this year, look- 
ing at so many slow riders," Lucchinelli 
said. "I think that it won't be a big prob- 
lem to have one more *mobile chicane' 
on the track at the next round. I will 
train hard next week to arrive in good 
condition, testing the 916 on the track 
and my Triumph 900 on the road." 
Lucchinelli last rode in World Superbike 
in 1988 at Le Mans. He was Ducati team 
manager in 1990, when team rider Ray- 
mond Roche took the championship, 
and 1991. In the winter of '91, however, 
Lucchinelli was arrested for importing 
and using cocaine in Italy and subse- 
quently spent three months in a Bologna 
jail, spending little time involved with 
the motorcycle world afterward except 
for a short stint riding in the European 
600cc supersport class in 1995. 


Ducati World Superbike rider Pier- 
Francesco Chili, 33, wasn't in his best 
form at the recent World Superbike test 
at Austria's A1 Ring (see box), reports 
Cycle News contributor Paolo Gozzi. 
“Due to a cold that struck after the 
Monza race, when I stayed in my wet 
leathers at the end of the race to attend 
the press conference, I’ve been suffering 
from stomach pain and a slight fever," 
the Italian said. "I'm not in good condi- 
tion to push hard on the track and so I 
just did a few laps to get to know the 
track rather than working on improving 
the bike setup. Now I will go to my sec- 
ond home at Misano Adriatico (Italy), on 
the beach, to relax before flying to Lagu- 
na Seca. My wife has a seaside resort at 
Misano, and for a few days I will be a 
lifeguard for our guests on the beach." 
Chili was 11th fastest at the Austrian 
test, turning in a time of 1:32.767. 


The recent test at Austria's A1 Ring at 
Zeltweg was also attended by many of 
the Supersport World Series regulars 
with Massimo Meregalli turning in the 
fastest lap, but only after continuing his 
testing into the Superbike session. The 
Italian clocked a 1:37.452 after trying a 
new suspension setup, just edging his 
Yamaha teammate Vittoriano Guareschi, 
whose best time was 1:37.655. 
Gio.Ca.Moto Ducati rider Paolo Casoli 
was third-fastest on 1:39.941. 


Fabrizio Pirovano, winner of the Monza 
round of the World Supersport Series, 
was missing on this first visit to the A1 
Ring due to injuries suffered at Doning- 
ton Park, England. "I still haven't got a 
very good physical condition due to the 
heavy crash at Donington with three 
fractures in my right foot," Pirovano 
said. "Because of this I asked my team 
chief, Francesco Batta, if I could stay 
home to continue the foot's rehabilita- 
tion. Next week I will be at Imola, home 
of Dr. Claudio Costa, for special therapy, 
because I still have pain and can't walk 
correctly." 


One of Italy's most respected motorcycle 
magazines, Motosprint, reported recent- 
ly in its Monza World Superbike cover- 
age that Giacomo Agostini could be 
named as Ducati's race team manager 
for the 1998 season, reports Cycle News 
contributor Paolo Gozzi. The 15-time 
World Champion didn't deny the rumor, 
though neither did he confirm it. Ducati 
Corse's present team manager Virginio 
Ferrari simply wasn't interested in dis- 
cussing the possibility. "I'm not interest- 
ed in these press rumors," Ferrari said.

World Superbikes test 
A1 Ring 


he principal factory teams of the World Superbike Series attended a one-day test 
T: the A1 Ring in Zeltweg, Austria, on June 25, prior to leaving Europe for the 
U.S. round of the series. 

The series will be making its first stop at the A1 Ring since its renovation in 1996, 
and the session was meant to help the teams familiarize themselves with the circuit 
and get baseliñe setups for the Austrian round on August 17. The World Superbike 
series had visited the old Zeltweg circuit from 1988 until 1994, but this notoriously fast 
and dangerous race track was replaced with the new A1 Ring, a completely different, 
modern and much safer race course. 

Top man at the test was Castrol Honda's John Kocinski, setting an impressive time 
of 1:31.609, a new unofficial track record by virtue of there having been no previous 
rounds at the facility. Ducati's Carl Fogarty was second fastest with a time of 1:31.616, 
just .007 of a second off the Honda factory rider's time. 

For the official Ducati squad, the test was more than just a familiarization run at the 
track, as the crew tested new chassis parts (including a new head angle) in an effort to 
improve the Italian bike's handling. The team is presently struggling with difficult 
turn-in on low-speed corners and chicanes, as well as a reluctance to change direction 
quickly, two things that, if improved, would help considerably at Laguna Seca on July 
13. Fogarty and Pier-Francesco Chili also tested new Brembo brake pads, with good 
results. 

“We worked to adapt our 916 bike to the Al Ring track,” team manager Virginio 
Ferrari said. "We tried different solutions of offset, suspension setup and more, the 
same work that we do any time we arrive at a new track. Carl rode the same two bikes 
he used at Monza, but without the troubles he had there." | 

Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa closed the session with times very near the top of the 
time sheet, running third fastest. The Japanese turned in a time of 1:31.747, just ahead 
of the second Castrol Honda rider Aaron Slight, who set a time of 1:31.794. 

Two factory riders were absent from the test, Yamaha's Colin Edwards П and 
Ducati's Neil Hodgson. Edwards suffered a broken arm in free practice for Monza, 
while Hodgson fractured his knee riding a motocross bike before the Monza round. 
Both Edwards and Hodgson may attempt to ride at the Laguna Seca round, dependent 


upon their condition. 


Suzuki's James'Whitham was fifth fastest (1:32.241), followed by Kawasaki-mount- 
ed Simon Crafar (1:32.347) and Scott Russell (1:32.363).

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AMA/MBNA SUPERBIKE 
NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP 


BRAINERD, MN, JUNE 29 
s crazy and far-fetched as it 
seemed, it was fact: Miguel 
AF DuHamel hadn't won an AMA 
— i Superbike National in just over 
a year. But those who witnessed the 
drubbing he gave his superbike rivals at 
Brainerd International Raceway probably 
left the wooded facility in Minnesota 
wondering if he'll ever lose again. 
Naturally, he will. But on this cloudy 
day in Brainerd, he appeared unbeat- 
able. There was simply no matching the 
torrid pace that DuHamel and his 
Smokin' Joe's Honda were able to set as 
he pulled away early and was never 
headed. In the end, the margin of victo- 
ry was only 3.45 seconds - but that was 
purely an illusion. The French Canadian 
had in fact led by as much as 10 seconds 
before slowing slightly near the end of 
the race to secure his first victory of the 
year and the 13th of his career. 
Although the Championship appears to 





>, be out of DuHamel's reach at this point, 


his performance proved once again that 


—^. he and the factory Honda team remain a 


+ 


force to be reckoned with. 
With DuHamel checking out early, 


attention turned to the battle for second 
and, more importantly, the chase for the 
AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship. 

And it was a battle worth watching, 
as Fast By Ferracci’s Mat Mladin and 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler bat- 
tled over the runner-up spot, with 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Pascal Picotte sand- 
wiched between them for the majority 
of the race. Suddenly, however, there 
were four in the pack, as Yamaha's Tom 
Kipp reeled the trio in late in the race. 
And then he beat them, decisively, in 
what was his best effort of the season 
and his first podium finish since last 
year at this same venue. 

Seemingly coming out of nowhere, 
Kipp picked off Chandler, then Picotte 
and finally Mladin to finish second 
behind DuHamel. It was enough to 
quiet the Kipp naysayers, many of 
whom had written off the Ohioan. 

"There are riders and there are racers 
- today I was a racer," Kipp said.

And he won't get much of an argu- 
ment. 

Behind Kipp came Mladin, strug- 
gling a bit with a fading rear shock but 
happy to have gained valuable points 
on series leader Chandler. Picotte held 
on for fourth, after being balked late in 
the race by traffic, and Chandler was a 
disappointed fifth. The defending 
Superbike National Champion was 
forced into riding his backup motorcycle 
in the National, opting to make certain 
of finishing the race rather than risk rid- 
ing the faster of the two Kawasakis and 
possibly suffering a repeat of last year's 
Brainerd debacle. Chandler said the 
backup ZX7R wasn't as fast and he sim- 
ply couldn't keep pace. 

The ever-consistent Steve Crevier fin- 
ished sixth on the second Smokin' Joe's 
Honda, riding alone for most of the race 
after losing touch with the hard-charg- 
ing Kipp. Then came Vance & Hines 
Ducati's Thomas Stevens in his best out- 
ing of the year on the new team's

Ducati. Still down somewhat on top 
speed, Stevens also suffered from an off- 
track excursion but battled on to give 
the team its best result of the season. 
Eighth and ninth were held by 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates and 
Larry Pegram, both the victims of poor 
tire choice. The pair spent most of the 
race fighting slides, but carried on to 
card top-10 results. Tenth place went to 
Muzzy Kawasaki upstart Tommy Hay- 
den, matching his season's best. 
Attrition was light, at least when it 
came to the factory men. Fast By Ferrac- 
ci's Gerald Rothman Jr. failed to capital- 
ize on his best qualifying result of the 
year when he crashed out on the 15th 
lap; and both of the factory Harley- 
Davidsons suffered broken cam chains, 
knocking Chris Carr out of the race on 





the first lap while Thomas Wilson’s 
VR1000 lasted for 14 of the 21 laps. 

In keeping with the parity that is 
AMA Superbike racing, the top five fin- 
ishers were mounted on five different 
brands of motorcycles - Honda, Yama- 
ha, Ducati, Suzuki and Kawasaki. 

Chandler’s fifth-place result com- 
bined with Mladin’s third allowed the 
Australian to close the gap in the cham- 
pionship point standings to 15 points, 
186-171. Crevier is third with 162 points, 
just four clear of Picotte. Yates holds 
down fifth with 154 points, two more 
than DuHamel’s 152. 

The Hitching Post Suzuki Classic got 
underway under cloud cover, but with 
the threat of rain having dissipated. Fit- 
tingly, it was a Suzuki at the front of the 
pack as it roared its way down the long 
front straight and into the high-speed 
turns one and two. The lead was short- 
lived, though, as first Mladin and then 
DuHamel ducked through. By the time 
they reached turn three, DuHamel was 
in the lead. And he was there to stay. 

“It feels great,” DuHamel said later. 
"I've been trying hard all year, but obvi- 
ously everybody knows about the prob- 
lems we've had. At Loudon (where he 
crashed), it was my fault because I was 
trying too hard to win one and get back 
into the championship. Yesterday in 
practice we were doing low 38s with a 
race setup - full fuel and race tires - no 
problem. Maybe it helped that we didn't 
have another session (see qualifying 
sidebar) so those guys could go out and 
try something different. I think I maybe 
started third. I passed one guy going 
into one and I passed another going into 
number three. I just passed them on the 
inside. Then it was just, 'Okay, you 
know you can ride this race.’ I put my 
head down and started ripping some 
quick laps out. On Friday and Saturday, 
we're always among the quickest, and 
on Sunday something happens. This 
weekend was just one of those days 
where everything came together." 

Any hopes the top men had of stay- 
ing with DuHamel were dashed as early 
as the second lap. By then, he'd already 
put a gap between himself and his pur- 
suers - and they already appeared to be 
prepared to let him do so. Then the gap 
stopped growing, with Mladin getting 
by Picotte in turn one. And there was a 
ray of hope. With the pair going back 
and forth, however, the gap started to 
stretch again. End of story. 

"I got past on lap three and held the 
gap to Miguel (DuHamel) exactly the 
same," Mladin said. “Then he (Picotte) 
drafted past me and I got pissed off. I 
had the shits and that screwed my race 
right there. I couldn't get into a rhythm 
so I couldn't make up any time. I had a 
few little shock problems, but apart 
from that Miguel (DuHamel) was going 
to win today." 

The frustration Mladin had with 
Picotte eventually got to him and he 
opted to wait it out. 

“Т knew we weren't going to be able 
to pull away," Mladin said. "This track 
isn't like that. Today... well, Pascal 
(Picotte) was getting in my way. He was 
drafting past me on the straight and 
then pulling it up in the middle of the 
turns. Га get back past him and he'd 
draft past me again. I just couldn't be 
bothered doing it anymore, so I decided 
I was just going to sit back there until 
there were two or three laps to go. I 
couldn't run Miguel's pace whether I 
got past or not." 

Those two continued to go at it, 
while Chandler started picking his way 
through after a dreadful start. He was 
fourth by the second lap, after getting 


by Yates, Pegram and Kipp, and then he 
started to close on the Picotte/Mladin 
struggle. It took him until the ninth lap 
to get even with the pairing, but by then 
DuHamel was almost six seconds in 
front. At this point, DuHamel hit traffic 
for the first time - but it made no differ- 
ence. He was never threatened, leading 
by as much as 10 seconds before easing 
off. 

"When I got up to 10 seconds, I could 
see the fear in my mechanics' faces," 
DuHamel said. "I was still trying to put 
some good laps together, but I could see 
they were thinking, 'What are you 
doing? You've got 10 seconds; don't go 
chunking a tire.’ If I kept going that pace 
and ended up chunking a tire, Га look 
like a complete fool. From midrace, I 
thought I felt a vibration from the rear - 
but the tire is fine. It was probably just 
in my head. Maybe with the shock prob- 
lem I was getting a bit more feedback." 

Chandler finally made his move at 
the start of the 16th lap as he jetted up 
the inside of Mladin in turn one. He 


then dived under Picotte in turn three. 
He was suddenly second, but it only 
lasted for a lap. 

“Hey, better than last year," Chan- 
dler said later, recalling his breakdown 
at Brainerd in 1996. "This morning, | 
rode the number-two bike and it was 
working good. I thought it was starting 
to slow down and I opted for the other 
bike. It just didn't run as well. We rode 
the weak bike to make sure we finished 
- that was the main concern. They'd just 
leave me off the corners. I got a draft on 
Mat (Mladin) once. I held on and tried... 
but they were back by me before we got 
to the signboards. We had to play it 
safe." 

‚ "Safe" led to a fifth-place finish - 
although for the majority of the race it 
looked as though he couldn't possibly 
finish any lower than fourth. That's 
before Kipp got extremely inspired. 

No one paid much attention to the 
blue Yamaha until the 17th of 21 laps. 
That's when it became apparent that 
Kipp had intentions of grandeur. He

and the Rick Hobbs-tuned YZF750 shot 
past Chandler and Picotte on the 19th 
lap; then he passed Mladin a lap later. 
Suddenly, he was second and there to 
stay. 

"For seven or eight laps, I was just 
really struggling with (Steve) Crevier 
and (Larry) Pegram," Kipp said of his 
race. "And actually Thomas (Stevens) 
was there, too. They all had fast motor- 
cycles. I was pretty fast through the 
infield, but I had a tough time taking 
care of business on the front straight- 
away. I put my head down and had a 
couple of clean laps by myself. With 
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top 10 before having clutch problems. 
He continued to circulate, finally getting 
credited with 19th. CN

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about seven laps left, I looked up and it 
looked like a whole straightaway from 
me to Doug (Chandler). I put my head 
down and tried really hard not to make 
any mistakes - because if you make a 
mistake in turn one or turn two, you can 
lose a second. I just did my best not to 
make any mistakes and kept my eye on 
the leaders. I chose a good tire and the 
Dunlop stuff was working great this 
weekend. I couldn’t ask for anything 
more from that rear tire. The bike was 
working great. 

“1 just wanted to make a pass and 
go" Kipp added. "I didn't want to have 
to make a pass twice on the same guy. I 
just tried to pick each guy off in a spot 
where I knew I could get a drive. And it 
worked. I couldn't see Miguel 
(DuHamel); he was nowhere to be 
found." 


By then, Mladin had finally managed. 


to shake Picotte, using traffic to keep the 
French Canadian аќ Бау. 

"With three laps to go, I got back past 
him in the middle of some traffic, and I 
sorted it out so they'd drop back in 
behind me where he couldn't get back 
past," Mladin said. “With two laps to 
go, he (Kipp) came flying past and I 
thought it was Pascal. I didn't even 
know Tom was there. I looked over my 
shoulder a couple of times and I didn't 
see anyone. He must have been tucked 
in behind the others and I couldn't see 
him. Anyhow, that's how it went. We 
were happy to finish in front of Doug 
(Chandler) and put another four points 
on him. We did the best we could do 
today with what we had." 

Kipp's charge, though, had definitely 
caught him off-guard. 

"That was strange. I hadn't seen him 
(Kipp) all race," Mladin said. "I was 
wondering where he came from, 
because he was nowhere to be seen ear- 
lier in the race. He must have chosen a 
good tire, and the bike was working 
good. We were only running 39s and 
40s, so it was a piss-poor effort from all 
of us - except for him (DuHamel) and 
him (Kipp)." 

Picotte was a disappointed fourth, 
after thinking for most of the race that 
he had second in the bag. 

“I got held up by lapped traffic - big, 


big time," Picotte said, also complaining ` 


about a front-end push caused by a 
worn right side of a dual-compound 
front Dunlop tire. "Kipp screwed up my 


drive at the end, and in the little esses 1 
got stuck behind two Supersport guys. 1 
had to downshift one more gear. I really 
thought I had second covered. I thought 
it was Doug (Chandler) behind me... I 
was just pushing the front too much. 1 
could cover Mat (Mladin) easy. Kipp 1 
don't know; I didn't run with him." 

Chandler, too, was disappointed, but 
also relieved that he'd finished the race 
that almost cost him last year's champi- 
onship. Alone in sixth was Crevier. 

"| just rode a good, comfortable 
pace," Crevier said. "I thought I had 
rear-tire problems but it was there. I 
think I should have just tried harder. I 
had way more tire than I thought. I 
think the chassis was just too loose 
under me. I prefer something tighter. It 
was just a bad day for me, overall. 1 
couldn't stay with Kipp. He was on the 
move. He was like a rail through the 
infield, and I probably held him up. But 
we're still good in the points." 

Down on power, Stevens botched his 
charge by trying too hard and running 
off in turn three. 

“It’s very frustrating," Stevens said. 
"Seventh sucks. I won't be happy until 
we win. The team has given me all 
they've got. A bit more time and we'll 
be fine. We're just in the not-give-up 
mode. On the 10th lap, I had a big slide 
in three and ran off the track. After that, 
I just put my head down. It's all part of 
our learning curve." 

Then came two disgruntled Dunlop- 
using Suzuki pilots - Yates and Pegram. 

"| picked the wrong tire," Yates said. 
"| was told to use the wrong tire. I lost 
the front once in turn one and went 
almost to the grass, but the rear was the 
problem." 

Ditto for Pegram: "I used a medium 
front and it was great," Pegram said. 
"But me and Aaron chose the same rear 
- everybody else had something differ- 
ent. This tire is supposed to be some- 
thing the World Superbike guys used at 
Monza, but I was two seconds slower 
than I was this morning. I don't under- 
stand it. We just watched each other 
slide all over." 

Hayden was 10th after coming up 
short in a late-race battle with Pegram. 
Privateer Paul Harrell was 11th, keeping 
his streak of consistent top finishes 
intact. 

Tilley's Harley-Davidson's Tripp 
Nobles had his VR1000 just outside the 


Picotte's washout 


orrential rain and lightning lashed out at 
Brainerd International Raceway on Saturday 
afternoon, washing out the scheduled final 
qualifying session and handing pole position to 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Pascal Picotte (right), based on 
his quick time from Friday. It was the sixth superbike 
pole of Picotte's career, his first on a Suzuki, and his 
first since Sears Point in 1995. 

Picotte clicked off a 1:39.173 lap (108.901 mph) on 
the fast and much-liked 3-mile Brainerd circuit to 
earn the provisional pole on Friday - and Saturday's 
deluge guaranteed that he'd be able to keep it. He 
may also want to consider a post-race career as a 
weatherman. 

“1 was hearing that there might be showers in the 
area on Saturday, so I really tried to go as fast as I 
could today," said Picotte on Friday. ^The wind real- 
ly made turn one difficult, so if conditions are better 
tomorrow, I think a track record is within reach." 

With rain falling hard prior to Saturday's final session, Alessandro Саш 5 us record 
from last year was safe. | 

High winds plagued the Friday session, but it wasn’t the only problem faced by the super- 
bike men on Friday. A blown motor left oil on the racing surface in turn one late in what 
became the only qualifying session, and several riders, including Picotte, said they were set- 
ting. up to run their fastest laps only to have to slow down because of the oil. One of those was 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler, who ended up second on the front row with his 1:39.217 
on Friday. 

“It was so windy, especially in the first two turns,” Chandler said. “There was a 4-mph 
speed difference in the first turn. Yesterday (Friday), I used a qualifying tire, and I went faster 
this morning with a race tire. I wanted to try a few more things this afternoon (Saturday), but 
hopefully we can get through them tomorrow (in Sunday morning’s warmup). I think it's got a 
good chance of being like it is today. It’s hard to say how it would be around here in the wet. 
It’s been so long since I've been around here in the wet - they'd have to give us some practice 
in it tomorrow. There are still a lot of tire decisions to be made. There's a safe one and some 
marginal ones. The safe one is okay, but I wanted to try the other one and put some laps on it." 

Kounding out the front row were Smokin' Joe's Honda's Miguel DuHamel and Yamaha's 
Tom Kipp, the pair lapping at 1:39.365 and 1:39.519, respectively. DuHamel, though, turned in 
some blazingly fast laps in Saturday morning’s free practice - a session run in nearly perfect 
conditions. 

“I’m really happy with the setup we found," DuHamel said. “On Friday, I wasn't riding 
really well and I wasn’t happy with my lap times. Then it went really good yesterday (Satur- 
day) morning and 1 did a 38.4 (1:38.4). Maybe the rain hurt us; maybe it helped us. Nobody 
else was able to catch that time. I did those fast times with a full tank of gas and with race tires. 
lm really happy, but I’ve learned over the years not to be too happy." 

Fast By Ferracci Ducati's Mat Mladin, the winner of the past two races and the most serious 
threat to Chandler's hopes of defending his superbike crown, ended up on the second row of 
the grid. The Australian posted the fifth-fastest time on Friday - a time matched identically by 
his teammate Gerald Rothman Jr. Mladin, though, didn't appear worried. 

"We're looking all right," Mladin said. "It would have been nice to have another session, 





. but everyone's in the same boat for tomorrow. Starting on the second row isn't a problem here. 


We've only tried a couple of tires so far, so it would have helped to do more laps. It'd be scary 
in the rain, but it wouldn't bother me. I haven't ridden in the rain for awhile - Ohio last year - 
but it should be okay." 

The third Ducati on the second row was the Vance & Hines 916 ridden by Thomas Stevens. 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Larry Pegram filled the second row after clocking a 1:40.098. 

Five different manufacturers - Suzuki, Kawasaki, Honda, Yamaha and Ducati - were repre- 
sented in the first five qualifying positions. Harley-Davidson's Thomas Wilson qualified ninth, 
with his teammate Chris Carr 12th. 

Picotte’s pole was Suzuki's first-ever at Brainerd. Honda leads the way with five Brainerd 
pole positions. м. 

Some riders, most notably Doug Polen, were hoping for a wet race. 

“If it rains... yeah, that would help a whole lot," the Pirelli-using Polen said. “We'll s see. The 
bike’s not a real barn-burner at this point. We put a different pipe on and that may help. We've 
also changed the cam timing and went back to last year's shock. I’m just trying to get a base line 
to what I had last year. Hopefully, it'll get me more grip. I fi we're 14 to 15 horsepower 
down on the any guys. I know what they re like, because I ride the е асот stuff overseas.”

Although the victory was.only his first of the sea- 
son, it was the 14th AMA Superbike win of 
Miguel DuHamel's career - and that moves

April 
24-26 - a week after the AMA National at Laguna Seca Raceway 
in. Monterey, California. The last time the AMA competed at Wil- 
low Springs was in.1990, with Raridy Renfrow winning the Supèr- 
bike National on a Commonwealth Honda RC30. According to the 
AMA, Willow is not slated to replacé another race, but will instead 
allow ‘the series to grow to 11 rounds. The National at Road 
America in Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin, meanwhile, will be .moved 
back a week in order to let the race coincide: with Harley-David- 
son's 95th anniversary celebration in nearby Milwaukee. A full 
1997 ‘schedule is expected to be released with two weeks.

ts difficult to overshadow the winner 

of any race, especially one as dramat- 

ic as the 600cc Supersport final at 
Brainerd International Raceway. But 
Yamaha's Rich Oliver was able to do 
just that. 

While Yoshimura Suzuki's Pascal 
Picotte came out of a five-way slugfest 
to win his third 600cc race of the year, it 
was Oliver who garnered the most 
attention - mostly because not many had 
actually seen him race before. 

Sure they've seen Oliver race, but 
they've never seen him really race - at 
least not lately. And definitely not at the 
front of a 600cc Supersport race. Most 
AMA road racing fans are used to one 
thing when it comes to the veteran two- 
stroke racer: Oliver running away and 
hiding from the rest of the 250cc Grand 
Prix pack. 

Suddenly, they were witnessing 
Oliver doing the same to the ultra-com- 
petitive 600cc Supersport field. Charg- 





ing hard from the get-go, Oliver ran at 


‚ the front of the race for 12 of the 13 laps. 


It was only on the final lap that Picotte 
was able to wórk his way around the 
all-time 250cc GP win leader - and only 
just. At the finish it was Picotte by .570 
of a second, with Oliver, Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Aaron Yates, Kinko's Kawasa- 
ki's Jamie Hacking and Smokin' Joe's 
Honda's Miguel DuHamel crossing the 
stripe in rapid succession. 

Clearly, though, Oliver had made his 
mark, using a high line in the fastest two 
corners on the track - turns one and two 
- to consistently forge ahead. His efforts 
should make certain of one thing: Pun- 
dits who utter the words, "But he can't 
ride a four-stroke, blah, blah, blah,” 
should be permanently silenced. Given 
a little bit more experience with the 
rough-and-tumble, elbow-to-elbow 
world of Supersport. racing, Oliver will 
be a consistent threat. | 

But let's not forget the effort put 
forth by Picotte. The French Canadian 
bided his time until the final few laps, 


coming from the back of the five-rider 


pack to take the lead on the final go-

around. From there, no one was getting 
by. 

: His teammate Yates was also ham- 
mering away in those final laps. The 
Georgian had come through from a poor 
start to catch the lead group and he was 
hellbent on finishing on the podium. 
Although he managed to push past both 
DuHamel and Hacking, his run at Oliv- 
er came up just short at the finish line - 
despite a late-braking attempt in the 
final corner. 

Hacking held off DuHamel at the line 
for fourth, and then came the second 


' horde of riders fighting for sixth. That 


spot went to Zero Gravity’s Ben 
Bostrom, with Smokin’ Joe’s Steve 
Crevier, Eric Bostrom, Yamaha's Tom 
Kipp, and Barnett Tool & Engineering's 
Matt Wait filling out the top 10. 

DuHamel may not have won his 
fourth straight 600cc Supersport race, 
but his fifth place did little to change his 
status as champion-elect in the class. 
Thanks in part to the yellow-flag inci- 
dent at Loudon, DuHamel leads Picotte 
by 14 points. Yates is a further three 
points behind, with Crevier fourth at 
161. Oliver vaults to fifth in the series 
standings with 145 points. 

The race featured two starts, the first 
stopped by a.crash on the opening lap 
that involved three riders. Fortunately, 
none of the three were seriously injured. 
That start had been led by the pole-sit- 
ting Oliver, though Erie Bostrom had 


„pushed his way through in turn four. It 


mattered not, as the race was stopped as 
the pack crossed the start/finish line for 
the first time. 

Hacking nailed. the holeshot on the 
second start, but Oliver wasn't going to 
be denied - especially in turns one and 


two. 


"| ve always been fairly competitive 
down through there/" Oliver said later, 





"even when I was racing guys like 
(John) Kocinski and (Jimmy) Filice. I 
was always able to ride around the out- 
side. I guess nothing bad has ever hap- 
pened to me down there so I don't have 
any bad experience. The bike was work- 
ing well, obviously, in fifth and sixth 
gear. It was really motoring along. It 
likes a high-speed race track and I knew 
this was one of the only chances we 
were going to have to really let the bike 
show how much speed it has. So I was 
really motivated to do well this week- 
end." 

The lead pack quickly broke away: 
Oliver leading Picotte, DuHamel and 
Hacking, with Yates on the move from a 
poor start. 

"The first start, everybody spread out 
and I got a pretty good draft," Yates 
said. "I went to the outside and couldn't 
turn. I had to let way off and everybody 
started shooting right by - I was about 
10th. The second start, everybody got in 
two lines and I was wanting to go on the 
outside and I was stuck on the inside. 
There were so many of us going into 
that turn - it was crazy. Going into turn 
two, a couple of guys went past me and 
І just started passing them back. I knew 
I had to get up with these guys to run 


the draft up the straightaway, or else 


they were just going to keep pulling 
away. I finally got close enough to be 
there with 'em, but I think the jetting 
was off a bit. It was a little lazy on the 
straightaway." 

But his hard riding in the corners 
more than made up for it. Yates had one 
bad moment in turn four, the Suzuki 
kicking him up out of the seat. Appar- 
ently, he'd had enough out-of-the- 
seaters to make this one seem mundane. 
At the post-race press conference, Yates 
couldn't even recall the turn-four inci- 
dent. 

Meanwhile, despite the pressure 
from behind, Oliver continued to take 
care of business at the front. 

“Once I got into the lead, I felt really 
comfortable because I'm used to leading 
a lot," Oliver said. "I just worked on my 
lines and tried to improve. The tires 
started going off a bit toward the middle 
of the race, so I was fighting that, seeing 
how I could make it work anyway. I 
basically figured that when the white 
flag came out, or the lap before, that 
everyone was going to attack me - 
which they pretty much did. I tried to 
shut some of the passing lines off 
toward the end - it took me a couple of 
races to learn.that in Supersport. I had a 
great run." 

Finally, Picotte jumped to the front 
with some hard braking of his own in 
turn three on the final lap. From there it 
was a matter of protecting the inside 
line - he was mainly worrying about 
Yates. 

“It wasn't an easy race," Picotte said. 
"These guys ran a really strong pace - 
Aaron, Rich, Jamie, Miguel. I was kind 
of worried about Miguel, because he 
always makes his last move in the last 
minute - and that's what he was doing 
in the last lap. I started testing the draft 
too early in that race. I was getting their 
draft a little bit too soon and they were 
drafting past after that. I think I got 
lucky a little bit because in the last cor- 
ner, two laps from the end, there was à 
lapped rider, and all those guys slowed 
down a little bit. It: was perfect timing 
for me to get a nice gap between me and 


Hacking. Then I drafted Aaron, and 3 


Rich and Miguel were kind of weaving. 


I won't weave like that because I got? 


screwed up at Daytona a few years ago 
doing that with Colin (Edwards). I just 
went toward the wall and tried to catch 
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Miguel's draft instead of Rich's draft. I 
went by Miguel and I knew Rich was a 
little slower than he was in the begin- 
ning in one. I just kept it wide open and 
I closed the gap on him. Then I made a 
move on the inside of three and just 
kind of blocked the line. I tried to slow 
down and kill his midcorner speed and 
get a drive out. After that, I didn't think 
Rich was going to be able to get me on 
the inside, unless Aaron... he was the 
guy I was worried about, because he can 
pretty much outbrake me anywhere on 
the inside. If you brake a little later, he'll 
brake later and later and later and 
later." 

Yates’ hard-braking move would 
come, but not to Picotte. Instead, Yates 
was forced to try a final-turn move on 
Oliver for second place. Oliver coun- 
tered, though, using knowledge he'd 
gained back in 1979 - when Yates was a 
six-year-old on a playground in Geor- 

a. 
" Aaron (Yates) really ran me down 
hard there at the end," Oliver explained. 
"But in 1979.at Riverside, going into 
Boiler Plate Turn Nine, 1 remembered 
that a guy who goes underneath real 
hard always ends up wide. If you go in 
wide, you'll end up tight and you can 
maybe beat him out of the turn. The 
same thing here. I was hoping that was 
going to happen." 

It did, and Oliver was a career-best 
second. 

"| was thinking that this was the only 
place I was going to be able to go," 
Yates explained. "The previous lap, I 
was kind of looking to see where every- 
one was braking. I went in there and 
Rich (Oliver) just kept going lower and 
lower. I was on the inside of him com- 
ing in and I kept going lower and lower. 
I was thinking, "Man, I’ve never come in 
down here before.' Then I went all the 
way out and almost went into the dirt 
over here." 

Riverside in 1979 didn't help Oliver 
in his efforts to hold off Picotte, but in 
the fast world of Supersport racing, it's 
not often easy. 

“I was thinking to protect the inside, 
but it's so hard to protect the inside 
when you're racing top guys," Oliver 
said. "They're going to put it in there if 
they can. So I was thinking, "Well, try 
not to go back too far. Don't make too 
many mistakes.' A lot of times, it's out 
of your hands. You're doing your maxi- 
mum, and I was doing my maximum. I 
came up second, but I feel good about 
that." 

Still smarting from his one-lap penal- 
ty for passing under a waving yellow 
flag at Loudon (see Briefly...), Picotte 
realizes it's going to be tough to haul in 


DuHamel in the series standings - 
despite winning his third race of the sea- 
son. 
"If we don't get penalized, it's going 
to be a lot easier, if you know what I’m 
saying," Picotte said. "The team is really 
behind us and we've proved already 
that we can win races. There's no doubt 
in our mind, but when someone penal- 
izes us and puts us behind - it makes the 
job a lot tougher. You have to count on 
something happening to the other guys. 
That's not the way we want to go racing. 
We want to beat him. We don't want to 
get penalized and get beat. This is not 
winning fair and square." CN

Pridmore 
perseveres

BRAINERD, MN, JUNE 28 
yperCycle's Jason Pridmore 
didn't sit around prior to the 
start of the 750cc Teamline 
Supersport final at Brainerd Interna- 
tional Raceway. Instead, he studied.

Watching from turn one as the Formula 
Xtreme race was run, Pridmore paid 
close attention to the water spraying 
from the back tires of the big-bores. 
Then, in a further effort to find the line 
with the least amount of water on it, he 
took his time to pay close attention to 
track conditions on the warmup lap. 
And it paid off. 

Despite a sluggish start, Pridmore 
was able to slip and slide his way to the 
front of the pack on an absolutely miser- 
able day in Minnesota. Once there, he 
found it to his liking, and carried on to 
win his fourth race of the season - fur- 
ther bolstering his lead in the champi- 
onship point standings. 

It was a good day for Pridmore and a 
good day for HyperCycle Suzuki. Prid- 
more's teammate Mark Miller also came 
on strong after a less-than-stellar start, 
eventually working his way up to sec- 
ond after a race-long battle with Team 
Suzuki Sport's Richard Alexander Jr. 
Those two had caught Scott Ruehle with 
the local hotshot finishing an impressive 
fourth despite riding with a broken 
thumb. 

DAT's Racing's Dale Kieffer contin- 
ued his consistent season with a fifth- 
place finish in the iffy racing conditions. 

With a torrential downpour flooding 
the track earlier in the day, the 750cc 
Supersport race got under way after the 
Formula Xtreme final - and after mainte- 
nance crews used various methods, 
including a helicopter, to displace the 
water. While conditions were still iffy, 
each and every lap saw the track in bet- 
ter condition for racing. 

Mansson Technologies' Michael 
Barnes grabbed the holeshot at the start 
of the 13-lap race, but his run at the 
front only lasted until the third corner. 
That's when Alexander jumped to the 
lead. 

"| saw he was being timid in the first 
two corners," Alexander said. "I knew I 
had to get through and try to pull away. 
Soon after, Jason (Pridmore) came 
along." 

Alexander held the lead for the first 
lap, but Pridmore was soon in tow after 
disposing of Barnes. Pridmore then shot 
past Alexander heading into turn three 
at the start of the second lap - and that 
was all she wrote. 

"Jason (Pridmore) just checked out," 
Alexander said later. 

"My starts the last couple of races 
haven't been that great, but today was a 
little bit better," Pridmore said. "I was 
able to pass, like, three guys in the first 
turn on the first lap. I just wanted to get 
out to a five-second lead and when I 
did, I just put it on cruise control. It was 
nice to just get into the lead and just 





cruise. In these conditions, if you get off 
line just a little bit, you can fall over 
really easily." 

But things behind Pridmore were far 
from settled. Although Alexander 
seemed rather comfortable in the spot 
early on, he was destined to come 
under attack - first from Ruehle, who 
charged from well back at his home 
race track to take over second place on 
the fifth lap - then from Miller. Miller, 
on the second HyperCycle Suzuki 
GSXR750, had started slowly but was 
on the move. But by the time he caught 
Alexander, Ruehle had pulled out.a 
comfortable gap on what was now a 
four-way battle for third between 
Alexander - who had run off the track 
at one point - Miller, Kieffer and Brian 
Gibbs. 

By the 11th lap, however, Alexander 
and Miller had pulled away from Kief- 
fer and Gibbs and were closing on 
Ruehle. On the final lap, the three were 
together, with both Alexander and 
Miller passing the resident of nearby 
Saint Cloud. 

“I knew they'd be coming," Ruehle 
said. "My brother told me (with arm sig- 
nals) that they were coming. I thought 
Га be able to go the whole way, but. 
got tired. We had to change the engine 
before the race. We had 40 minutes and 
we did it. Brewer Racing gave me what 
it took to be here. There was only one 
line in turn two, but I took the wet line 
on the outside. That's where I passed 
everybody. I knew that because it's my 
home track. I thought I could catch him 
(Pridmore), but he must have turned it 
up. I probably got complacent at the 
end." | . 

Still, fourth place was Ruehle’s best- 
ever AMA finish. 

After moving around Ruehle, the 
battle for second was whittled down to 
two: Alexander and Miller, with Miller 
able to take the position for good with a 
pass in turn four. Alexander couldn’t 
counterattack and the runner-up spot 
went to Miller, his best finish of the sea- 
son. 

“1 was pretty far back in the begin- 
ning laps and I wasn’t sure if I could 
catch the lead guys,” Miller said. “I just 
kept my head down and picked off a 
few at a time. I finally caught up to 
Rich Alexander and we had a really 
nice swapfest from midrace on. I 
almost crashed really bad in turn three 
midway through; I basically high-sided 
and landed back on top of it. I gathered 
it back up and we caught the number- 
68 guy on the last lap with a double- 
draft." €N

And the 
winner IS...

BRAINERD, MN, JUNE 29 

he best races are always on the fast 
Tes and this one was no differ- 

ent. Three riders fighting for their 
lives, the bold and conclusive deciding 
move coming within sight of the finish 
line after more than 20 minutes of tense 
racing. That was the fight for second. 

The winner, of course, was Team 
Oliver Yamaha’s Rich Oliver, the best 
AMA 250cc rider ever adding to his leg- 
end by notching a‘slam-dunk 16th Elf 
Fuels/Lubricants 250cc Grand Prix win 
in a row at the end of a cloudy and over- 
cast day at Brainerd International Race- 
way. 

As always, the Fresno, California, 
resident bolted from the start, ran a pace 
that was nearly two seconds per lap 
faster than anyone else in the 29-rider 
field, and made his way directly to the 
winner's circle. Before slowing down on 
the last of the 13 laps, Oliver had nearly 
a 23-second lead. The margin of victory, 
after 22 minutes, 19.920 seconds of rac- 
ing over 39 miles, was 13.070 seconds. 

With four races left, Oliver has a per- 
fect 216 points, 52 more than Moto Lib- 
erty's Randy Renfrow, the veteran racer 
finishing third today behind Team 
Salaverria Aprilia's Al Salaverria after 
crashing into a lake during morning 
warmup, then completely rebuilding his 
Honda RS250. The third member of the 
trio fighting over second, Performance 
Machine’s Roland Sands, was fourth 
today after making a bad jetting choice 
on his Yamaha TZ250. He stands third 
in the points, with 144. 

Once Oliver got away from the start 
the race for the win was over. That left 
second place as the most contentious 
spot. Barnett Tool & Engineering's Matt 
Wait held the position until the third lap 
when he low-sided in turn six. Then 
Sands was there, with Salaverria and 
Renfrow just behind. Zero Gravity's 
Bobby Keith was next, then Bulldog 
Racing's Mark Foster trying to recover 
after running into another rider and 
running off the track early on. 

Renfrow was probably a little sur- 
prised to be as far forward as he was 
after his crash in the morning warmup. 
A simple mental error sent him careen- 
ing off the track, where he bounced off a 
wall before coming to rest in a lake. The 
team had to replace all of the bodywork 
and most of the controls. More impor- 
tant was the condition of the motor. 
Since it was his best motor, the team 
decided to rebuild rather than replace it. 
They rolled the bike to the pre-grid just 
as the five-minute board went up, and 
hoped for the best. From where Sands 
was, the work seemed to have paid off. 

"| think Randy's bike was running a 
lot faster than it was at Elkhart Lake," 
Sands observed. 

At the beginning, there were prob- 
lems. Water in some of the connections 
caused electrical shorts and problems 
with his electric shifter. Then it cleared 
up and he was able to concentrate on 
the challenge. 

"Then it started running good and I 
started getting confident in it and I start- 
ed charging," Renfrow said. 


Renfrow moved by Sands on the fifth 
lap, then took Salaverria a lap later, a 
spot he would hold until the eighth lap 
when the trio changed spots several 
times. 

“Т just really couldn't get in the 
rhythm right off the get-go," Salaverria 
said. "And I couldn't get settled at all in 
the race. Then these guys started pass- 
ing me left and right, here and there. 
Finally I got into the rhythm a little bit, 
and Renfrow was really good on the 
brakes but I had the cornering speed on 
him." 

When they crossed the line, it was 
Sands in front of Salaverria and Ren- 
frow, but Sands knew he couldn't hold 
off the faster machines. 

"The bike should have been way 
faster than it was," Sands said. "I was 
pretty much riding my ass off and get- 
ting smoked on the straightaways.. We 
had to make a guess on the jetting and 
that was our guess. It was good, but it 
wasn't good enough." 

Sands would lead across the stripe 
ending the ninth lap, only to see 
Salaverria draft by, bringing Renfrow 
with him. Sands took one spot back in 
turn three and held it to the end of the 
lap. But Salaverria was now on the gas 
and seemed to be pulling away, though 
Renfrow had other plans. 

On the final lap, he went under 
Salaverria in turn three, then held the 
point into the final corner. Renfrow 
decided to protect the inside line, forc- 
ing Salaverria to try the outside, which 
he did with success. He took second by 
about two bike lengths over Renfrow. 
Sands finished fourth. 

"The last lap here, he thought I was 
going to go on the inside and he was 
guarding all the way on the inside and I 
went on the outside of him," Salaverria 
said. "It's a good line, but I think I out- 
tricked Randy. He thought I was going 
on the inside and I tricked him." 

"What happened is, I got out of the 
draft," Sands said of his failure to make 
a last-lap push. "No way I could catch 
those guys out of the draft. I just had to 
catch them little bit by little bit in each 
corner." 

Though second was a three-rider 
affair for most of the race, Foster made it 
a four-rider affair for a few laps. There 
were two fatal mistakes, however, one 


early and one late. The late one was 


probably the more costly. Foster had 
taken back the four seconds he'd lost 
from an earlier error and was right up 
on the trio when he made a second mis- 
take with less than two laps to go. 
Foster said that, after catching the 
trio, "I went to pass Roland (Sands) over 
there (turn nine) and I tucked the front 
end under and went off the track again. 
I made two huge mistakes. From being 
that far behind, I got too eager too fast. I 
got too greedy. I had to do a bunch of 
42s to catch up. I should have waited 
two more corners and tried to get them 


on the straightaways. If it wasn't for that 
white go-kart bump, I would've been 
toast." 

Having ай he felt was one of the 
fastest machines on the track, Foster 
said he was able to make up the time by 
himself, despite being unable to use the 
draft. That allowed Keith to come up 
from behind, and it wasn't until the 11th 
lap that Foster took fifth for good. 

Keith was sixth; then there was a 
wait for Derek King and Greg Esser, 
who were followed at some distance by 
Jeffrey Vos, John France, Hikaru Miyagi 
and Perry Melneciuc. €N

Bostrom 
the boss

BRAINERD, MN, JUNE 29 
T= one came down to the last cor- 
ner, Miller Electrical Construc- 
tion’s Eric Bostrom using a crafty 
move to outwit Mitchell’s Modesto H- 
D’s David Estok-and keep his perfect 
Progressive Insurance SuperTwins sea- 
son intact at Brainerd International 
Raceway. 

California’s Bostrom had matched 
Florida’s Estok corner for corner, Estok 
leading more laps across the line, 
though they swapped back and forth 
every lap. Estok led across the stripe on 
the last lap, then Bostrom was in front 
and leading most of the final tour, 
including out of turn nine up to the final 
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The 250cc Grand Prix class gets under 
way with eventual class winner Rich 
Oliver (1) starting from pole position. 


right-hand turn 10. That's where Estok 
thought he was going to make his move, 


'sneaking by on the inside. But Bostrom . 


protected the line and held the throttle 
on until the last minute, forcing Estok to 
go wide on the short run to the flag. 

"| just decided to go down the inside 
of the straightaway and if he wanted to 
pass me, he was going to have to do it 
on the outside," Bostrom said after win- 
ning by .310 of a second. "He went, 
came around the outside - it came to a 
chicken match coming into turn 10. I just 
left it on till he shut off and I was able to 
make the turn, but it was really close." 

“I thought I had it,” said Estok, who 
led the first five laps, plus lap eight. "I 
was kind of setting up Eric. But he was 
smart, running down the inside line all 
the way and not braking until I did. He 
was so far inside and he had to go wide 
and it pushed me out wide and he got a 
better drive coming on to the front 
straightaway. We had a great race. I 
thought I had it today, and he just out- 
smarted me a little bit. I guess I have to 
get a little smarter." 

In winning his sixth race of the year, 
Bostrom completed the nine-lap, 27-mile 
event in 17 minutes, 19.5 seconds, at an 
average speed of 93.506 mph. 

After six of 10 races, he leads Estok 
by 31 points, 214-183. Jake Zemke, fifth 
today in a pack, is third with 158. 

Bostrom and Estok had split from the 
pack from the very start and, by the end 
of the race, had nearly 30 seconds on the 
third-place rider. The rider who crossed 
the line in third was Las Vegas H-D's 
Jess Roeder, the Ohioan jubilantly cele- 
brating his first-ever road race podium 
finish. His elation was short-lived, how- 
ever, when he was disqualified for hav- 
ing an illegal head modification on his 
H-D 883. It was too bad, because he'd 
worked hard for the spot, scrimmaging 
with five other riders for places three 
through eight. 

"It seemed like Dave (Estok) and Eric 
(Bostrom) were well out in the lead and 
everybody else was racing for third," 
Roeder said before his disqualification. 

When he was taken down, Hal's H- 
D's Todd Evans was promoted. Evans 
ran at, or near, the front of the six-rider 
pack soon after it formed up on the 
third of nine laps. 

On lap six, it looked like he might be 
breaking away, but he was sucked in 
from behind, then dropped to sixth in 
the running order. He took a spot back 
from Mitchell's Modesto's H-D's Nate 
Wait very late on the final lap to take 
fourth, then third when Roeder was 
taken down. 

Wait, who also led the six-rider pack, 
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ended up a close fourth, followed by 
Bartels’ H-D's Zemke. 

Widman’s H-D’s Lance Jones, who 
spent most of the race just inside the top 
10, ended up seventh, with Bartels’ H- 
D’s Shaun Russell, who spent most of 
the race fighting for third before drop- 
ping off at the end of the race, ending 
up ninth. 

The final rider contesting second was 
St. Paul’s H-D’s Jeff Johnson. His race 
ended with a tumble in turn six on the 
final lap while he was in seventh. John- 

son's St. Paul's H-D teammate Michael 
Golden and Mitchell’s Modesto H-D's 
Robert Bussey also crashed in the same 
corner. 

Of the 14 starters, there were 10 fin- 
ishers. €N

innesotan Greg Fryer used local 
knowledge and the proper tire 
choice to end the Erion Racing 
stranglehold of the Pirelli Formula 
Xtreme class on a wet but drying Brain- 
erd International Raceway. 

The Blaine, Minnesota, resident, a 
regular in Central Roadracing Associa- 
tion club events at Brainerd, fitted a 
Michelin DOT rain rear tire and à rain 





front to his Larson Cycles-backed Yama- 
ha YZF750 and, after a horrible start, 
essentially ran away with the race in his 
first Pirelli Formula Xtreme appearance. 
Racing under cool and threatening skies, 
he was into the lead and pulling away 
by the third lap, stretching the margin to 
better than 12.5 seconds at one point. 

Erion Racing's Andrew Stroud gave 
chase, closing to within about nine sec- 
onds, but fell 5.32 seconds short after 
Fryer slowed on the final lap, his first 
AMA. professional victory assured. His 
previous best placing in an AMA 
National was 15th. However, he said 
that he'd never lost a race in the rain. 

“I expected them to be close toward 
the end," Fryer, 25, said after winning 
the race, which had been delayed for 
nearly two hours because of torrential 
downpours. "I kind of knew I had a 
good lead. You can feel it sometimes." 

What he could feel most was the 
track. For that, he credited Michelin's 
Walt Schaeffer. 

“Fifteen minutes before the race, he

asked us what he should put on," Scha- 
effer said. "Tom Mason, my distributor, 
said ‘Put these on.’ It turned out to be 
right." 

Fryer completed the 13-lap, 39-mile 
race in 25 minutes, 8.10 seconds, at an 
average speed of 93.098 mph. 

The race had been scheduled to start 
at 3:30 p.m., but was green-lighted at 
about 5:15 after heroic efforts were made 
to prepare the track after the downpour. 
A helicopter was brought in to dry the 
start area, as was a turbine dryer. 

Even with the added traction, the 
race hadn't started well for Fryer. Spin- 
ning his rear tire at the start, Fryer was 
about 14th in the 17-rider field into the 
first turn. He moved to sixth at the end 
of the first lap, then third ending the 
second, before taking the lead on the 
third go-around. 

Ironically, having less power than the 
big-bore Hondas allowed him to run 
wide open through the ultra-fast turns 
one and two, while the others had to 
back off. 


“I always told myself I would never 
look back in а race,” Fryer said. "But 1. 
just couldn't believe I was leading an 
AMA National race, so I looked back, 
figuring these guys would go right back 
by me." 

It never happened. By the end of the 
fourth lap, he had better than a five-sec- 
ond margin, a gap he stretched with 
every successive lap until it topped out 
at about 12.6 seconds on the eighth lap. 

The next time by, Stroud had 
knocked better than two seconds off 
and, with four laps to go, it looked like 
he might be making a run. But ón the 
next lap he could only take back about 
half a second, and he didn't gain much 
more in the next few laps. He'd chosen 
a DOT front Dunlop and cut slick rear 
and admitted it wasn't the right 
choice. 

"It was really slippery," said Stroud, 
whose winning streak ended at four. 
"The proper choice would have been 
full rains front and back. Toward the 
end, it started to come right." 

If there was any consolation for the 
New Zealander, it was that he contin- 
ued to stretch his championship points 
lead. After five of nine races, he leads 
the championship with 176 points. Doug 
Toland, his Erion Racing teammate, is 
second with 158 points. 

Toland finished third today after an 
eventful race. Both he and Stroud spun the 
tires on their Honda CBR900s at the start, 
much of the field jetting past and into the 
first turn ahead of them. Toland finished 
the first lap in seventh place, moved up a 
spot in each of the next few laps, and set- 
tling into fourth on the sixth lap. 

. It looked as though that was where 
he'd finish, since he was better than 12 
seconds behind the third-place rider, 
early leader Daniel Bailey of the Ohio 
Superbike team, at the halfway point. 
Then it all started to change. Toland 
dropped back a spot, Marc Chiodo, 
another Minnesotan, dropping him to 
fifth. But it was only a brief setback. 
Toland and Chiodo closed on Bailey on 
the 11th lap and dropped him back to 
fifth, where he would finish. 

On the final lap, Toland turned up 
the wick and was able to speed by Chio- 
do, beating him to the stripe by about 
five bike lengths. 

Hooters' Brian Gibbs finished alone 
in sixth, well ahead of DATS Racing's 
Dale Kieffer, who had to deal with the 
closing Bells Suzuki rider, John Jacobi. 
Keith Marquez was a lone ninth, with 
Hypergraphics Racing's Terry Teske 
10th. 

Of the fifth- through 10th-place rid- 
ers, all were Suzuki GSXR750-mounted 
except for Kieffer, who rode a Suzuki 
GSXR1100. : €N

AMA GRAND NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIP SERIES

LIMA, OH, JUNE 28 
ou can call Chris Carr the Prince 
Ys Peoria, Ricky Graham Mr. 
™ Springfield. Scott Parker is the 
Lord of Lima. 

There is perhaps no more appropri- 
ate way to describe the success of the 
seven-time and defending AMA Grand 
National Champion at the pea-gravel 
track on the Allen County Fairgrounds, 
which is considered by many to be the 
last "true rider's" track on the circuit. In 
the event's 14-year history, Parker has 
won the event seven times, and during 
this year's stop-- round seven on the 
AMA's top dirt track tour - the 35-year- 
old Michigander's performance aboard 
his Bill Werner-tuned factory Harley- 
Davidson was as convincing as ever. 

Unlike previous races, however, 
there was a bit of luck involved - more 
of it bad for local favorite Steve More- 
head than good for Parker, who actually 
inherited the lead from Morehead dur- 
ing a red flag for 1-800-FASTHOG/ 
Moroney's Davey Camlin at the halfway 
mark. After leading the race to that 
point, Morehead's F&S Harley-David- 
son suffered gasket woes, and the 41- 
year-old veteran could not make the 
restart, allowing Parker to take resi- 
dence at the front of the single-file line- 
up. From there, Parker simply put 
together a fast line on the beautifully 
groomed racing surface, running fairly 
high in turns one and two and high 


again into three before dropping to the 
curb as he came off turn four and sped 
down the front straight. By the end of 
the 13-lap "dash," the champion had 
strapped a several-bike-length advan- 
tage on second- and third-placed riders 
Joe Kopp and Will Davis to claim career 
Grand National win number 77 and 
Lima win number seven at round 
seven... That's a lot of sevens. 

“I ain't ready to ‘make a move’ yet,” 
Parker said, with regard to the champi- 
onship standings. “It’s just nice to break 
the ice and get rollin'. Now we can 
move on from here. But as far as a 
charge from here, I don't have to banzai. 
I got all year. We ain't five races from 
the end. At this point in the season, you 
just build. You don't want to do some- 
thing stupid where you have to bust 
your butt all year to get it all back." 

Parker's competition was definitely 
busting its collective butt in an attempt 
to catch him at Lima, and the rider who 
came the closest was perhaps the rider 
who needed to do it the most at this 
point in the year - Joe Kopp. In his sec- 
ond year with the Harley-Davidson of 
Sacramento team, the Mica, Washing- 
ton, rider had not yet been enjoying the 
same success in 1997 as he had in his 
first season aboard Mike Shattuck's 
Kenny Tolbert-built XRs. But the tena- 
cious Kopp may have turned it all 
around with his gritty runner-up finish 
at Lima. He was strong all evening, fin- 
ishing third in the fastest heat race of the 
night for a direct transfer to the main 
event, and then getting an excellent start 








off the inside of row two to run third 
down the back straight at the start of the 
25-lap main event. Kopp simply chased 
the cushion to hold steady in that posi- 
tion and, like Parker, was automatically 
bumped up a spot after Morehead's exit. 
In the final 13 laps, Kopp gamely fought 
off aggressive challenges by the advanc- 
ing Davis to retain second place and 
thus match his career-best Grand 
National finish. 

"I wasn't going to settle for third 
tonight, no way," Kopp said. “I haven't 
been able to run up front all year, but I 
think this will help us turn it around. It 
sure boosts us up in the points. Kenny 
(Tolbert) just told me to run it into the 
turns wide open. That's easier said than 
done, but I just needed to get some 
more confidence. This finish gives me 
that." 

Third place for Total Control Rac- 
ing's Davis marked the third time that 
the 32-year-old North Carolinian has 
been on the podium in the past three 
weeks, though he may have worked 
harder to finish on the bottom spot of 
the box tham he did to finish on top of it 
at Terre Haute, Indiana, and Sedalia, 
Missouri. Davis was one of the few rid- 
ers doing a lot of passing on the race 
track - not because the race track 
wouldn't permit it, but because the 
ungodly roost spraying from the rear 
wheels of his competitors’ motorcycles 
wouldn't. Yet Davis somehow managed 
to start making his way toward the front 
after an eighth-place start to run fourth 
by the time the red flag came out. On 





the restart, he passed Gardner Rac- 
ing/ Walters Brothers Harley-Davidson 
rider Dan Butler to slide into third and 
start a series of attacks on Kopp. Davis 
tried and tried, but in the end he could 
not make his way past the Washington 
rider. | 

"To pass someone, you had to cross 
their line, and their spray would almost 
knock you off your motorcycle," Davis 
said. "But this is our fourth podium fin- 
ish of the year, and I’m pretty pumped 
up. Those guys were going fast. The 
motorcycle was great again. It turned, 
ran and hooked up better than I wanted 
it to. (TCR team owner) Benson Ford 
was here tonight and | sure wanted to 
win it for him, but besides. the sponsors 
I wanted to do this for the women on 
our team who work so hard. This whole 
crew lives at Mary Cummings' house 
during the week." 

Finishing fourth, and showing the 
punishing effect that the race track roost 
could have on the riders, was Adkins 
Racing's Geo Roeder II. The Ohio cush- 
ion specialist, far and away enjoying his 
best Grand National season yet thanks 
to his new ride on Mike and Eddie 
Adkins' Harley-Davidson XRs, passed 
more riders than anyone on the track. 
Roeder came from way down in 14th to 
work his way to seventh by the red flag 
and then sixth on the restart. He then 
blew by Kevin Atherton and Chris 
Evans to take the fourth spot for the rest 
of the way. His tremendous effort to get 
to the front exacted a heavy toll, howev- 
er, as Roeder slumped in his lawn chair 





after the races with cuts and deep bruis- 
es about his neck, chest and arms - cour- 
tesy of his competitors’ rooster tails - 
but the injuries failed to dampen his 
enthusiasm for this season. 

"We've got a good team together,” 
Roeder said. “Eddie Adkins has made 
all the difference. The bike was working 
great, but the track just started to dry 
out on the last few laps, and the 
twingles started to pull away from me. I 
wanted to get on that podium, but we 
just fell a little short. We'll take it." 

Fifth place went to another rider who 
is beginning to once again display con- 
sistency both on and off the race track, 
USC Racing's Ricky Graham. The for- 
mer three-time AMA Grand National 
Champion actually appeared to struggle 
early in the main event, starting ninth 
and dropping to 10th place before the 
red flag. But on the restart, Graham 
seemed to wake up and quickly pulled 
to sixth place before finally catching 
Butler on lap 18 and then just holding 
the young Michigan charger off at the 
line for the spot. 

“I was pretty much trying to stay out 
of that roost,” Graham said. "I wanted 
to go higher, but I just couldn't see. 1 
thought that this track might be better 
for the Honda, but you know, this feels 
just like 1992, where I had to ride, ride, 
ride just to get consistent. This feels like 
1992 in terms of getting back into it like 
that." 

Butler finished sixth, ahead of Ameri- 
can Harley-Davidson Inc.'s Chris Evans, 
Corbin Racing /R&R's Rich King, Deeley 
Harley-Davidson's Steve Beattie, and 
TCR's Kevin Atherton. Team 1-800- 
FASTHOG /Moroney's Harley-David- 
son's Mike Hacker was 11th, followed 
by Bartels' Harley-Davidson's Jay 
Springsteen, S&B Racing's Bret Beyer, 
Camlin, and ESAB Welding's Doug 
Davis. Mechanical failures relegated 
Suburban Motors H-D's J.R. Schnabel to 
16th, Morehead to 17th, and Marine 
Transport rookie Bryan Bigelow to 18th. 

Despite missing the Daytona Short 
Track main event and remaining win- 
less up to Lima, Parker has now moved 
into second place in the series points 
standings. He trails Davis, 116-98. King 
sits third with 96. Atherton is fourth 
with 71, and Springsteen is still hanging 
on to fifth with 68. 


HEATS 


Atherton started off the 

show with a holeshot in 
the first 10-lap heat race, 
followed by  Camlin, 
Springsteen, Beattie and 
the youngster Bigelow. 
The front three quickly 
pulled away and set the 
pace, while Beattie and 
Bigelow scrapped back 
and fourth on their way to 
the semis. Camlin got 
underneath Atherton off 
three and four to take the 
lead on lap four, and then 
the pair swapped positions 
for three more laps before 
Camlin got the edge off 
turn two and held the lead 
to the finish. Atherton and 
Springsteen followed him 
into the main. 

"If I would have had a 

good performance at Park- 
ersburg, Га say we're get- 
ting there,” Camlin said of 
his title aspirations. 
"We've been strong every- 
where else. I guess I'll have 
those days once in a while. 
Will and Scotty and Kevin 
don't. But we're getting 
better. Skip has got the 
bikes working awesome." 

Morehead came out 
next and wowed the parti- 
san crowd with an awe- 
some exhibition in the fine 
art of cushion-riding dur- 
ing heat two. The “Findlay Flyer’s” 
result was never in doubt as he pulled 
the holeshot and ran away from a sec- 
ond-place battle among Kopp, Evans 
and Hacker. Morehead hung it high, 
wide and handsome for all 10 laps to 
finish half a straightaway ahead of 
Evans and Kopp. Hacker dropped off 
the pace and into the semis. 

“1 can do the 10 laps, but I don't 
know if I've got 15 more than that in 
me," Morehead said. "We blew a cam 
cover gasket, so we have to work on 
that. I don't know... The only thing I’m 
worried about is the bottom. As long as 
I can run up top, I'll be fine; but if I have 
to run the bottom, and it's dry, then the 
twingles will run better." 


Roeder got the jump on the field in 
heat three with Doug Davis, Pat 
Buchanan, Mike Varnes. Will Davis suf- 
fered a rare starting-line miscue and 
was forced to play catch-up. Will Davis 
dropped low in one and two to gobble 
up Buchanan and Varnes on lap two 
and then stayed on the move, diving 
under Doug Davis off turn two on lap 
three for second. Will Dàvis kept com- 
ing, using the low line to good effect, 
and when Roeder bobbled in one and 
two on lap seven, Will Davis dropped 
underneath to take the lead and go on 
for the win. Roeder and Doug Davis ran 
second and third for direct entry to the 
main.

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“The promoter gave me $100 to miss 
that start - you believe that, don’t you?” 
Davis joked. “I just missed a gear. I hope 
that we didn't hurt anything when we 
did that.” 

Parker finished the heat races off by 
leading every lap of heat four. The champi- 
on was challenged briefly by Butler, who 
even managed to gain control for an instant 
by diving under Parker to take the lead in 
turn three on lap three, but Parker was back 
around off turn four, and he was not head- 
ed again. Butler was second, with Graham 
third some distance behind the pair. 

“It’s time to get rollin’,” Parker said. 
“We're working on it. I know where I’m 
losing my time. I’m getting a push going 
in, and I’m having to wait to get on the 
gas comin’ out while they’re already on 
the gas. We get that fixed and we'll be 
dialed in." 

SEMIS 

Hacker led all eight laps of the first 
semi, finishing almost a full straight- 
away ahead of Beattie as the two trans- 
ferred into the main event. 


"The bike has been working 
great all day,": Hacker said. "I 
just had to figure it out and learn 
how to ride it. Finally I figured it 
out. This race track is beautiful. 
This is not my specialty type of 
track, but this is the best опе I’ve 
ever been on." 

Former amateur rivals Schn- 
abel and Bigelow battled back 
and forth in semi number two, 
with the rookie Bigelow getting 
the better of his "more veteran" 
nemesis to gain entry into the 
first Grand National final of his 
career. Ironically, Schnabel did 
the same thing just one year 
ago. 

"This is about the greatest 
thing in the world," an excited 
Bigelow said. "I didn't do well in 
my heat race, and I knew that 
J.R. (Schnabel) and those guys 
would be tough in this one. But 
to make it into a National in only 
my second try is about the great- 
est feeling."

King led Bret Beyer and a struggling 
Kevin Varnes early in semi three. Both 
King and Beyer left Varnes behind and 
collected the last two passes to the main 
event as King took the win and Beyer 
finished second. 

“We've been kind of struggling all 
night long, and I’ve been sick the last 
few days," King said. "We're just kind 
of hangin' on. Hopefully we'll be better 
for the main event." 


GRAND NATIONAL 


Morehead got one of his trademark 
good starts off the line as the 18 bravest 
riders of the night set off to challenge 
the heavy-duty racing surface - which 
was regroomed just for the final - and 
the “Findlay Flyer" did just that, bolting 
around the high side to pull out to a 10- 
length lead over Parker, who had anoth- 
er 10 lengths on Kopp, Butler, Camlin, 
Evans, and the TCR duo by lap five. 

Strangely, the early racing was a bit 
of a parade, with the riders being rather 
tentative in their passing attempts. It 
was only later that all pointed to the 
severity of the roost as a limiting factor 
in their aggression. The only riders real- 
ly facing it were Will Davis, who quick- 
ly got by Atherton and then shot under 
Evans in turn one on lap six; and Roed- 
er, who worked around the outside of 
King, Doug Davis and Springsteen to 
move to 11th. Atherton continued to 
struggle, dropping to eighth. 


“The roost hurt like hell,” Atherton 
said. “It was gravel. It was so hard to 
pass. You could only go fast if nobody 
was in front of you.” 

Atherton would wind up 10th at the 
finish. 

Beattie - normally a cushion special- 
ist - was having his own problems with 
the roost as he sat back in 11th during 
the early part of the race. , 

"One time, I saw this boulder coming 
at me - I saw it coming the whole way,” 
Beattie said. "It hit me in the chest and I 
kept going. After a while, I felt some- 
thing bouncing around between my 
legs, and I looked down, and I was car- 
rying the thing. It was about the size of 
a baseball." 

Up front, Parker was beginning to 
take a big bite out of Morehead's lead as 
the veteran appeared to slow down 


around lap nine. Soon, telltale puffs of 
smoke - faint at first, then very heavy 


. when Morehead would enter turns one 


and two - signaled trouble. Parker 
moved in for the kill. 

In the meantime, Camlin was run- 
ning a pretty stout fifth but was coming 
under heavy fire from Will Davis, and 
the Illinois rider finally yielded to the 
low-riding North Carolinian on lap 10. 
Two laps later, a miscue in turns one 
and two sent Camlin on his head and 
brought a red flag. Camlin was unhurt 
and rejoined the race at the back of the 
field. 

“I just pushed the front end and slid 
out," Camlin said. | 

During the downtime, Morehead’s 
team discovered that the bike had 
blown another cam cover gasket, and 
that he was through for the evening, 
which meant that Parker would be the 
first man in the single-file restart to take 
the green light for the 13-lap sprint to 
the finish. 

^| used Steve's line to reel him in, 
and I saw him start oiling,” Parker said. 
“Then I had to be careful to start saving 
my tearoffs, because as I got closer, the 
stuff was in the air. I knew the thing was 
gonna blow up eventually. They don't 
leak that much oil and keep running." 

Once the race resumed, Parker was 
quickly out of reach. The best races on 
the track were between Will Davis and 
Kopp for second place, and Canadian 
rivals Evans and Beattie for seventh. In 











the second pairing, Evans pre- 
vailed, finally getting by Beattie on 
lap 23 after chasing him for the 
previous seven. 

“Steve found me,” Evans said. 
“It always adds fuel to the fire 
when we get together. Up goes the 
pace. But man, Гуе got to take 
start lessons from somebody. I just 
got terrible starts all night. I don't 
know what my problem is. Maybe 
ГП go to Morehead for start 
advice." 

Right behind Evans was King, 
who finished out of the top five for 
the third straight week and who 
appears to have lost his way on the 
path toward the championship. 

"The bike was working good in 
the main, but I wasn't up to par," King 
said. "That restart was actually a bless- 
ing for me. We went from the front to 
the back last week. This week, we went 
from the back to the front. That's the 
right direction, anyway." 

Ahead of Evans, Butler ran where he 
did for much of the event: in sixth. It 
was a solid run by a team that seems to 
suffer its fair share of hard luck, and 
afterward Butler appeared pleased with 
the finish. 

"This just got us back on line," Butler 
said. "We've got our motors going a lit- 
tle better now, and it's turning into 
something. I don't know if it's just that 
Гуе been payin’ my dues, or what. But 
we came here tonight and all we did 
was change a gear and cut a tire. We 
never just do that. This was awesome. 
This is what racing is all about. I'm 
amped after this week." 

When the checkered flag fell, Parker 
wheelied across the line several lengths 
ahead of Kopp and Will Davis to get the 
first of what could be several wins this 
season, if history is any indication. 

“I was getting great holeshots all 
night," Parker said. "I got another good 
one and just started truckin'... hit over- 
drive and let her go. I thought about 
falling off a couple laps from the end. I 
had a flashback to Nebraska (last year). | 
saw some stuff down low that I thought 
l'd like to get a hold of, and cut it. I just 
kept doing it. 
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“This was the ісе breaker; 77, and 
we're looking for 78," Parker said. “In 
the Michigan-vs.-Ohio deal, Michigan is 
ahead 1-0." €N

Rose Racing's Willie McCoy and DeMay Racing's Scott Stump were involved in a terrible crash 
in between turns three and four during the seventh scratch qualifying heat. Stump had the lead. when 
McCoy appeared to {аке а run underneath him, only to inadvertently ram into Stump's rear wheel. 
Both riders were sent over the high side in violent fashion, and lay motionless on the track for sever- 
al. minutes while being attended to by trackside medical personnel. Both were transported to Lima 
Memorial Hospital in Lima, where McCoy was diagnosed with broken ribs and a bruised lung. He was 
placed in the intensive care unit for observation overnight but was released on Sunday, June 29. 
Though he was reportedly groggy from the crash, Stump was treated and released with no serious 
injuries.and released on Saturday evening. 


Promoter Dave McCarthy may have enjoyed his most successful promotion in his 14 years of 
presenting the Lima Half Mile. McCarthy recruited the help of the local 93X radio station, as well as 
Pabst. Blue Ribbon beer, Pepsi, and: Circle. Bell Industries - but his best help came from the rain, 
which for once left a Grand National race track for the better. "We dumped 60,000 gallons of water 
on the race track yesterday, but we had a really nice rain on Wednesday and into Thursday after- 
noon," McCarthy ‘said. “That helped us. out." The conditions that greeted the racers. and 9900 fans 
of the famed pea-gravel half mile were perhaps the best ever experienced. Though the AMA and the 
track prep crew again had to nurse it all evening to keep it in shape, the surface offered multiple lines 
from the start of practice to the checkered flag in the main event for those riders gutsy enough to 
face the roost.of the machines in front of them. 


After qualifying well, a disappointed Kevin Varnes elected to switch rides and forfeit his pole start- 
ing position in heat two. "This bike won't run," Varnes said of his Johnny Goad-tuned USC 
Racing/Lancaster Harley-Davidson twingle. The move haunted the 22-year-old Pennsylvanian as he 
finished fourth in heat two and then ‘slipped to. third in the final semi, thus missing out on a Grand 
National spot. | 


Grand National fans of the “80s тау remember the name Doug Davis. The 33-year-old Union, 
Ohio, resident. who is perhaps most famous for walking away from one of the most brutal-looking 
crashes ever captured on film at the Du Quoin Mile, showed up at Lima in only his second race back 
and put his Phil Wickersham-owned, ESAB Welding Harley-Davidson into the main event. 
“L got this deal through Larry Zumbrum and Carl Patrick," Davis said. “I'm happy. | knew | could still 





do it. A-lot of it is a head game." Davis plans to attend several more selected Grand Nationals in 
1997; including Du Quoin, Eldora, Indy, and the Springfield double header. 


Former AMA 250cc National Motocross Champion Tony DiStefano was seen roaming the pits at 
the Lima Half Mile. "We had our annual school in Troy (Ohio) the last two.days, so we thought we'd 
come down and watch," DiStefano said. “Dave McCarthy does the Loretta Lynn's Amateur Nation- 
als too." What did the MX champ think-of the racing? "It's exciting," DiStefano said. "| haven't been 
to one since-the late '70s or early ‘80s, at Ascot. | used to watch guys like Corky Keener, Spring- 
steen and Scott, Kenny Roberts.

At least three teams showed up at Lima with new Dunlop tires for testing. The 18-inch DOT 
treads were mounted on rims. belonging to the factory Harley-Davidson team, the Total Control Rac- 
ing team, and the 1-800-FASTHOG/Moroney's Harley-Davidson camp. The tíres that the Harley fac- 
tory: and TCR had in their possession меге an entirely new Dunlop K180, measuring 120/90-18. 
"The knobs are 70 thousandths: taller than the Goodyears,” TCR Team Manager Tom Cummings 
said; "The durometer reading on a Goodyear CD8 is between 60 and 62. On a CD5, it's about 55. 
This new Dunlop is about 55, so it's like a soft Goodyear. The width is six and a half inches - the 
same as a front Goodyear and about a.half-inch narrower than a rear." Because of.its "not readily 
available" status, the AMA elected to not allow TCR or the factory to test it at Lima. The tire that the 
Moroney's team had, however, was a much more readily available Dunlop. Trailmax 120/90-18, and 
team rider Davey Camlin did take to the track with it in practice. His report? "This is. a cushion, so 
it's hard to tell," Camlin said. "But the thing is inconsistent. It would push the front end because it 
was getting a lot of bite, and then when it broke loose it was like there was nothing there. But there's 
a lot of potential there, and it's about time somebody tried something еіѕе:" The introduction of the 
new rubber by Dunlop and the teams is apparently the first step toward the move to the DOT-only 
rubber that will be mandated in the future.

ASSEN, HOLLAND, JUNE 28 

18 ick Doohan carved his name a 
little deeper into the Dutch dikes 
_ | on Saturday, winning two races 
ША to claim one victory - his 40th. 

With chief threat Alex Criville out 
injured, the Repsol Honda rider dealt 
with the remaining rivals with his usual 
ease. He had already left Carlos Checa's 
Movistar Honda trailing when the red 
flags came out after 12 of the 20 laps, in 
response to a shower of rain. Then he 
came through to lead the second leg as 
well, to make doubly sure. 

But he was in an angry mood, after a 
weekend during which persistent pass- 
ing showers caused frequent interrup- 
tions, although the 500cc race was the 
only one to be stopped. | 

The start had been delayed by 
five minutes to accommodate the 
closing minutes of practice from the 
Formula One car GP in France - five 
minutes that may have been crucial. 

“If our race had started on time, we 
would have completed enough laps 
before the rain started to have reached a 
result" Doohan said. “We had to take 
racing risks as a result of that delay. The 
second leg was pretty dangerous at first, 
because it was obviously going to dry 
out, and most people took the gamble of 
intermediate rear tires." 

The traditionally huge Assen crowd 
was not put off by the weather. Official- 
ly, there were 103,000 fans around the 
atmospheric circuit, with its long, 3.75- 
mile lap taking the bikes through con- 
tinual swoops, swerves and kinks. Many 
came to cheer on local hero Jurgen van 
den Goorbergh, who had qualified on 
the front row of the grid - the first pri- 
vate Honda V-twin rider to do so. 

His race lasted only two laps, before 
he seized while lying well up in the top 
10. 

Second went to Checa, after he'd 
stepped forward to take the Spanish sac- 





. rificial-hero role vacated by Criville. 
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Doriano Romboni was a popular 
third, giving the Aprilia V-twin its first 
rostrum finish. The project is in its 
fourth year, but the newly upsized 
engine has made all the difference. 
Romboni only gained the place on the 
last lap. He’d gambled on cut slick tires 
for the restart, with almost everybody 
else on wet fronts and intermediate 
rears, and was left behind in the early 
laps. By the finish, however, with the 
track almost completely dry, he was the 
fastest man on the circuit, knifing up 
through the top 10. 

The rain brought heartbreak to Nori- 
fumi Abe, however. The so-far-lacklus- 
ter Rainey Yamaha rider had vaulted 


beyond his practice form to hold third 


position when the first leg was stopped. 
He was unable to do anything like that 
in the rainy restart, dropping to ninth 
overall. 





The restart did the Modenas team a 
favor. They'd promised a big step for- 
ward at Assen, with lightweight new 
parts cutting more than 17.5 pounds off 
total weight and with improved internal 
airflow to a revised airbox. No improve- 
ment was obvious in practice, with both 
riders plagued with misfiring. But the 
wet race gave Kenny Roberts Jr. the 
chance to shine on the Marlboro-backed 
machine. While teammate Jean-Michel 
Bayle retired, Roberts was classified 
eighth, equaling Bayle's previous best- 
yet result. 

The 250cc race was a bitter two-bike 
battle, won after a to-and-fro last lap by 
Aprilia's Tetsuya Harada from Ralf 
Waldmann and his Marlboro Honda, 
with Loris Capirossi dropping away 
with a misfire to finish third. A poten- 
tially bigger battle was denied the 
crowd, firstly when pole-qualifier Olivi-

er Jacque threw away his Chesterfield 
Honda while leading handsomely on 
the third lap, shortly after breaking the 
lap record, and secondly by the misfor- 
tunes of Max Biaggi. 

Biaggi was left behind before the 
warmup lap, with mechanics still work- 
ing on the front of his bike. He was 
pushed into pit lane, and started from 
there at the back of the field. Even while 
he was charging into the top 10, officials 
decided that the original infringement - 
mechanics working on the bike too late - 
merited a stop-and-go penalty, and sig- 
nals were hung out to call Biaggi in. He 
ignored them; after he'd done so three 
times, disqualification became mandato- 
ry and he was black-flagged out of the 
race. 

The non-finish handed the title lead 
to Waldmann. 

Valentino Rossi and his Nastro 








Azzurro Aprilia took yet another bril- 
liant 125cc win, his fifth of the year. He 
timed his charge perfectly to prevail 
over a tight pack of eight who had been 
changing places almost throughout the 
whole race. Rossi's victory came at the 
expense not only of his companions on 
the rostrum, UGT Honda's Tomomi 
Manako and UGT Aprilia's Kazuto 
Sakata, but also of early leader Garry 


McCoy on the Marlboro Aprilia, who ` 


seized in the middle of the group. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


The two legs were so different from 
one another, with only the man in front 
in common, that the fans really did get 
two races for the price of one. 

Checa took the first break from the 
start, was passed by Doohan into the 
first corner, but promptly passed him 
back under braking at the end of the 
back straight. 

He went away for the next three laps, 
with Doohan dropping back by more 
than a second in the second lap. This 
was only a temporary aberration, how- 
ever. By lap four, Doohan was right on 
the Spaniard's back wheel and even 
alongside him, then went firmly past 
under braking at the chicane at the end 
of lap five. And that was more or less 
that, as he started to pull away steadily 
to accrue a margin of 3.5 seconds at the 
end of lap 11. 

The battle was for third. The group 
had initially included van den Goor- 
bergh, fifth at the end of lap one, but he 
was soon to pull off the track, his V-twin 
engine locked solid. 

This left Romboni trying to fend off 
Alex Barros' V-twin Honda as well as 
the V-fours of Tadyuki Okada and 
Nobuatsu Aoki. Meanwhile, Abe had 
started well and tagged along to get 
mixed in with the battle. 

By the sixth lap, the Yamaha rider 
was at the front of the group, the other 
three right up behind for what would 
surely be a fine battle. And Abe was still 
in front on the 11th lap, with Okada, 
Aoki and Romboni, in that order, 
behind him when the race was stopped. 

Takuma Aoki was losing ground 
behind them; then came another loose 
group - Alberto Puig heading Juan 
Borja's Elf and Daryl Beattie's Suzuki. 

The red flag came out promptly as 
the rain started falling - Assen organiz- 
ers do, after all, have plenty of experi- 
ence in this regard, and the statutory 30- 
minute pause saw mechanics fitting rain 
tires to most bikes, then swapping the 
rears for intermediates as the clouds 
cleared above. By the time the restart 
came, the track was still wet, but it was 
obviously going to be dry before the 
remaining nine laps were completed. 

Now things got confusing, with posi- 
tions on the road not necessarily reflect- 
ing positions in the race. Thus, while 
Barros got a flyer on his V-twin and 
charged away to an impressive lead, he 
was barely in the top 10 on aggregate 
time. ~ 

Behind the Brazilian, riders were 
slithering around as the hot-heads took 
advantage of the conditions. Chief 
among them was Anthony Gobert, rev- 
eling in the slides as he swept around 
the outside of Doohan to take second on 
the road at the end of the back straight. 
He had Barros in his sights when he felt 
a sudden bump from behind. It was 
Bernard Garcia, riding the injured Regis 
Laconi’s V-twin Honda and also going 
gangbusters. 

The bump sent Gobert onto the grass 
on a fast corner. “I was lucky not to 
fall,” Gobert said later. He rejoined well 
back, his chance of glory gone. 


As the track dried, so too did the nor- 
mal order reimpose itself. Doohan had 
been steering clear of the novices; then, 
as things got sorted out, he moved for- 
ward. He was second ahead of Checa by 
the sixth lap, and quickly closed down 
on Barros to pass him and lead for a sec- 
ond time that day. 

Behind, Checa was embroiled with 
Borja (until he fell) and Puig, the oth- 
ers chasing along behind. But the 
actual battles didn’t matter much, 
anyway - especially not for Takuma 
Aoki, who spun out in the wet in the 
early stages. 

The final time sheets gave the true 
story: Doohan, Checa and - at the last 
gasp - Romboni in third, his intermedi- 
ate tires coming through really good at 
the finish. Nobuatsu Aoki was fourth, 
then Puig, Barros, Beattie (only his sec- 
ond top 10 of the year) and Roberts, 
who'd had his best race of the year in 
the second leg. 

Fuchs was ninth for his first points of 
the year; Abe was a disillusioned 10th; 
then came the brave Garcia; then Okada, 
slipping backward in the second leg on 
full wet tires; then came Gobert, Troy 
Corser and Borja, who remounted to 
take the final point. 

Bayle had retired with another 
engine failure; Luca Cadalora also 
dropped out, the Italian suffering from 
steering problems so bad that, on the 
first lap, he'd run wide on the last fast 
left and been forced to take to pit lane. 
He ran straight through the pits to 
rejoin, but only temporarily. 

Doohan's points gap over the absent 
Criville is now a yawning 68 points, 170- 
102. Nobuatsu Aoki moved back into 
third on 80, with Okada on 78 and 
Checa up to fifth on 70. 





250cc GRAND PRIX 


Biaggi's drama began before the 
start, as the number-one bike was 
removed from the grid into pit lane. In 
his absence, Jacque took the immediate 
lead from pole position, and was pulling 
away impressively when he crashed on 
the third lap. 

“I lost the front wheel. I hadn't even 
started braking yet," Jacque said. "I 
changed my tire choice to a harder com- 
pound before the race, and I think that 
was my mistake." 

This left Waldmann narrowly in the 
lead, with the two Aprilias right on his 
tail, Capirossi ahead of Harada. Then, 
on the seventh lap, the Japanese rider 
went ahead of the Italian, and started to 
lean on Waldmann. 


This situation did not change until - 


the final lap. The German saw the April- 
ia’s front wheel several times, on each 
side, but was obdurate in his refusal to 
give way. The game went on even as 
Capirossi dropped slightly behind by 
about a second, and then was suddenly 
losing ground hand over fist. 

"With five laps to go, my engine 
went onto one cylinder," Capirossi said. 
“I was very lucky to finish at all, 
because as I crossed the line it stopped. I 
think it was a sparking plug." 

That he remained third shows how 
far ahead the trio of riders were. And 
the two up front weren't done yet, lay- 
ing on a last lap to remember. 

Harada surprised nobody when he 
did move firmly past at the end of the 
back straight. He was surprised, howev- 
er, when Waldmann passed him straight 
back on the way out. Harada moved 
ahead once more into the double rights 
at the far end of the track. Then Wald- 
mann pulled a stunning outbraking

move into the last fast left. Too stunning: 
He ran wide, and left an opening for 
Harada to get back. He won his second 
race in succession by a quarter of a sec- 
ond. 

“When Ralf came back at me, I was 
worried," Harada said. “I thought Га 
attacked too early. I had to wait for a 
mistake, and luckily for me he made 
one." 

Waldmann was happy in spite of his 


' defeat. 


“It was a really exciting and enjoy- 
able race, and also a fair and safe race," 
Waldmann said - an obvious dig at 
Jacque, with whom he had almost col- 
lided in Austria in a last-lap duke-out. 

Tohru Ukawa never had a chance of 
catching the ailing Capirossi, since he 
also had mechanical problems. Alone 
for most of the race, he was still almost 
20 seconds arrears at the finish and los- 
ing ground to Stefano Perugini, who 
was charging at the finish on his Nastro 
Azzurro Aprilia after prevailing over 
Takeshi Tsujimura, who was sixth. 

Chesterfield Honda's William Costes 
was an impressive seventli, coming out 
on top of a four-bike battle with Yama- 
ha’s Osamu Miyazaki and QUB 
Honda's Jeremy McWilliams, whose 
exhaust split to spoil his challenge in the 
closing miles. The fourth man had been 
Suzuki's Noriyasu Numata, but he pit- 
ted with engine trouble with two laps 
left. 

A long list of retirements included 
Jamie Robinson and Haruchika Aoki. 
The Japanese rider had crashed heavily 
in morning warmup. He did it again in 
the race, taking Robinson out with him. 

Waldmann's consolation for coming 
in second was the championship lead, 
118 points to Biaggi's 111. Harada is

shortage of time. Conditions had been 

mixed, from wet to dry and everything 
in between. But that was the same for all. The 
single event that mattered — when 
Alex Criville crashed. 

A good performance here was of vital 
importance if his fight with Doohan was not to 
be completely lost. That issue was resolved 
with the first crunch of fiberglass and bone. 


Doohan was already on top, and stayed 


there the next day, too, when the final session 
was bisected by a 20-minute wet spell, and 
everyone waited impatiently in their pits. 


He'd run іп а new engine, chosen tires and, 
while he was reasonably happy with his dry 


setup, there hadn't been enough wet time to 
decide on tires if it did rain. "I saw some peo- 
ple were turning fast laps at the end, but I 
couldn't go any faster by then," Doohan said. 

The fastest of those late chargers was Dori- 
ano Romboni, thoroughly enjoying the boost 
of this year's extra 30cc, which put his top 
speed right up among the V-fours, on Assen's 
short back straight. At 177.5, he was 3 mph 
down on Aoki's V-four, and slower also than 
Doohan - but ahead of Okada and all the rest. 
But the bike looked like a real handful, and he 
found the continual backs-and-forths and ups- 
and-downs hard for two reasons: Firstly, they 
exaggerated the tendency of the disc-valver to 
hoist its front wheel in the air - the bike going 
light at the midpoint of each direction change; 
and secondly, they had re-awakened: pain in 
his right wrist, from the injury that put him 
out late last year. 

He was just over three-tenths behind 
Doohan. Just behind him, by the narrow mar- 
gin of one-tenth, Carlos Checa took up the role 


. vacated by Criville as chief Honda-in-waiting. 


He was looking once again like a maturing 
threat, after a hiccup earlier in the season. 

And the last front-row denizen: Jurgen van 
den Goorbergh, on yet another V-twin. Three 
cheers and more came from the Dutch crowd, 
braving the wind and drizzle on the trackside 
banks, when van den Goorbergh wheeled his 


privateer NSR500V around a single marvelous 


fast lap on soft qualifying Dunlops - “com- 
pletely smooth, with no sliding" - that put him 
fourth overall. He was a little surprised, him- 


self.

ing it would rain this afternoon so I could 


keep that position,” the Dutchman said. 
“Instead, it was dry, and I’m fourth.” 

Two twins on the front row, only one on 
the second: Tadyuki Okada led the row, also 
finding that the track was making him feel his 


recent injuries. At least there were no more 


over-the-handlebar adventures this time. Alex 
Barros was close, his times now stretching 
toward two seconds slower than Doohan's, 


and even 1.2 seconds slower than van den 





Goorbergh's, making the Dutchman's perfor- 
mance more impressive - for Barros was mak- 
ing good progress himself, fastest in the wet 
on Friday morning. 

Nobuatsu Aoki was another three-tenths 
adrift. Luca Cadalora was the first of the non- 
Honda V-fours, half a tenth off the Honda. In 
fact, Criville's time put him between this close 
pair, but his absence freed the last place on 
row two for the Red Bull Yamaha. Cadalora 
had expected more, and had been faster in the 
morning, but ran into problems looking for the 
tires in the afternoon. 

Assen rather unexpectedly favored the Elf 
500s and, for the first time, ex-250 man Jurgen 
Fuchs was faster than his more experienced 
teammate Juan Borja. "Because," he said, "for 
the first time, l've had a full practice session 
without some sort of mechanical trouble." 

The Suzukis were next, Daryl Beattie a cou- 
ple of tenths quicker than Anthony Gobert, the 


latter promoted to row three because of Criv- 


ille. He took more than two seconds off from 
the first to the second day, and was impressive 
in the wet, placing fifth in his first-ever 500cc 
ride on wet tires. 

Troy Corser was next, also picking up 
slightly; then came Takuma Aoki, suffering 
from the Assen first-timer effect. Alberto Puig, 


apparently slipping back toward a slump, and 
a baffled Norifumi Abe, whose only consola- 
tion was that he'd been much higher in the 
morning, when it didn't matter, ending up 


seventh rather than his official 16th. 

Australian Kirk McCarthy was the only 
other victim of the track, falling in the final 
session and suffering broken bones and a dis- 
located toe. 

Assen's wide-open spaces make the 250s 
look (in Wimbledon week) rather like ladies' 
tennis: smooth and skillful, but lacking the 
clout of the 500s. They made up for it by being 


close, the first half dozen all but within the 


same second. With a lap time of more than 
two minutes, that's a small margin. Even so, it 
was unexpected to see Max Biaggi at the 
wrong end of it. 

Olivier Jacque moved to the front in the

final session, gaining four-tenths on early 
leader Loris Capirossi after mechanics got his 
engine up to speed on Friday morning. He 
was on pole at the last race, and here last year, 
for the first-ever time. 

“I hope the race is dry," Capirossi said. 
"The track is much more... funny." 

Ralf Waldmann, who'd been well up in the 
wet, enjoyed the peculiar choice of words. 

"No," he chipped in. “It’s much more 
funny when it's wet." 

In between the Honda pair, Capirossi put a 
brave face on losing pole. 

"I am happy because I was able to use the 
session to find good tires," Capirossi said. 
“We had a little engine problem, but it will be 
all right tomorrow." 

Tetsuya Harada was on the far end of the 
front row, smiling after his French victory, and 
talking about new chassis parts that improved 
the handling. The speed was the bike's most 
valuable asset, though, he admitted; as well as 
the fact that Assen has no slow corners where 
the disc-valver's waspish throttle response is a 
problem. | 

Stefano Perugini was fifth, his best effort 
yet since his switch from 125s, and only then 
came Biaggi, beset with all sorts of handling 
problems, ranging from chatter to understeer. 

"All I know is that the lap times today 
were like those I did here in '92," Biaggi said. 


' “Tt feels like I’m riding around with the hand 


brake on. What makes it worse is that Assen is 
one of my favorite circuits." 

But nobody could rule a man like Biaggi 
out, once the racing begins. 

Things dropped away after that. Tohru 
Ukawa was seventh, another six-tenths away. 
He'd matched the general improvement in the 
second session, but stayed in the same place. 
Then came redoubtable semiprivateer Takeshi 
Tsujimura. Haruchika Aoki led row three from 
Noriyasu Numata, making an impressive 
showing on the Suzuki for an Assen first- 
timer. Close behind him was Jeremy 
McWilliams, another regular strong man on 
the QUB Honda, followed by Luis D'Antin on 
the best of the Yamahas.

This is a 
reference to the mock-Japanese name he 
sometimes adopts - Rossifumi. 

Though the group had stretched out 
a little on the last lap and dropped to 
eight riders, they were still all covered 
by just over 1.5 seconds. Tomomi Man- 
ako just held off Katzuto Sakata for sec- 
ond, with Noboru Ueda another two- 
tenths behind. Then came Youichi Ui's 
Yamaha, and then a small gap to Jorge 
Martinez, Masaki Tokudome and Rober- 
to Locatelli. 

Rossi is starting to dominate on 
points, his victory putting him on 145, 
33 ahead of Ueda. Manako is third on 
91, then Sakata (85) and Martinez (67). €N

“| f you're planning on watching Colin 
Edwards II race at the American 
round of the World Superbike 
championship at Laguna Seca, 

you should plan on arriving early. 

Very early. By lunch time on Friday, he 

may be, like you, just another interested 

spectator - though one with a slightly 
higher profile. 

Edwards will be trying to ride at 
Laguna Seca - one of the most physically 
demanding and hardest - braking race 
tracks in the world - with a healing, but 
still broken, right wrist. Both the radius 
and ulna bones (the two major bones in 
the forearm) were broken at the top of 
the wrist when he was rammed by 
French Yamaha rider Jean-Philippe Rug- 
gia in a senseless accident during the 
first free-practice session at Monza, the 
Italian round of the World Superbike 
Championship. The doctors in the Clini- 
ca Mobile, the traveling medical center, 
told him he'd be as good as new 15 days 
after the June 20 incident. 

"They usually say that for iron men 
who are wanting to get out on the 
track" Edwards says, somewhat skepti- 
cally. “We're not really in the champi- 
onship, but we're looking for Suzuka (8- 
Hour) right now. That's our main 
priority." 

Even before the season started, 
defending the Suzuka 8-Hour crown 
which he won last year was probably 
this year's most important assignment, 
given its status as the most prestigious 
motorcycle race in the world. With his 
chances of winning the superbike title 
gone, it makes it even more paramount - 
if such a thing is possible. 

"The most important thing to come 
right now is Suzuka, and they've 
already told me that if it's not 100 per- 
cent, they really couldn't care less if I 
róde," Edwards said. "(Laguna is) not a 
good place to be having a hurt wrist, 
that's for sure?" - 

For a guy with a broken wrist, an 
antique motorcycle, and the meat of a 
long season still ahead, Colin Edwards 
II is remarkably upbeat. He has confi- 
dence in himself, confidence in the team, 
and confidence that he's making the 
right decisions. Though he hasn't won a 
leg of the World Superbike Champi- 
onship yet, he's come close enough to 
know that he can - and has earned the 
respect of his competitors. 

Some measure of his optimism can 
be credited to how far he and the team 
have come in a short time. His first 
World Superbike season in 1995 was 
plagued by a Tower-of-Babel syndrome. 
The team was a polyglot mess: no direc- 
tion, less results. New to the circuit, 
Edwards was in no position to make 
demands. He was along for the ride. The 
improvement in 1996 was substantial. 
More power was put in fewer hands, 
and the team - and Edwards - had a 
year's more experience and faith. He fin- 
ished the year in fifth, though the season 
never ended, because almost immedi- 
ately he embarked on a rigorous off-sea- 
son testing program. | 

The 23-year-old Texan with the quick 
smile and even quicker wit began his 
third year on the world stage with high 
hopes, an improved machine, and the 
best teammate he'd ever had - Scott Rus- 
sell. Testing had been both efficient and 
promising, and he credited that to being 
able to share the workload with Russell. 

"It's awesome," he replied when 
asked about having the former World 
and AMA Superbike Champion as a 
teammate. "I can't explain. I mean, 


when I came into this and learned that 
Scott was going to ride, I thought, 'F—, 
that's great, I can't lose" It's been good, 
especially in testing. When we go to test, 
he tests stuff, I test stuff, we get twice 
the work done in half the time. Where 
we have gained considerably is that our 
bikes are pretty damn close, set-upwise. 
There may be a millimeter here or there, 
but nothing seriously different. What 
we've gained considerably is front-fork 
specs and shock specs. We've been able 
to go through quite a lot of shock and 
fork specs to come up with the same 
package." | 

And they've been able to do it 
despite have different riding styles. 

“I think his style is somewhat more 
of a 500, into the corner really hot, turn 
it, square it, and go," Edwards explains. 
“My style is still kind of a 250-Superbike 
mix. I like to get set up for the corner, 
carry the corner speed, and turn it at the 
end and squirt it out of there. Our styles 
are definitely different, but how much 
of a difference that makes to the bike 
set-up that we've found is pretty mini- 
mal." 

The difference in their results has 
also been slight, though neither las been 
able to win a race. Edwards came closest 
in the second race of the season-opener 
in Phillip Island, Australia. With two 
laps to go, he had a second on the field. 
Then his tire went away. His closest 





friend on the circuit, Castrol Honda's 
Aaron Slight, used the draft to deny him 
his first victory. 

" After the last corner; he just got a 
good tow on me and came right around 
me and beat me by three-thousandths of 
a second," Edwards remembers - 
though, officially, it was 0.033 of a sec- 
ond. No. matter. Though he lost, he 
knew he could win. 

After the first four races, Edwards 
had a two-point lead over Russell - a 
gap which was gone when Edwards 
was knocked out of Monza. 

Even before he was taken out of the 
Italian race and his chances for success 
at Laguna Seca were greatly diminished, 
Edwards knew that he didn't have the 
tools to get the job done. Even the most 
casual observer can see that he and Rus- 
sell have probably the fourth-best bike, 
and it could drop a peg if the Suzuki 
continues to improve. 

The Castrol Honda RC45s of John 
Kocinski and Aaron Slight lead the list, 
according to Edwards. 

"Bar none, they've got the best 
machine out there,” һе says. 


“Enginewise, it's got acceleration and | 


it’s got top end. It handles good; it 
doesn’t handle at every track, but it han- 
dles 75 percent of them really well. It 
doesn’t seem to handle somewhere like 
Brands Hatch, a tight kind of really 
bumpy track - it doesn’t seem to work 


so well there. What they lack in suspen- 
sion, they gain in motor. That's just the 
way their bike is. Significantly better 
than last year. 

“The Ducatis, unless I'm imagining 
things, seem to have slowed down, I 
think because - this is my opinion, of 
course - but my own opinion is that it 
cost so much last year to bring 15 damn 
motors to a race meeting and blow one 
up every 100 kilometers (62 miles) that 
they finally decided, "We've got to do 
something or we're losing shitloads of 
money.' It's not really a case of money, 
but just a lot of work. To me, unless we 
made a giant leap forward, which I real- 
ly don't think we did, they slowed 
down. I would say top end seems to be 
there, but the acceleration they used to 
have doesn't seem to be quite what it 
was. I mean, it's still good. Don't get me 
wrong. But the Honda's better." 

To illustrate his point, Edwards 
points out that former World Champion 
Carl Fogarty has only won two of 10 
races. 

"That's pretty mild for him,” 
Edwards says. 

The Kawasaki Germany-run ZX7Ks, 
ridden by Simon Crafar and Akira 
Yanagawa, are also ahead of the factory 
Yamahas. 

"They made the biggest jump from 
last year to this year," Edwards said. 
"Their motor is almost identical to ours. 













































They seem to get a little more 
acceleration. Other than that, 
they're identical. We all know 
that the Kawasakis handled well. 
It just seems to work, T talked with 
Scott (Russell) and he said he never 
touched the thing. They'd go from 
race to race and just ride it. You see 

it from riding behind the guys. In 
the corners it squats and goes, where 
we're kind of fighting traction." 

Then comes the Yamaha, always a 
bear on top end but now down about 
three mph on the long straightaways 
of a track like Hockenheim. 

“I think everybody has done some 
serious work and caught up to our top 
end," Edwards says. "The Hondas seem 
to be able to push the wind real good. If 
we can get somebody's draft, we can go 
all day long, as fast as we want to go.” 

Pier-Francesco Chili's Ducati was the 
fastest on top end at Hockenheim, 
though the Suzukis have made consid- 
erable progress and Jamie Whitham 
gave the team their best finish ever with 
a third in the second leg in Germany. 

"I m young and I'm still learning 
and, the thing is, I’m kind of happy 
where I'm at,” Edwards said, “having to 
ride this, because it is maybe a little out- 
dated and it is a little harder to ride and 
it is a little violent when it wants to be. I 
think it's just making me that much bet- 
ter for when we do get a good bike." 

That good bike is a subject on which 
Edwards is particularly evasive. More 
on that later. 

"Some guys, maybe on a Ducati or 
Honda, can afford to conserve their 
power and hang back until the last cou- 
ple of laps and then put a charge on," he 
said. "As far as we're concerned, it's 
from the green light to the checkered 
flag - 110 percent. And tires do not even 
come into the question. You just burn 
the shit out of them as much as you can 
to stay up with everybody." 

That may be taking its toll. Edwards 
has been on Dunlops his entire career, 
and this year they're clearly behind the 
Michelins, the French brand which has 
won all 10 races. The top three riders in 
the championship - Ducati's Carl Fogar- 
ty, and Castrol Honda's John Kocinski 
and Aaron Slight - all race on Michelin. 

“I think they've really narrowed 
down a good profile," Edwards said. "Tt 
seems to work really good rolling from 
straight-up to lean. It's a profile the rid- 
ers seem to be happy with. As far as 
grip, I couldn't really tell you if it's a 
whole lot better. I don't know. It seems 
to be better, because the riders are com- 
fortable with the profile of it. I think if 
we can find a profile that works, that 
we're comfortable with, then we 
wouldn't have a problem." 

One problem which is insurmount- 
able is the weather. To date, this has 
been one of the wettest seasons ever, 
and the Michelin is clearly superior in 
the wet, especially under the control of 
ex-GP riders like Kocinski and Chili. 

Being able to ride in all conditions is 
what makes Kocinski strong, Edwards 
believes, and that may be the key to the 
Championship. 

.. "| think Kocinski's got a really good 
shot at it," Edwards said. "He's going to 
Laguna, where he tends to shine. I think 
the Honda has definitely got the pack- 
age and he's come on good lately. I kind 
of put it down to GP experience. To go 
GPs, you've got to go well in every- 
thing. I think that's paid off." 

— His prediction for the race at Laguna 
Seca: "With the package (Kocinski) got 
and his knowledge of the track, he's for 
sure one of the favorites. If he doesn't 
win one, there's something wrong with 





him. That's what I think. I don't mean to 
put any pressure on him, but he should 
have all he needs anyway." 

As for Edwards, there is no pressure. 
The broken wrist took care of that, 
though there wasn't a lot of chance he'd 
be challenging for the title even if he 
was healthy. In order for him to win, 
which he's never done on the Yamaha in 
this series, everything has to be perfect. 
Getting to the point where that's not the 
case won't happen this year, but it may 
happen next year. 

"There's no reason in the world that 
(Yamaha) can't build the best 750 out 
there," he said. "The technology is out 
there." 


а 


Edwards and Russell recently tested 
a new machine at Monza. He won't say 
anything about it except that if it 
appears, it would be for the 1998 season. 
What he knows is that it will cost Yama- 
ha a lot of money to build it, and he 
doesn’t think they have much of a 750cc 
market. Theirs is more of a 600-1000cc 
market, he believes. 

"I know the development's getting 
better and the engineering's getting bet- 
ter, but I don't know if they're willing to 
continue this way, seeing as they don't 
have a market to actually build a totally 
new 750," he explained. "If they're not 
going to do that, we may as well change 
motorcycles." 


That means going to the 500cc World 
Championships, and it may happen in 
1998, or 1999 at the latest. He knows it 
will be with Yamaha, because he had 
serious discussions with senior manage- 
ment at Monza. 

"They definitely want to keep me," 
he said. “I don't know when the actual 
move's going to be made." 

And, unlike many riders who incau- 
tiously jump at the first chance to ride a 
500, Edwards is taking a more studied 
approach. 

"The thing is, I don't see what the 
advantage is, moving from here to 500 
when Yamaha is not in tip-top form 
compared to the Honda," he said. "Not 
to say anything bad about it, but that's 
just the way things are. The only advan- 
tage would be to go for money - 

endorsements. You get way more 
money, but I’m not really concerned. 
I’m in this for the long term. I’m not in 
it to get out in two years, make my 
money, and split. l'm just wanting to 
make the right decisions. My ulti- 
mate dream would be to stay with 
this (Yamaha World Superbike) 
team that l've got and just change 
motorcycles (to the Yamaha 
YZR500)." 

That's not a likely scenario for a 
number of reasons, not the least of 
which is that it would leave 

Yamaha without a World Super- 

bike team. If he were to go, it 
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would make sense to place him in 
Wayne Rainey’s works team so that the 
three-time World Champion could share 
his incalculable wisdom with Edwards. 
Watching World Superbike Champion 
Troy Corser struggle on the Red Bull 
Yamaha, working with the same team 
which ran Ducatis last year, should be a 
cautionary tale for Edwards. 

And if he stays on the four-stroke for 
another year - well, that’s fine, too. 

“I know as soon as we get a bike 
that’s going to work, we'll be okay," 
Edwards says. "When the green flag 
drops, I give 110 percent. That's just 
going to be the way it is from here on 
out." | єх

ou have to admire Carl Fogarty 
for being willing to put his 
money where his mouth is. After 
two World Superbike Championships 








. with Ducati, and as many seasons of 


hearing people telling him that he was 
only a winner thanks to his bike, Fogar- 
ty switched to Honda. A brave move, 
which certainly helped spice up the 
series. Fogarty ended up enjoying a suc- 
cessful season at Honda, taking home a 
lot more wins than anyone would have 
bet on at the beginning of the season. 
Then he shocked the world - once again 
- by announcing that he would be 
switching back to Ducati for the 1997 
season. 

With the benefit of hindsight, that 
may not have been such a great idea. 
Since its inception in 1994, Honda has 
turned the RC45 into a very potent 
machine - to the point that it now seems 
to offer equal, if not superior, perfor- 
mance to the Ducati. Combine that with 
the fact that, in the two years since Fog- 
arty last rode it, the big Duke seems to 
have grown a lot harder to control. Not 
surprisingly, Fogarty hasn't enjoyed an 
easy start to the 1997 season. He only 
won his first race in the second leg at 
Donington Park, three rounds into the 
series - a far cry from his dominant days 
on the Ducati in 1995. Still, if you look at 
the top of the points chart, you see his 
name. And, despite any difficulties, Fog- 


arty is a lot happier back in Virginio Fer- 
rari's Ducati Corse team. 
When you first rode the Ducati 916 
again, what surprised you the most 
about the bike? 

It just felt like a different bike to ride 
through the corners. I seem to remem- 
ber having a very smooth and flowing 
bike in ‘95, but now, in the middle of the 
corners, I’ve got a bit of a beast to ride. It 
seems that we've got to work really 
hard to get the bike set up - whereas it 
seemed easier in "95. 

Is it the power delivery that has 
changed? 

It'S hard to say after a year on the 


Honda, but I don't think the Ducati is as 


smooth now as it was in '95. It's obvi- 
ously a faster bike, but we've just got to 
try to make it as smooth as the '95 bike. 

Before you left Ducati in 1995, you 
tested the "96 prototype with the 995cc 
engine. Did it already feel different 
then? 

It did, yes. I had problems with it at 
the last race. I didn't win it, and I was a 
bit annoyed that I didn't win that race in 
Phillip Island. I should have done. They 
just put the big engine in my chassis and 
it altered the handling of the bike. it’s-just 
different, really. Obviously, it’s the right 
way to go, because the lap times are bet- 
ter, but it’s just a harder bike to ride. 

You must have known it would be 
hard to adjust to the Ducati after a year 
with Honda. Did you do any specific 
training to prepare for that, last winter?

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Not really. I keep myself fit anyway. 
But I knew what to expect, because I'd 
been there (at Ducati) before, and that 
helped. It took a lot longer than I 
thought it would to get settled in. I’ve 
been riding the bike a lot like a Honda, 
and making mistakes up to Donington 
on gearing the bike to rev it too much. I 
thought Га get back on and it would be 
all right straight away, but it takes 
longer than you think to get it right. 

The Honda Castrol team is based in 
England and run by English people. 
Isn't it strange than you would prefer 
an Italian-based and -run team like 
Ducati to an English team? 

I just felt it was easier to work for 
Ducati than for Honda. I found the 
Japanese difficult to work for. I always 
felt under pressure in some way. It 
wasn't a big problem, but I just felt that 
Ducati was very much a laid-back sort 
of team. I don't have to worry about 
what clothes I’m wearing all the time, 
and things like that. With Honda, it's 
very official, but with Ducati it’s more 
laid back. It's just what I’ve been used to 
for the last three years. 

Would your early-season results 
have been better if you'd stayed with 
Honda in 1997? 

If Га had a second year on the 
Honda, I think I would've gone a let 
better, sure. But, like I said, it wasn't just 
the bike that I left. I feel that if I'd stayed 
with Honda, I could've probably won 
the World: Championship this year - I 
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really do. But I just didn’t want to stay 
there. I just preferred to be back where I 
felt I belonged. 

Do the tracks feel different on the 
Ducati now, compared to "95? What 
does Hockenheim feel like, for exam- 
ple? à 

The bike feels harder to ride, sure. In 
‘95, I wasn't even trying - I just won | 
easy. I didn’t have the fastest bike that 
year - I was usually third or fourth 
through the speed traps - but it felt real- 
ly nice through the chicanes and in the 
infield. I think that’s where I was gain- 
ing everything, through the infield. 

Does it make a lot of difference for 
you to be reunited with Anthony 
“Slick” Bass? 

(Fogarty’s longtime friend and 
mechanic who was fired from Castrol 
Honda last year just before Hocken- 
heim, where Fogarty won his first race 
on the Honda) 

Not a lot of difference. You've still 
got to go out on the bike and ride it, 
whatever mechanic you've got. But it's 
nice to have him back. He's got a little 
more experience with the Ducati than 
most mechanics. He's got all the notes 
from '95, so it makes it a little bit easier. 

Has part of the problem this year 
been that Anders Andersson is not 
there anymore - that you haven't got 
that winning trio from '95? (Andersson 
was Fogarty's suspension specialist in 
1995. He now works for the Yamaha 
World Superbike team). . 


Yes, people always say you shouldn’t 
break up a winning team, but obviously 
this one had to be broken up. I’m happy 
with the guy we've got now. He's good 
at getting things done and changing 
things but, at the moment, I don't think 
he understands me as a rider like 
Anders did. It is difficult because I'm 
not the easiest of riders to work with. 

Do you think that the Honda is now 
up to the level of the Ducati? . 

People only said the Ducati was a cut 
above the rest because you had riders 
on it that were winning races. The sim- 
ple fact is that the Honda's been as fast 
as the Ducati since it came out in '94. 
But I think Aaron's (Slight) riding better 
than he was. Somewhere through '95 he 
became a better rider all of a sudden. 
Colin Edwards is getting better every 
year, too. Those two go on about the 
Ducati, but even then it didn't have an 
advantage, speedwise. l've ridden Hon- 
das and Ducatis, and speedwise there's 
nothing in it. It's just that the Ducati, for 
me, was a better package. I could ride 
faster on the bends on it and that's what 
won me World Championships. Not 
because it was faster in a straight line. It

able to hold his own. Fogarty (below) 
is trying to win his third World 
Superbike title.

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wasn't. Overall the bike worked really 
well in the corners, and the other guys 
weren't riding as well as they are now. 

What happened at Donington? You 
seemed to suddenly go a lot better for 
the second race. 

Everybody noticed that. What hap- 
pened was basically that I was just back 
to ‘95. All year I'd not felt right getting 
seconds and thirds. But it had been wet 
a lot, so we hadn’t done proper races. 
But those last 10 laps at Donington, 1 
just remembered what I was supposed 
to do, how I rode the bike like I did in 
‘95 - and it just felt great. I felt aggres- 
sive, hard; I felt fresh and the bike felt 
easy to ride pushing those limits. It just 
felt exactly like it did in '95. I hope I can 
continue that now. 

Was that just racing at home or was 
it the result of some changes to the 
bike? 

We changed the bikes for the second 
race because I went out on the wrong 
bike for the first race. But I think it was 
just more me than anything else. The 
bike might have changed a little. In the 
first race, everytime I got in front I just 
couldn't make myself push and go 
away. I felt like that at Australia at the 
beginning of the year as well. 
When I got in front, I 
couldn't push to go 
away, but when I 
was following 
people they 
were slow- 
ing me up. 
But in that 
second race, 

[ pushed 
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Carl Fogarty has not had much success at Laguna Seca 
since the first World Superbike race was held there in 1995. He 
scored a fifth and a seventh that year, but still went on to win his eae 
title on the Ducati. In 1996, on a Honda, Fogarty left Laguna with a fourth anda Ҹ 
seventh place. How does the double World Champion feel about coming back to Cali- 


fornia this year? 


"I ve never really liked Laguna Seca," he said. "But I went back there this year and test- 
ed and it felt like I really got to grips with the place. I even started to enjoy riding around 


it. I'm looking forward to racing 


there. I think I can go there and win this year. When we were testing there, I had a 

couple of crashes which stopped me from being the fastest, but going by my 
© times, I feel confident I can win this year. It's a circuit that takes a lot of 
getting used to. I usually get to grips with circuits very quickly, 
but that one I've struggled with. But I seemed to find 


the secret last time I was there." 


hard and it just felt great. I 
was back in '95, sitting on the 
front, totally in control and 
pulling away. 

Does it make a difference 
having Neil (Hodgson) as a 
teammate, someone you 
know well and you can work 
with? 

It doesn't make any differ- 
ence who I’ve got as a team- 
mate. I don't tend to work 
with them that much at race 
meetings. Obviously, it helps 
that I get on well with Neil; 
we travel together and stuff. 
But as far as racing goes, it 
doesn't make any difference. 

As he's still learning, do 
you take time to help him? 

Not really. You can't help 
someone whom you're racing 
against. It's difficult. It 
wouldn't make sense to help 
someone who's trying to beat 
you. 

After two World Champi- 
onships, how difficult is it for 
you to motivate yourself? 

It's difficult. I’m definitely 
feeling myself change. I think 
Im a lot more easy and 
relaxed than I was in '95. I 
don't like that, but it's just the 
way things happen as you get 
older. Having won two world 
titles, not many people would 
admit it but obviously the 
drive has gone a little bit. It's 
got to, because you have won 
it and held on to it. So it's defi- 
nitely hard to get motivated. 















































































l'm not as motivat- 
ed as I was two years 
ago, that's for sure. I still 
want to win, but somehow I'm 

too relaxed and I don't like that. 
Hopefully, that will change. 

Is is true that you were contacted by 
Bob It team (the Yamaha team of Luca 
Cadalora and Troy Corser in 500cc GP 
racing) to replace Cadalora in case he 
left? 

It's true, but I don't really know if 
I’m interested. It would have to be an 
incredible deal with a very good bike to 
get me away from superbikes. 

You're not tempted by 500s? 

Not really. It seems that unless 
you're on a Honda, it's a waste of time. 
You have to have the right sort of pack- 
age to go and do it. It's not something 
that I'm really thinking of seriously at 
this stage of my career. 

Do you intend to retire quite soon, 
then? 

І think so. We'll see what happens 
next year but I'm pretty sure that if I 
don't stop this year, then next year will 
be my last. 









What do you make of Anthony Gob- , 


ert and Troy Corser's current problems 
in 500 GP racing? 

Gobert seems to be picking up the 
pace now. But Corser, well, he's just an 
embarrassment, to be honest. He 
shouldn't be going that badly. He's bet- 
ter than that, I know he is. Maybe he 
didn't do enough years in superbikes, 
but he should still be going better than 
that. I’ve jumped on a 500 before and 
finished fifth or sixth; he's not even 
doing that. Maybe it's harder now; I 
don't really know, being on the outside. 
But he's talented enough to be a regular 
top-10 finisher. There's obviously more 
going on there than I know. There must 
be something else. He's lost his confi- 
dence and once he gets it back, he'll be 
all right. €N 
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cal know-how to beat Ducati in 
World Superbike racing. And it 
may finally be working. Simply put, the 
factory 1997 RC45 is arguably the most 
advanced four-cylinder motorcycle in 
the world. 

One thousand cubic centimeters of 
thunderous V-twin power seems like a 
lot to go up against with only a piddling 
little 750 - especially when that V-twin is 
a Ducati, the most potent twin-cylinder 
motorcycle ever built. The Italians have 
taken the world - and the Japanese man- 
ufacturers - by storm with their line of 
eight-valve desmo engines. When the 
World Superbike Championship rule 
book was being drawn up, no one 
expected a V-twin - even one displacing 
1000cc - to be competitive against 
Japan's high-technology 750s. Ducati's 
engineers were grossly underestimated, 
but they've had the last laugh. For, 
despite the rules being constantly 
updated in an effort to reduce Ducati's 
advantage, the Bologna manufacturer 
has claimed seven manufacturer's and 
six rider's World Superbike titles in the 


' last seven seasons. 


Even though they've taken a severe 
beating, the Japanese have been far from 
idle in that time. Kawasaki and Honda, 
especially, have thrown considerable 
resources into the fray. In 1994, Honda 
unleashed the RC45, hailed as a worthy 
successor to the famed RC30, a machine 
which had set new standards in its day 
and given Honda the first two World 
Superbike titles in 1988 and 1989. But 
success was more elusive for the RC45. 
Until now. Over the years, HRC has 
constantly refined the bike and, at last, 
the 1997 model appears to have what it 
takes to beat the Ducatis. Team Castrol 
Honda's start to the season says it all. 
Between them, Honda factory riders 
John Kocinski and Aaron Slight have 
won four of the first six races this year.

Even if rain did help 
Kocinski's cause, such early- 
season dominance is 


it's been dry, Slight has 
shown the true potential of 
the Honda. He won at 
Philip Island, and was 
incredible in the first leg at 
Donington, catching the 
Ducatis of Carl Fogarty, 
Neil Hodgson and Pier- 
Francesco Chili after a bad 
start to claim his second win 
of the year. | 

Slight’s talent is evident, 
but it’s taken all of HRC’s 
might to get him up there. 
Honda has used its techno- 
logical expertise to whittle 
away at Ducati's advantage. 
Over the last four seasons, 
the RC45 has become a 
dauntingly complex motor- 
cycle that relies on comput- 
ers as much as it does on mechanical 
parts. Just one look at the bike is enough 
to convince anyone of its sophistication. 
It has more wires and electronic sensors 
than a Star Wars spaceship. 

"The Honda's always been the most 
advanced bike in the paddock," said 
Nick Goodison, now John Kocinski's 
chief mechanic after having worked 
with Carl Fogarty last year. "I think it's 
been setting the standard for a while, 
and it will continue to do so because 
Honda is always looking to improve 
what they've got." 

This year alone, the RC45 shows 
marked improvements. Honda has 
innovated with a new braking system 
"borrowed" from its road bikes, the Rac- 
ing CBS. HRC has also implemented a 
double injector on the bike to further 
increase the V-four's clout. 

“There’ve been no major changes 
from last year," explains Goodison. 
"Everything's just been upgraded. The 
only completely new system on the bike 
is the CBS braking." 
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The system shows how Honda 
always explores all possibilities, no mat- 
ter how insignificant they may seem. 
The aim of Racing CBS is to make the 
bike more stable on corner entry, when 
the rider is hard on the brakes, and 
therefore allow him to brake a little 
later. Anyone who saw Slight outbrak- 
ing first Chili, then Hodgson, and finally 
Fogarty at Donington’s chicane to win 
that first leg needs little convincing that 
the system is useful. Slight has always 
been hard on the brakes, and Racing 
CBS can only build on that strength. 

The system works by linking the 
front and rear brakes, but only when the 
front is applied. That way, a rider can 
still control his bike in the turn using the 
rear only. 

“It’s the same principle as the road- 
bike system, just a lot more high-spec,” 
reveals Goodison. “It’s very closely 
monitored. We can change three major 
things: the power, how long it’s on for, 
and at what pressure it operates. The 
system works off a pressure sensor on

the front brake, which activates the rear. 
It works just like a standard braking sys- 
tem, except that under Racing CBS, a 
servo motor drives the rear brake 
instead of a pedal.” 

There are several major steps to the 
Racing CBS’s function. When the front 
brake is applied, the front pressure sen- 
sor sets the system in motion. It sends 
an electrical impulse to a unit under- 
neath the seat which controls a servo 
motor that determines how much pres- 
sure is applied to the rear brake. 

Another unit (placed further back, 
above the rear wheel) determines the 
length of time for which the system will 
operate. All this controls a braking sys- 
tem separate from the standard one, 
which is operated by the rear brake 
pedal. The rear caliper has two sets of 
pistons: one for pedal operation, and the 
other for the Racing CBS. 

The RC45’s progress has not only 
been based on new technology: Work of 
a more traditional nature, like that car- 
ried out by suspension specialists 








Showa, has helped improve the Honda’s 
handling and traction. But technology 
allowed HRC to get more from the bike. 

“We look for increased power every 
year,” Goodison points out. “But to 
keep reliability as it is, there’s not an 
awful lot to be gained from working on 
the engine’s internal parts anymore. So 
we're looking in other areas. Obviously, 
injection is still new to bikes, and there's 
a lot of horsepower to be gained there." 

Hence the introduction of the twin 
injector. 

"It works like a power-valve sys- 
tem," explains Goodison. "It adds a sec- 
ondary jet that works throughout the 
rev range, monitored by the engine- 
management system. It’s placed after 
the air intake, while the primary jet 
stays in the same position." 

In itself, twin injection is nothing 
new. Ducati has even included such a 
system on a road bike: the 916 SPS, with 
which the Italian company has homolo- 
gated its 996cc engine for World Super- 
bike racing this year. But, as Goodison 
explains, Honda's system is more 
refined. 

"Ducati's system may work, but it's 
probably a long way off its optimum 
running. It works, so they've just left it, 
whereas the Japanese are constantly 
searching for improvements. I mean, 
you can put an injection system on a 
bike and run it, but to tune an injection 
system is a different thing altogether. I 
think Ducati just bolted everything on 
and it worked and they've left it. 
They've got about three or four different 
chips and that's about it. They change 
the whole range, where we can change 
absolutely any part of the rev range. We 
can change the power curve as a whole, 
but we can even change ignition timing 
for specific gears!" 

All this makes for a stronger, more 
usable engine. (See the Aaron Slight 
interview.) It also makes for a bike that 
is incredibly complex to work on and 
get the best out of - even for those who 
know it as well as the Castrol Honda 
mechanics. 

"The bike is becoming so much more 
advanced now; it is getting away from 
basic bike-racing as we might know it," 
claims Goodison. "You certainly 
couldn't give the bike to anybody who 
hadn't worked on last year's bike. You 
need last year's knowledge to compre- 
hend this year's changes. We're in con- 
stant touch with Japan, and we really do 
need that backup. To me, it would be 
impossible for somebody who didn't 
work on it last year and who hasn't got 
the Japanese backup to operate the bike 
properly. Everything that we've 
advanced with this year is to do with 
the injection or the electricals. So you 
need to understand the computer to 
appreciate the tiny differences that 
make all the difference. These can go 
unnoticed if you don't know what 
you're looking for, or if you can't cross 
over last year's information." 

So it's Honda's constant efforts at 
refining its machine that has enabled it 
reach the Ducati's level. There can be lit- 
tle doubt that Honda finally does have a 
potential Ducati-beater in the 1997 
RC45. 

“The bike may look the same on the 
outside, but there’s so many tiny differ- 
ences, it’s unbelievable,” concludes 
Goodison. “It’s like last year’s was a 
prototype and this year’s is the finished 
product. It’s that different, that finished 
off. Every little niggling thing that we 
had last year has been sorted out. It’s 
now a very, very good bike.”

NO ONE KNOWS THE RC45 LIKE AARON SLIGHT. THE Krwr's BEEN WITH HONDA SINCE THE BIKE'S FIRST SEASON OF ACTIVE 
DUTY. WHO BETTER THAN SLIGHT TO EXPLAIN HOW THE RC45 HAS REALLY PROGRESSED? 

The Honda has come a long way in the last four years. How easy is it to work with now? 

The bike seems to be pretty easy. John (Kocinski) has been able to jump on it and go fast aaa away because 
-we've done a lot of work to it, and its basic settings are now pretty good. 
The bike is still tricky, but now we've also got good records from past sea- 
sons so that we don't go off in a wrong direction when we get to a track for 

a race. 

Do you think that the Honda is now level with the Ducati? 

Yes, but I still think the rule that allows a 1000cc V-twin to compete against 
us stinks. But our bike is getting better, and now we're taking advantage of 
the fact that, this year, Ducati has not been able to increase the engine size 
liké they did every year before. The Japanese work on their bikes and 
improve them slightly every year. But Ducati doesn't do that; they just rely 
on boring it out, and now they can't do that anymore. Their bike still has a 
huge potential. I mean, ever since I've been racing, even back at Kawasaki, 
we've been working with a 750. But they have never worked with one size 
capacity. This is the first time. So they've still got 10 year's development on 
the 995. But I don't see that they will develop it, not like the Japanese. 

Is this year's Honda a lot better than last year's? 

It's getting more ridable. We have a new engine package this year MEER 
when I got on the bike at Phillip Island, it didn't feel all that different. It 
wasn't throwing me back. But it's definitely got more torque, which makes 

it smoother. It's got more midrange, so you don't get that rush. It's just a 
smooth bike, and it's getting better all the time. 

If the Honda is level with the Ducati now, does that make it better than 
the other Japanese fours? 

I think this year we're probably a lot more even than before. You can't 
blame Ducati for taking a backward step. The riders they've got have 
made it easier for us, too. (Neil) Hodgson's a good rider, but he's still 
learning. (Carl) Fogarty can only remember his winning bike from a year 
ago, so he's got all the excuses in the book and he's not willing to get on 
with it like Troy (Corser) was last year. (Pier-Francesco) Chili will win, but 
will also crash. So I think we've got the best package in that respect, as 
well. у 
Is there more information flow between the two Honda teammates now 
than there was last year? 

Last year, we used to have team meetings every Sunday with the two rid- 
ers where we'd talk about how to improve the bike. That's one of my only 
gripes with John (Kocinski). He’s come in and said he would not do that. I 
see that as a bad move; it doesn’t help development. It’s good to get a different aspect on things. When we get 
together, we can work things out easier, because someone will always have a suggestion. 

How would you like to see the bike improve now? 

I would still like more front grip. Our front grip has improved a great deal over the years. Now, I can pull up to a 
corner and let the brake off and just let it roll through at what feels like two or three more kilometers an hour 
(one to two mph). Before, I kept the brake on and slowed it up and only let it off when I had some grip. So it was 
more of a stop-and-go thing. That’s the real way the bike has evolved since 1994, The other thing I would like to 
work On is rear traction, because at the end of a race, we don’t have any tire left. The Ducati is easier on rear tires. 
Does the traction problem come from too much power? 

I don't think so, because the power delivery is very smooth now, which, if anything, is better for the tire. The 
power used to be all at the top, and now we've got a lot of midrange. 

So is this the bike to finally give you that number-one plate? 

I think so. The bike has been steadily getting better all the time. But its also the circumstances that are in my 
favor this year. No one's got a big advantage anymore. 
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awasaki will again offer a full line of motocross and off-road 
motorcycles for 1998, and the most changed are the KX80 and 
KX100 models. 

The KX80 and KX100 (which debuted in '95 as a 100cc 
machine) received a complete going - through for '98. For starters, the 
KX80 (unless stated otherwise, all changes regarding the KX80 apply 
to the KX100, as well) gets an all-new cylinder for '98, including 
Kawasaki's KIPS power-valve system, which combine to increase 
overall horsepower and torque, Kawasaki claims. 

The clutch has been finely tuned for better feel and durability. The 
clutch hub now rides on needle bearings, and the clutch plates are 
9mm larger in diameter; also, the clutch-release lever ratio is changed 
for lighter clutch-lever action. And to top things off, the clutch lever 
and perch is borrowed from the KX125 and 250. 

Maintaining the clutch is a little easier now that there is a separate 
clutch cover for quick servicing. No longer do you have to remove the 
water pump to replace the plates. 

Even servicing the air cleaner has been made easier since the ignit- 
er has be relocated, leaving more room for your hands. Furthermore, 
the air-cleaner-element retaining bolt is lengthened, and the element 
base plate is changed for "easier and more secure installation," 
Kawasaki claims. 

Chassiswise - no big changes. The footpegs, however, are wider by 
6mm and made of stronger cast steel, and use a larger 10mm pivot

instead of 8mm. In addition, the footpeg 
brackets have been beefed up, and, in a 
weight-saving move, the sidestand and 
mounting tab have been removed. 

The KX got a 36mm inverted fork 
with aluminum upper fork tubes with 
18-way compression damping. The 
KX100 also received the aluminum 
upper fork tubes for "98. 

Out back, the shock has revised 
damping settings, and the swing arm 
uses larger cross-section beams for more 
rigidity and now incorporates cast-alu- 
minum drive-chain-adjuster sections, like 
those found on the bigger KX models. 

In the braking department, new disc- 
pad materials are used, and the forged- 
aluminum rear brake pedal is new and 
reportedly stronger, and there are new 
seals at the pivot area. 

Both front and rear wheels have been 
made stronger with the use of bigger 
spokes, and to increase durability, two 
wheel bearings are used on the drive 
side of the rear hub, and there are new 
seals in the hubs, both front and back. 
The rear axle also features a larger 
diameter. | 

Other details include the kickstart 
lever that is attached by a single bolt 
threaded into the kickstart shaft instead 
of a pinch bolt in the spline area; the 
front number plate is now fastened with 
one bolt instead of three; the fuel pet- 
cock is the same as those used on the 
KX125 and 250; and the new green-col- 
ored seat cover features tough Kevlar 
reinforcement in the front area. 

Still, the only differences between the 
KX80 and the KX100 are the frames and 
suspension components (larger and 
longer on the KX100), cylinder bore 
(48.0mm for the 80 and 52.5mm for the 
100), and the wheels, which, of course, 
are slightly larger in diameter on the 100 
(17/14 inches vs. 19/16 inches). The 
KX100 has a claimed dry weight of 150 
pounds and the KX80 143 pounds, and 
the KX100 has a 1.2-inch taller seat 
height than the 80, at 34.2 inches. 

The KX125 and 250 took on a few 
changes of their own. 

Starting with the KX125: Its cylinder 
now features two exhaust ports instead 
of four, for "better low-end and 
midrange power," Kawasaki claims. 
Other engine changes include a 2mm- 
shorter connecting rod, and a lighter 
piston that features an intake “window” 
for “more top-end power.” 

The power-valve system is all new 
on the 125. It uses a split guillotine valve 





that regulates the two large exhaust 
ports - no longer does it use the rotating 
drum valve. 

Other engine changes to the 125 
include a smaller intake area for quicker 
throttle response, and the Keihin carbu- 
retor features a larger 36mm (from 
35mm) bore. | 

Both the KX125 and KX250 incorpo- 
rate a power-jet carburetion system, 
which uses an electronic solenoid to 
close a fuel passageway at high rpm to 
extend the power peak, allowing more 
top-end and overrev. 

Kawasaki changed the 125’s final 
gearing from 13/50 to 12/48. 

Suspensionwise, the shock is slightly 
shorter and features a new triple-rate 
spring with new damping rates. 

Up front, the upper fork tubes are 
smaller in diameter at the lower clamp- 
ing area to reduce rigidity, and the forks 
themselves are held 5mm higher in the 
triple clamp to - along with the shorter 
shock - lower the bike’s overall center of 
gravity. The forks also feature a new oil- 
cushioned, hydraulic bottoming system 
in the last 40mm of stroke. 

Other details include a new braided 
front-brake hose, a new seat cover, a 
front disc-brake cover, a different han- 
dlebar bend, and new graphics, just like 
the race-team bikes. 

The 250 features pretty much the 
same basic changes as the 125, but it 
does take on some significant changes of 
its own. A new cylinder features a new 
main and new sub-exhaust ports to 
enhance low-end and midrange torque. 
Kawasaki also modified the power 
valve by widening the center KIPS 
valve, while going to smaller rotating 
drum valves to work in conjunction 
with new smaller sub-exhaust ports. 
Other changes were made to the top end 
to improve lubrication. 

The new Keihin Power Jet PWK38 
carburetor feeds into the cylinder 
through reed valves that are longer and 
have 1mm more lift, and are made of a 
new material. 

The KX500 is back for another year, 
but features only cosmetic changes, 
including a green-colored seat cover 
(which does not feature the Kevlar rein- 
forcement). 

On the opposite end of the spectrum 
is the KX60, which is also unchanged, 
except for graphics. 

Kawasaki will again offer both KDX 
off-road models: the 200 and 220R. They 





too are unchanged for '98, just like the 
four-stroke KLX300R. 

In the dual sport department, 
Kawasaki will again offer the entry-level 
KE100, and the KLR250 and 650 four- 
stoke models. 

The prices of the 1998 Kawasaki 
motocrossers and off-roaders are as fol- 
lows: $2,219 for the KX60; $2,999 for the 
KX80; $3,299 fo the KX100; $4,799 for the 
KX125; $5,649 for the KX250; $4,999 for 
the KX500; $4,299 for the KDX200; 
$4,599 for the KDX220; and $4,600 for 
the KLX300. CN

ver since its debut five years ago 
in the dark days of the Zanini 
era, the Laverda 650 has been a 
motorcycle in search of an engine - a 
long-awaited modern design to compli- 
ment the universally acclaimed han- 
dling of its Nico Bakker-derived alu- 
minium twin-spar chassis. 

Now, at last, in the form of the 90 
percent-new, fuel-injected, liquid-cooled 
750cc power unit unveiled at last year's 
Cologne Show, Laverda has that much- 
needed new motor. This is all the more 
amazing when considering the fact that 
this new powerplant is entering produc- 
tion just one year after work first began 
on it (and a mere eight months since it 
first ran in prototype form on the Zane 
factory dyno). 

The 750cc motore-acqua is the first all- 
new engine design to come on line after 
the takeover of the company by wealthy 
industrialist Francesco Tognon barely 
three years ago, and forms the basis of a 
new family of bikes that recall the suc- 
cessful twin-cylinder models from 
Laverda's glorious past. 

Back in the early '70s, Laverda's 
range of 750 twins were the most desir- 
able and most performance-orientated 
European motorcycles money could 
buy, selling in significant numbers all 
over the world and establishing the fam- 
ily-owned company's reputation by suc- 
cess on the race track that generated 
sales in the showroom. Now, the next 
stage in Tognon's game plan to restore 
Laverda to its former pedestal has been 
taken with the debut of the liquid- 















































cooled 750cc engine, which is intended 
to power a range of new bikes recalling 
Laverda’s famous models of yesteryear. 
First up is the 750S base model, deliv- 
ering 80 bhp at the rear wheel at 8800 
rpm, and just now entering production 
in two-seater form; it will retail for a 
keen 7499 pounds (about $12,375) in 
Laverda’s top export market, Great 
Britain, against 6995 pounds ($11,540) 
for a Honda CBR600 and a whopping 
10,800 ($17,820) for the Ducati 748 
Biposto, which Laverda engineers say 
provides the performance benchmark at 
which its own 750cc otto valvole is target- 
ed. 
Next will come the costlier 750SF - 
due to be launched at the Milan Show in 
September - with 92 bhp at the wheel at 
9200 rpm, and available in both single- 
and dual-seat guise. Finally, the compa- 
ny's single-seat 750SFC supersport con- 
tender will be produced, probably mak- 
ing its debut at the Munich Show in 
September '98. This model will almost 
certainly be painted orange - like the 
classic bike of the same designation - 
and homologated for World Supersport 
racing in 1999. Laverda is making no 
predictions about its performance, but 
expect a minimum of 100 bhp at the 
wheel in street form and over 112 bhp in 
race guise. 
The first of these models, the 7506, is 
the bike that Tognon will be using to 
relaunch the Laverda marque in key 
markets like the United States and Japan 
(deliveries began in June.in both coun- 
tries), with Laverda starting up its own 
100-dealer U.S. operation based in Day- 
tona Beach, Florida, under direct factory 
control. 
This will augment the existing 14- 
nation Laverda export network, with 


Britain, Germany, Australia and - per-. 


haps surprisingly - Malaysia being the 
company's key existing markets at 
which the new 7505 will be targeted, 
with production rising from the present 
22 bikes being built each day by the fac- 
tory's 100-man work force up to a 
planned 30 per day by the start of the 
new-model year in September. 

By fast-forwarding the 750 and wait- 
ing until it was production-ready before 
expanding into crucial markets like the 
United States and Japan, Laverda has 
implicitly admitted that the old air- 
cooled eight-valve parallel-twin motor - 
which has acted as the company's life- 
line over the past half-decade - is now 
frankly past its sell-by date, at least in 
terms of performance. 

It's not surprising, really, considering 
it started life in 500cc form back in 1977 
and was progressively upsized in capac- 
ity through 600cc and 650cc variants to 
the present 668cc of the Ghost and other 
base models in the revived Laverda 
range. But as capacity increased and 
output climbed, inevitable overheating 
problems led to a drop in power, thanks 
to cylinder-head distortion and a loss of 
compression. This was only partially 
cured by supplementary oil-cooling, 
particularly in the area around the 
exhaust valves. Also, the need to go for 
horsepower figures up high to keep 
pace with the marketplace competition 
resulted in a lack of torque below 5000 
rpm that made riding the 668 or any 
other Laverda fitted with the air/oil- 
cooled motor more like being aboard a 
peaky two-stroke than a four-stroke 
twin. 

Time for a change. A half mile down 
the road from the Zane factory on the 
first customer 7505 off the production 
line tells you a page has been turned: 
This is a motorcycle dramatically 
improved over its predecessors, which 
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(Above) There's never been any question 
that the twin-spar aluminum, Nico Bakker- 
derived chassis was competent.

for the first time bears comparison on a 
level playing field with its mid- 
dleweight opposition. 

For a start, it's less clattery than the 
old air-cooled motor, which always let 
you know (even through a full-face hel- 
met) that there were bits inside whirring 
up and down and round and round. 
Inevitably, being liquid-cooled, the 750 
is quieter, as well as less vintage and 
more sophisticated in feel. But it also 
doesn't feel as if it's straining at any 
revs, whereas the old 668 engine certain- 
ly let you know when it was working 
hard - which was most of the time. 

Getting mid-'90s performance from 
an engine designed in the mid-'70s 
meant you had to work the gearbox 
hard to keep it revving up high - and 
put up with the fact there was pretty 
brutal transmission snatch and no 
power to speak of below five grand. 

Not on the 750: This is a modern 
motor for modern times. For a start, the 
power delivery low down is much 
cleaner and crisper than before, in spite 
of the fact that the throttle bodies on the 
Weber / МатеПі fuel-injection system 
(which still uses a single injector per 
cylinder, but has an uprated CPU with 
faster and more precise engine manage- 
ment) have increased in diameter from 
40mm on the old 668 motor to 43mm on 
the new one. This means that, stuck in a 
line of traffic at 40-50 mph, the Laverda 
engine runs cleanly at low rpm on a 
constant throttle opening, instead of 
hunting in and out of the powerband 
anywhere below five grand. You don't 
have to keep clutching it or changing 
down to grab more revs to prevent the 
engine from hiccuping or snatching the 
transmission like on the first Ghost 
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roadsters; now, it'll pull cleanly away in 
top gear from as low as 3000 rpm, and 
will run happily as low as 2500 rpm 
without fuss - though if you want brisk 
acceleration to zap a truck or deal with 
traffic, you still need to hook down a 
couple of gears and get the engine 
revving on a wide-open throttle. 

Obviously, there isn't the low-down 
torque you get with a bigger one-liter 
twin. However, when you do go for the 
revs, you'll notice that on the 750 there 
isn't the step in the power delivery 
around 5000 rpm that there was before. 
What you get now is just a completely 
linear, smooth power build-up all the 
way through the rev range, right up to 
the 9400-rpm rev-limiter - which you're 
invited to hit, because the top-end poke 
on the 7505 is so addictive. 

Even though this 80-horsepower 
747cc motor, measuring 83 x 69mm, has 
a 4.5mm bigger bore but the same stroke 
as the old 66-bhp air-cooled motor, it's a 
mark of how much better engineered it 


is that it revs even higher - and that - 


there's a real payoff for doing so. The 
power increases progressively right up 
to the 8800-rpm peak, and holds it 
beyond that, delivering a reward for 
using the gearbox to keep the parallel- 
twin engine revving high, if it's 
sparkling performance you're after 
rather than loaf-along traffic manners. 
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Gear ratios are all new, with a differ- 
ent selector mechanism, more evenly 
spaced than on the old engine, reflecting 
the improved torque, less-peaky nature 
and cleaner power delivery of the 750cc 
motor, but the gearchange on each of 
the two bikes I tested was stiff and balky 
in the bottom three gears, though 
acceptable in higher ratios. This was a 
surprise, given that, apart from a stiff 
clutch, the Laverda six-speed cluster 
previously swapped ratios easily, 
though neutral was always pretty hard 
to find, whereas now it's just impossible 
at rest and hit-and-miss on the move. 

It turns out, Laverda says, that all 
this is a payback for the lighter clutch 
action and smoother, more progressive 
take-up on the 750, obtained through a 
compromised operation that doesn't 
supply sufficient leverage to the 
hydraulic system to pump enough oil to 
work the clutch properly. The company 
is aware of this - it couldn't not be - but 
the problem is that Brembo can't deliver 
the right package until autumn. But 
rather than hold up production, bikes 
will be retrofitted with the correct 
clutch-lever mechanism when it comes 
on line in October. 

Meanwhile, 750S owners must try to 
not let this irritating glitch spoil their 
enjoyment of an otherwise radically 
improved motorcycle. Because when 
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you get hard on the gas and rev the 
Laverda up high, this is a potent recipe 
for fun biking the Italian way - 
enhanced acceleration compared to pre- 
vious Laverdas, a pretty punchy 
midrange from 4000 revs upward, and a 
fast-forward view of the world around 
you above 6500 rpm, all accompanied 
by what is nowadays one of the most 
distinctive engine notes in the business 
now that 90-degree V-twins are com- 
monplace and even Yamaha’s TRX 850 
tries to pretend she’s a Vdue, not a 
slant-twin, with her 270-degree crank 
throw. 

The 180-degree format (one piston 
up, one down) of Laverda’s parallel- 
twin motor gives a harsh drone that 
rasps invigoratingly beneath you as you 
twist the wrist, the crisp response of the 
EFI butterfly throttle and all-new engine 
mapping delivering great midrange 
pickup. 

You don’t have to use the gearbox as 
hard as on a 748 Ducati to get perfor- 
mance, though there’s a little more 
vibration on the 750S than on the Ducati 
or on previous Laverda twins, in spite of 
the single gear-driven counterbalancer. 
This isn't really intrusive, just notice- 
able, and only comes at you through the 
footrests and not through the handle- 
bars, which have balance weights on 
their ends that dial the vibes out com- 
pletely. 

Strangely, the footpeg tingles only 
occur under load, and so aren't a func- 
tion of revs, more of throttle opening. 
Accelerate hard at 4000 rpm and you 
feel the vibes - but back off the gas at 
seven grand-plus in fifth gear and they 
disappear. Maybe a function of the 
revised balance factor for the plain-bear- 
ing crank in 750cc guise? 

With a top speed of 148 mph reached 
in Italian government homologation 
tests, the 750S certainly delivers the 
goods performancewise, as well as ful- 
filling Tognon's brief to look forward 
yet keep an eye on the past. 

Laverda technical boss Nicola Mater- 
azzi, the former Ferrari, Lamborghini 
and Cagiva GP race engineer heading up 
the R&D team responsible for the new 
engine, explains: "Our objective was to 
replace the 668 air-cooled design, which 
had reached the end of its development 
life, with a new engine derived from it, 
which met the demands of the market in 
the 21st century but could be put into 
production relatively quickly," Mater- 
azzi says. "It had to be a 750, and a par- 
allel-twin, to build on Laverda's histori- 





cal links with such models - just as a 
Ducati must be a 90-degree V-twin, so a 
Laverda must be a parallel-twin. So the 
idea was to create something quite new 
based on the concept of the old - but 
with absolutely modern performance. 
That's why we've retained only about 10 
percent of the old 668 engine - mainly 
the side covers, the basic crankcase 
design and some parts of the crankshaft. 
But the rest of the engine is all new, 
including the cylinder head, camshafts, 
valves, cylinders, conrods, gearbox 
ratios, etc., etc. It's really a new engine, 
and with an absolutely innovative cool- 
ing system derived from Formula 1 car 
principles, which we have, however, 
patented for motorcycle application." 

This system sees the coolant leaving 
the radiator and entering the engine at 
the cylinders before exiting at the cylin- 
der head, rather than the other way 
around, which is more usual. This, says 
Materazzi, delivers improved thermo- 
dynamics and more constant cooling: 
Read his patent application if you want 
to know how or why! 

Not only is the new liquid- -cooled 
engine much smaller than the air-cooled 
one everywhere except in crankcase 
width, it's also far lighter, scaling 128 
pounds against the old motor's 154. 

That in itself would be sure to have 
an effect on performance - especially 
acceleration and braking - even without 
the increase in capacity and power out- 
put. But it’s where the weight has been 
saved that has the most noticeable spin- 
off benefit: handling. The 7505 chassis is 
the same twin-spar alloy frame as is 
used on the 650/668, but, though this 
always set the class standard for mid- 
dleweight sportbikes, it's even more 
nimble than before in 750 form, but with 
added stability. This unlikely reconcilia- 
tion of two opposites is achieved by (a) 
the lighter 429-pound all-up weight, 
with the 5-gallon fuel tank fuelled right 
up (still with the same quirky location 
for the filler - under the passenger seat), 
and (b) the substantially lower center of 
gravity compared to the old engine. 

This comes about because of the 
huge weight savings delivered by the

liquid-cooled engine's much smaller 
cylinder head, which, with a flatter 29.5- 
degree total included valve angle for the 
30mm inlet/27mm exhaust valves (both 
1mm bigger than previously) and sub- 
stantially revised combustion chamber, 
weighs a scant 11 pounds for the bare 
casting, compared to a hefty 28.6 
pounds for the old, heavily finned 668 
head. 

Combined with a further weight 
reduction on the Nikasil-lined cylinders 
- though the 750cc cylinder block is 
slightly finned, 80 percent for cosmetic 
effect and 20 percent for extra cooling, 
says Materazzi - it's still much lighter 
than the finned cylinders of the air- 
cooled motor. 

This massive reduction lowers the 
750 engine's center of gravity, even after 
adding the relatively small water radia- 
tor that has to be fitted. The effect of this 
on the handling is dramatic. Whereas 
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the old 650/668 was a little, er, lively 
around fast turns with a bumpy road 
surface, the 750 shrugs off this kind of 
challenge to its equilibrium as if it didn’t 
exist; even though steering geometry is 
exactly the same as before (with a 26- 
degree head angle, 54.1-inch wheelbase 


.and 103mm of trail), it’s noticeably more 


stable around fast, sweeping turns. 

Likewise, flipping the 750S from side 
to side along a twisty mountain road or 
through winding country lanes is 
noticeably easier than before, because 
the low-down weight speeds up the 
steering. You don’t have to race a Ducati 
Supermono to appreciate the benefits of 
this. Just ask your friendly local Laverda 
dealer to let you try a 668 and а 7505 
back to back, then tell me you aren’t 
convinced. You will be. 

Really, though, it’s not just the archi- 
tecture but also the performance of the 
750cc engine that delivers an extra

dimension to a bike that was already 
one of the best-handling packages you 
could buy for the street from any manu- 
facturer - it just needed the engine it 
deserved, and now it's got it. 

The Paioli suspension package 
enhances the bike’s appeal: Whether 
due to Laverda’s link with Kayaba or 
thanks to the company’s own efforts, the 
Italian shock manufacturer has made 
big strides in quality and suspension 
response in the past year. After being 
impressed with the Paioli package on 
the new Bimota 500 Vdue, here again, 
on a more budget-priced bike, I reckon 
they’ve come up with the goods - even if 
the 40mm upside-down forks and ris- 
ing-rate rear end are only adjustable for 
preload and compression on the Laver- 
da, not for rebound damping. 

But after my day on the 750S, I think 
they’ve got the balance just about right. 
Really, the only slight niggle I had on 
the bolt-on bits was that, on a bike like 
this, I reckon the front brake lever 
should be adjustable. Laverda agrees, 
and Brembo now has the hurry-up to 
deliver that for September production, 
too. 

I also reckon it would have been a 
smart move to go for rather more radi- 
cal, more distinctive styling on the 750S 
- something that sets the bike apart from 
others in the Laverda catalogue and 
makes a statement about the company’s 
new direction. Compare and contrast 
Ducati models before and after the 
916/Supermono, or Triumph models 
before and after the T595 Daytona/Tro- 
phy 1200. 

The 750S looks too much like all the 
other Laverdas with a fairing built in the 
past couple of years. Even with the 
butch air intakes beneath the nose of the 
fairing, I think it looks a bit too 
restrained, anonymous even, in a mar- 
ketplace that's getting crowded out with 
twin-cylinder sportbikes with ever- 
more-distinctive styling. 

But one thing that is noticeable is the 
quality of manufacture of the whole 
bike. It's well-put-together, and the 
depth of the metallic black paint (the 
only color you can buy the 7505 in for 
the time being) is really excellent. 

Francesco Tognon wasn't satisfied 
with the quality of finish he was getting 
from outside sources, so he did a John 
Bloor and bought his own fully comput- 
erized, automated paint shop. This is a 
man who - like his British Triumph 
counterpart - has invested tens of mil- 
lions of dollars into picking one of Euro- 
pean motorcycling's most historic 
names up off the floor and turning it 
into a profitable operation by way of a 
fanatical emphasis on product quality, 
coupled with a modular design strategy 
that is now set to start paying off. 

The 7505 is a significant bike, the first 
piece in the Laverda jigsaw for the next 
millennium: By the year 2000, it'll have 
been followed not only by the 
790SF/SFC twin-cylinder variants, but 
also by the three-cylinder family of 
bikes headed by the Jota 900 superbike, 
on which work is now well underway. 
The first dyno run for the complete fuel- 
injected triple is slated for September of 
this year. 

Based on the evidence of my ride on 
the 750S, there's no other conclusion to 
be drawn: Laverda has turned a corner 
with this new engine, and Tognon's 
company is now a serious player on the 
world stage. You might say that Laver- 
da is now in exactly the same position 
that Triumph was in five years ago: 
Look at them today, and draw your own 


conclusions as to where Laverda is 
headed! CN

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magine, for a moment, you are 

Kawasaki. Imagine your once-domi- 

nant ZX7, with a couple of Daytona 

wins and a World Championship to 
its credit, is becoming a little bit long in 
tooth. You need something new, some- 
thing to try to recapture the racing suc- 
cesses and all the prestige that comes 
with them. 

You need a new motorcycle. So you 
make one, changing just about every- 
thing on the machine in the process: a 
new, stiffer frame; a redesigned engine 
that follows the latest short-stroke, high- 
rpm trend; add a second ram-air snorkel 
to the wind-tunnel-tested fairing to 
squeeze just a little bit more air into the 
airbox so you can wring out just a little 
bit more power out of your new motor; 
take your good gearbox, change a few 
things to make it shift even better. Since 
you'll probably be going that much 


faster with all of these other changes, 
put six-piston brakes at the front and a 
fat 190/50ZR17 radial at the rear. Make 
just about everything adjustable: 
swingarm pivot, ride height, and, of 
course, every which way the suspension 
moves. 

Then watch in horror when Suzuki 
releases its new GSXR750. 

Hey, at least you've got Doug Chan- 
dler. What about the 750cc Supersport 
class? Well, let's just say they couldn't 
bear the weight of the competition any- 
more. ! 

Yeah, one day everything's cool, the 
next it's total mayhem and chaos. But if 
losing in the 750cc Supersport class is the 
price of having a good roadable sport- 
bike, that's just fine with us. Because 
while the ZX7R was certainly designed 
with racing in mind, Kawasaki has still 
managed to keep the machine a reason- 
ably civil street bike, its greatest credit 
being its ultrashort-stroke engine that, 
while it does rev up there with the best of 































them, still makes solid - as well as usable 
and fun - midrange power, and does so 
very smoothly. 

Is it the midrange you might find, say, 
on one of the new Japanese sporting 
twins? Of course not. But with all the 
noise about the fun, easy-to-ride, afford- 
able V-twins just flooding the market 
(well, at least in our journalistic minds), 
it’s easy to forget about those pesky, 
hard-to-ride in-line fours droning around 
in the world. 

And no, the ZX7 isn’t as easy to ride 
as a VTR1000, but it's not exactly an H1 
triple either. In fact, part of the fun in 
going back to a four is the challenge of it. 
The power is broad enough on the ZX7 
that you don't have to have exactly the 
right gear to have a good time through or 
on the exit from a certain bend, but natu- 
rally it's not quite so lazy an affair as a 
liter-class V-twin. Duh. 

What this is is a bike that demands 
your attention when you ride it aggres- 
sively. Good form and concentration are 
rewarded. For instance, if you've found 
yourself entering a corner a bit too fast 
and want to do some last-second trail 
braking before the apex, you'll have to 
fight the bike with some vigor to keep it 
from standing up. Overall, though, rid- 
ing the ZX7 aggressively doesn't take too 
much effort and once you've selected 
your line it stays put, with neutral pres- 
sure on the bars. 

Feedback from the front wheel is very 
good, and even if you aren't accustomed 
to riding a bike with such aggressive 
steering geometry (25? rake/99mm trail), 
you quickly find the confidence you need 
to start exploring the limits of the ZX7's 
ground clearance, of which there is plen- 
ty for street use. 

The drill is simple. Drop a gear or 
two entering the corner, wait, wait, wait 
for a nice late apex, flick 'er in deep and 
roll on the gas, letting the fat midrange 
urge you smoothly out of the corner. Just 
don't expect your eyeballs to get 
smashed into the back of your head, 
even if you rev it all the way to its 
12,500-rpm redline, because the tradeoff 
for the fairly meaty midrange on the ZX7 
is the lack of that wicked top-end rush 
that makes bikes like the GSXR750 so 
fun (and sometimes a little frustrating) 
to ride. However, anybody who's used 
his GSXR for the daily grind knows how 
nice a little midrange might be. If you're 
going to ride on the street (as most of 
you I imagine would be), the ZX7's 
power is just the ticket - definitely street 
bike, not race bike. 

The brakes are just the opposite, 
though - race bike rather than street bike. 
When you walk up to the ZX7 you'll 
notice the very cool-looking Tokico six- 
piston calipers at the front and your 
mind will say, "Oooh, cool-looking." 
That they are, and in the 750cc repli-racer 
class those are pretty much standard fare 
- basically a major part of the price of 
admission for any manufacturer who 
wants its bike to be taken seriously in 
this class. And they certainly have good 
power, but it's sort of a dumb power that 
works much better from very high 
speeds than in "normal" everyday use. 
There's just not a whole lot of sensitivity 
at low speeds, and this is especially so if 
there's no heat in the discs and pads. 
Clamp 'em on hard at 80, though, and 
you love them. 

As is so often the case these days, par- 
ticularly at this pricier end of the market, 
the stock suspension is very good at 
what it is supposed to do. And what it's 
supposed to do here is keep the chassis 
and wheels under very precise control. It 
does this, with about an average trade-off 
with regard to comfort for a repli-racer 


type of bike. So it is stiff, but the inverted 
43mm KYB fork and reservoir rear shock 
aren't kidney-killers. 

Since we were living with the bike on 
a day-to-day basis, logging commuting 
miles as much as sporting ones, we went 
in search of a more compliant ride by 
softening the suspension settings. At the 
front, the owner's manual calls for six 
clicks out on the compression damping, 
and seven out for rebound. For street 
use, we've generally found rebound 
doesn't need much changing unless you 
severely crank up preload or actually 
alter the spring rate with a stiffer spring. 
We changed the rebound damping both 
ways for the sake of novelty, but the 
stock setting was best. As for compres- 
sion damping, we hoped to be able to get 
the bike to remain stable and resistant to 
dive when applying the brakes suddenly, 
while making the fork more compliant 
on larger, sharp bumps. It proved too 
much to ask. The front suspension did 
yield more on sharp bumps, but the 
trade-off was increased harshness felt 
through the handlebars, resulting in a 
bike that was less stable-feeling and less 
comfortable. 

At the rear, there was no penalty in 
harshness when we backed out on com- 
pression damping, but overall the bike 
pitched back and forth more, even in reg- 
ular street riding - too much to be accept- 
able, making it less comfortable than 
before, and so opposed to what we had 
originally hoped to achieve by softening 
the compression-damping rates. Stock 
works: It really is a sportbike. 

What you end up with after all this 
needless fiddling around is a bike that 
handles really well as delivered. At just 
under 450 pounds dry, the 7R is a heavy 
bike for its class (at least since the new 
GSXR was introduced), and you feel that

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ing. So are the 
ergonomics. The broad, 
flat seat was good to sit 
on and the footpegs 
were high but not in a 


painfully noticeable На. у. 


way. The reach to the 
bars was about average 
for a bike with this 
focus, and the most 
serious negative is the 
weight placed on your wrists - it gets 
bothersome before you burn a tank of 
fuel (4.8 gallons at around 36 mpg = 170 
miles max theoretical range or, in prac- 
tice, about 150 or so with reserve). Still, 
the only supersport-type of bike in the 
class that has a more comfortable seating 
arrangement is Yamaha’s YZF750. The 
7R is equipped with an easy-to-find- 
when-you-aren’t-looking fuel petcock, so 
making the switch from main fuel to 
reserve while under way can be executed 
quickly and safely. The distinctive fair- 
ing, with its geisha-like eyes and wasp 
body, protects the pilot pretty well and 
doesn’t send turbulent air around your 
head, and there’s enough room for a 6- 
footer to tuck nicely behind the fairing. 
The close-ratio six-speed didn’t give 
us any difficulties over the life of our test, 
though it isn’t the class of the gearbox 
field. It takes just a hair extra effort to 
move the lever through its short stroke 
and you definitely get the impression

that you are selecting the next gear. After 
a slight and only occasional crunch 
between first and second, banging 
around the rest of the gears reveals noth- 
ing untoward and you can go clutchless 
on the upshifts if you are so inclined. 
After spending a couple of months on 
our lime-green/ violet test bike, what we 
were most impressed with was how 
Kawasaki had taken what is ostensibly a 
race bike and made it work as well as it 
does on the road. It falls somewhere 
between the GSXR750 and the YZF750 in 
terms of all-out performance vs. (compar- 
atively) butt-cuddling comfort, and ends 
up being the best compromise available 
between those two elements in its class. 
At $9399, it is, however, the most expen- 
sive of the three by a couple hundred dol- 
lars, so it's something you'll pay for going 
in. What you get in return is a well-engi- 
neered repli-racer that you can live with - 
one that doesn't exact too high a physical 
price for its racing pedigree. CN

LA BRESSE, FRANCE, JUNE 22 - 

» оце Lampkin was in absolutely 
| awesome form in the sixth round 
x Bt the World Trials Champi- 
^ onship, staged in the mountains 
at la Bresse in the northeast of France. 
In yet another two-leg win - his third of 
the series - Lampkin destroyed the 
opposition, giving him a handsome 30- 
point lead over Marc Colomer. 
Although the Montesa-mounted 
Spaniard is riding well and finished sec- 
ond on both days, he currently has no 
answer to his British rival. 

In a very well-organized trial, Lamp- 
kin stunned everyone on his opening 
lap; he lost just three marks. The effort 
was summed up best by his father /min- 
der, Martin Lampkin. 

“It was unbelievable riding - I didn't 
believe it, and I was there," the proud 
father said. 

Heavy, incessant rain both before 
and during the event made for a very 
wet and muddy trial. In conditions like 
these, Lampkin likes to take the initia- 
tive and get on with the trial. As he said 
in Belgium, “It’s no use standing around 
and moaning; you just have to get out 
there and ride." . 

A major effort by the French kept 
the sections both trick and ridable, with 
the mud and rocks providing a perfect 
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mix to bring out the best in a rider's 
ability. 

The opening hazard, which featured 
a big step at the end, didn't trouble the 
aces too much, but the second section - 
with its muddy slots and rock slabs and 
steps - did. Lampkin and the rejuvenat- 
ed Tommi Ahvala reveled here with 
two-dab attempts, while Colomer took a 
maximum, as did eventual surprise 
third-place finisher Graham Jarvis and 
promising Spaniard David Cobos. 

Lampkin was supreme in the third 
section, which took in a muddy descent 
into a hole followed by a full-power 
burn-out onto a double step. His two 
clean rides there were a lot better than 
the rest. Colomer was next-best, and he 
needed a pair of fighting threes to keep 
the Montesa on the move. 

The fourth and fifth subs - most of the 
sections featured the mud-and-rock mix 
- proved no big problem for the top men, 
but the Sixth brought out some good rid- 
ing, with a technical jump required up a 
mega-double-step set in a natural quarry 
bowl. Lampkin got this one wrong as 
Colomer hit back with an excellent clean, 
a ride matched only by Jarvis. 

And Lampkin was again on a maxi- 
mum through the seventh section, 
which Colomer and Kenichi Kuroyama 
both cleaned. This steep hillside section 
saw a loose-rock climb lead onto a gran- 
ite slab which was running with water. 
Again, it was very technical, and the 


two-minute allowance was right on the 
limit. Section eight was very similar and 
again tight on time, but Colomer was on 
a roll with yet another clean as Lampkin 
resorted to leg power to keep on the 
move. 

The ninth section was a major specta- 
tor section, but proved a little too hard 
on the opening day, with climbs, drops 
and steps set on a very steep muddy 
banking. Steve Colley (who was to fin- 
ish the weekend as top Gas Gas rider for 
the third trial running, yet amazingly 
receives no factory minders at world 
rounds) posted the best score here over 
the two laps with a three and an excel- 
lent single-dab ride. 

Colomer was still the man as they 
approached the 12th section - loose 
rocks on the steep hillside - as he scored 
a positive double clean. Lampkin was 
getting over a rough middle part of his 
opening lap with a one-dab ride, and his 
teammate Kuroyama did the same. 

The final section - man-made out of 
rocks and tree trunks, and in the town of 
La Bresse itself - was quite spectacular 
to watch, but the stars managed to make 
it look easy. 

As the first lap came to an end, 
Colomer was looking good on 20, with 
Lampkin actually behind fellow Brit 
Jarvis on 28. But while Lampkin had 
been struggling a bit, he had learned a 
lot. What happened next left his rivals 
slack-jawed. He just went out on the sec- 
ond circuit and took the hazards apart. 
His loss of eight marks was tremendous. 
Even more amazing was the fact that 
many of the eight were on easyish haz- 
ards - he was just blitzing the difficult 
ones. 

Those eight marks took Lampkin's 
total to 36. Archrival Colomer dropped 
a total of 30, almost four times as many,

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to still finish second on 50. But behind 
Colomer, it couldn’t have been closer, 
with only a 10-mark difference down to 
eighth place. Jarvis sneaked into third, 
just ahead of Ahvala, as Colley just 
nosed ahead of Kuroyama and Cobos, 
with Fujinami completing this tightly 
knit group. 

For the second day, the French had 
put in some excellent overnight work 
maintaining their excellent sections, eas- 
ing a couple slightly to maintain a good 
balance for the two days. If anyone 
thought that Lampkin’s second lap on 
Saturday was a freak, he was in for a 
shock. In his favorite place at the back of 
the field, he went straight out and 
cleaned the first seven sections, dabbed 
the next two, cleaned the 10th, dabbed 
the 11th, and cruised the final three subs 
absolutely clean for a three-dab total. 
The next-best score for the lap was 20, 
taken by both Colley and Cobos. Colom- 
er opened with a 26. It was all over, bar 
the shouting. 

Lampkin’s final loop of 19 looked 
almost slack by comparison, but he had 
the Beta’s chain off in the third sub, and 
in the next he was unlucky when the 
back wheel kicked awkwardly off a 
step. His final total of 22 gave him a 
massive winning margin over Colomer, 
whose 51 total was just one mark more 
than his previous day's. In fact, it was 
just as tight for the following six places 
as Saturday's result - only the names 
changed. 

Colley moved up a gear to net his 
first podium place of the year, and 
Takahisa "Fuji-Gas" revved the Honda 
to fourth place. With Kuroyama playing 
out his now-expected yo-yo weekend, 
this time down from sixth to 12th, Fuji- 
nami moved up to third in the series 
ahead of his countryman. Only Jarvis 
had a bigger downer, as he plummeted 
from third Saturday to a disastrous 14th 
on Sunday. CN

Strike!

BIENNO, ITALY, JUNE 15 
he first leg of the Italian round of 
T. World Trials Championship 
came to a sensational end after just 
three of the 14 sections had been com- 
pleted. The leading competitors, includ- 
ing reigning series Champion Marc 


Colomer and 1997 series leader Doug 
Lampkin, refused to take further part in 
the trial, claiming that the sections were 
too long and too dangerous. 

All the riders returned to parc ferme, 
and with Gas Gas export manager 
Andreu Codina and FIM trials president 
Igancio Verneda acting on their behalf, 
said that they would refuse to ride until 
the Italian organizers altered many of 
the 14 sections. The riders said that they 
had complained on Friday that the sec- 
tions were not suitable but that the orga- 
nizing Monza MC had refused to listen. 

Heavy overnight rain made the situa- 
tion much worse. Lampkin had crashed 
very heavily, with both him and his Beta 
cartwheeling dangerously down a steep, 
rocky hillside on the second section, and 
only one rider managed to get through 
the third. As Steve Colley was about to 
enter the fourth, the riders called a halt 
and asked him not to continue. 

A series of meetings ensued before the 
situation escalated further when the rid- 
ers presented a statement, signed by the 
current top 15, demanding the return of 
the observing rules as used last year and 
the immediate scrapping of the current 
"stationary-dab" rule which was rushed 
through at the FIM Spring Congress and 
doesn't appear in the FIM handbook. 

They stated that unless this rule is 
repealed this week, they would boycott 
the French Championship round. 

The Italian organizers refused to alter 
anything on Saturday, so a restart was 
not possible. A handful of early starters 
did complete the opening lap, but the 
rules state that if less than 50 percent of 
the riders finish, then the trial is voided. 
Initially the riders were demanding that 
the observing rule be altered before the 
Sunday start, but eventually agreed to 
start the following day if the sections 
were altered. 

So, with eased sections, the second 
leg of the trial went ahead without a 
hitch on Sunday, and in very hot weath- 
er, an excellent event ensued. Series 
leader Lampkin dominated both laps of 
the trial that saw the majority of the 14 
sections set either in or on the banks of a 
wide, fast-flowing river. With Colomer 
finishing second, Lampkin extended his 
series lead to 24 points as the Champi- 
onship reached the halfway stage. 

The opening section took a precau- 
tionary prod off Lampkin where Colom- 
er cleaned, but this was canceled out at 
the second sub where the scores were 








reversed. The third section was the first 
real tester and was comprised of a series 
of rocky steps on the riverside. Lampkin 
never did boss this one and collected a 
pair of maximums, while Colomer 
scored a five and a second-lap dab. The 
problem was that loose sand made the 
rocks extremely slippery, and in fact 
only two clean rides were recorded all 
day. These came from Steve Colley, cur- 
rently on a roll and due to finish a fine 
fourth on the day, and former world 
number two Diego Bosis. 

The next big problem was the sixth 
hazard, and this stopped virtually the 
entire field on both laps. The problem 
was the exit, where a man-made 
cement-and-rock obstacle (which had to 
be attacked at an angle) proved all but 
impossible. Lampkin was the only rider 
to manage a pair of threes. In fact, the 
only other riders to salvage anything 
here were Lampkin and the two Japan- 
ese aces, Kenichi Kuroyama and 
Takahisa Fujinami, who both scored 
threes. Apart from these four rides, it 
was fives all the way. 

Section eight featured a mighty 
jump-step that took Colomer for another 
five, but it was mastered by an aggres- 
sive Lampkin on both laps - and he was 
joined by Finn Tommi Ahvala, who kept 
up his new-found form to finish the day 
in fifth. 

Lampkin and Fujinami were the aces 
again on the ninth section, which also 
featured a big step, though officials had 
removed a handy kicker for the second 
lap to make it more difficult. It didn't 
stop the Lampkin steamroller, though. 
Colley came unstuck on a tough down- 
hill section here, which helped him lose 
the podium position he seemed to be 
headed for. 

Rocks hidden in the fast-flowing 
river were the problem in the 12th sec- 
tion, and quick reactions were necessary 
here (as opposed to pure technique) - as 
necessary as on the big steps. Colomer 
made it for a dab each lap, but Lampkin 
achieved the same end result with a 
clean and a two. Best here, though, with 
a clean and one apiece were Gas Gas 
riders Colley and Spaniard Joan Pons. 
Pons ended the day in ninth place. 

The final section was back near the 
parc ferme and was the now-almost- 
obligatory man-made obstacle. This one, 
comprised of rocks and logs, didn't cause 
so many problems, although only Lamp- 
kin, Fujinami and Spanish teen-ager

David Cobos managed double cleans, 
while seventh-finishing Amos Bilbao was 
the only top-10 rider to five it. 

At the end, Lampkin had dominated 
throughout and took a comfortable 12- 
mark win to ease out an additional three 
championship points ahead of Colomer. 
Honda rider Fujinami. was a surprising- 


ly close third, and with Kuroyama hav- , 


ing a nightmare down in 11th place, 
Fuji-Gas has closed right up on his 
countryman, and only three points now 
separates the two Japanese as their fight 
for third really heats up. 

Colley appears to be getting his act 
together at last. A new engine tuner is 
providing the Isle of Man rider with the 
hard-hitting power that his dynamic 
style demands, and Colley is now much 
happier with his 270 Gas Gas. He has 
moved up to eighth in the series, and a 
top-five final placing is well within his 
grasp. 

But fighting Colley all the way is fel- 
low Brit Graham Jarvis and Ahvala. The 
trio battled to a closely fought fourth, 
fifth and sixth, and are sure to keep up 
the pressure as the series enters its final 
stages. 

In contrast is the rapid decline of 
seven-time World Champion Jordi Tar- 
res. Tarres, the most successful World 
Championship rider of all time, could 
only amass four clean rides on Sunday. 
This compares with nine apiece for Col- 
ley and Ahvala, while Lampkin was 
light-years ahead of them with 19. 
Colomer bagged 15 and Fujinami 12. €N

restaurant that is dedicated to the 

rich and famous, with the most famous 

name in racing utilized to give to give it 
credibility. 

Polaris Industries, Inc. - a major play- 
er in the snowmobile, ATV and personal 
watercraft markets - introduced its first 
motorcycle, the Victory V92C, to the 
press last week in a gala event staged at 
Planet Hollywood at the Mall of Ameri- 
ca in Bloomington, Minnesota. 

And, befitting the setting, there was 
quite a bit of name-dropping going on. 
The governors of both Minnesota and 
Wisconsin sent congratulations and, in 
addition to the motorcycle-enthusiast 
press, representatives from Time maga- 
zine, The New York Times and the 
Associated Press were reported to be on 
hand. Also present was Polaris-desig- 
nated spokesman Al Unser Jr., an admit- 
ted Harley fanatic who said he has been 
promised one of the first Victory motor- 
cycles to roll off the line. 

But despite the famous backdrop and 
the star-studded guest list, one famous 
name was missing, but managed to 
hang over the introduction all the same. 
That name was Harley-Davidson. 

The Polaris officials had gone to great 
pains to deny their new bike is a Harley 
knock-off. 

"We never intended for it to be a 
Harley," said Matt Parks, the new 
motorcycle general manager for Polaris. 
However, there's no denying that 
Harley's success is the main reason 
Polaris is in the motorcycle market. 

Like the Japanese manufacturers and 
new upstarts like Excelsior-Henderson, 
Polaris has targeted the cruiser market.

"Our research indicates that the 
cruiser market should continue grow at 
an 11 to 15 percent rate for the next five 
years," said Ken Larson, chief operating 
officer for Polaris. "Obviously, we think 
we can attract a good share of those cus- 
tomers." 

Polaris believes it will do that by 
offering a bigger and (it hopes) better 
cruiser. As expected, the Victory is a big, 
big cruiser, featuring a beefy 1507cc V- 
twin engine, with a single overhead 
camshaft and four valves per cylinder. 
The Victory also boasts an extra-stiff 
suspension - "As stiff as some sports 
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bikes,” Parks said - and clean, sleek 
styling with lines borrowed from the 
aviation industry. 

At the intro, Polaris made a point of 
stressing that the 1507cc engine is not 
only the largest V-twin available on the 
market, but also boasts significant high- 
tech engineering, including an oil-cooling 
system and a “state of the art” engine- 
management system, with electronic fuel 
injection and computer-controlled spark. 
Power is transferred through a gear-dri- 
ven primary drive with anti-jerk torque 
compensator, five-speed gearbox, wet 
clutch, and belt drive for the rear wheel. 


The Victory also features 
a lightweight aluminum 
sub-frame, extra-large 45mm fork 
tubes to minimize twisting in hard 
turns, and a stiff, triangulated swing 
arm controlled by a single shock on the 
rear suspension. The wheels have a 
unique, five-spoke design. The front 
brake is a single floating 300mm disc 
with a four-piston caliper, while the rear 
brake has a 300mm disc with a two-pis- 
ton caliper. 

Instrumentation is fairly straightfor- 
ward. A large speedometer and tachome- 
ter are mounted on the back of the head- 
light, and the display also includes a trip 
meter, clock, gas gauge, and odometer. 
The high-beam indicator, turn indicator, 
oil light, low-gas light, and generator 
light are located in the display. 

“Many of the people who worked on 
the bike have motorcycle backgrounds,” 
Parks said. “Most of us were enthusiasts 
to begin with, so we had some ideas 
going in, but we really started with a 
clean sheet of paper. Our primary goal 
was to produce a competitively priced 
cruiser, with better handling, braking 
and straight-line performance than any 
other mass-produced V-twin cruiser on 
the market. We think motorcycle enthu- 
siasts will be very impressed with the 
look and feel of this bike.” 

More specifically, Polaris believes its 





current snowmobile, ATV and water- 
craft customers will be impressed with 
the bike. 

“Over 30 percent of our current 
snowmobile, ATV and watercraft cus- 
tomers already own motorcycles, and 
even more have owned them at one 
time or another,” said Larson. “Our cus- 
tomers are also very loyal and they tend 
to own multiple Polaris products. For 
that reason, we believe our current cus- 
tomers will create enough demand to 
take care of the first two years of pro- 
duction, at the very least.” 

To reach those customers, Polaris will 





be relying almost exclusively on its own 
dealers. Larson stated that 200 dealers 
will initially be selected from the more 
than 2000 Polaris dealers nationwide and 
that, eventually, between 500 and 600 
Polaris dealers will carry the Victory line. 

Customers and dealers alike will 
have to wait until next spring to see the 
Victory in any numbers, and even then 
supply will be limited. Polaris claims it 
will have a number of preproduction 
bikes available for advance-testing and 
display purposes by late July, but that 
the Victory won't roll off the assembly 
line until spring of 1998. 

Polaris doesn't have a suggested 
retail price yet, and was even reluctant 
to give a ballpark figure. 

"It will be competitive," Parks said. 
"That's about all I can say." 

The Victory will be assembled at the 
Polaris plant in Spirit Lake, Iowa, while 
the engine will be made by Polaris at 
“ Osceola, Wisconsin. 

By then, Polaris will be one of more 
than a half dozen companies vying for a 
share of the cruiser pie made popular by 
Harley-Davidson. It is à much more 
crowded market than five years ago, 
when Polaris initially began investigat- 
ing the feasibility of building its own 
motorcycle. 

"This whole project was conceived 
five years ago, when we were looking 
around for other markets to expand 
into," Polaris Chairman and CEO Hall 
Wendel Jr. said. "The cruiser market 
was one we settled on because our 
research indicated it had the potential 
for very strong and steady growth. 

"We also felt that the characteristics 
we needed in order to be successful in 
the motorcycle market are exactly what 
we consider to be our strengths: We 
have the 'Polaris' name, the engineering 
and marketing expertise, the manufac- 
turing infrastructure, and a dealer net- 
work to effectively compete in this 
industry." €N

KESTER, BELGIUM, JUNE 22 

efending World 250cc MX 
Champion Stefan Everts turned 
the screw one more notch with a 
1-1 overall win in the latest 
round of the World Championship 
250cc MX Series, held in Kester, Bel- 
gium. Everts has slowly moved away 
from his rivals in the past few rounds, 
but at Kester the three-time World 
Champion looked better than ever. 

“Winning here is not as difficult as 
many people think,” Everts said. “For 
some reason, the pressure of racing in 
front of my people drives me to do bet- 
ter.” 

If Everts was thinking happy 
thoughts, then it was fellow Belgian 
Marnicq Bervoets who had to pick up 
the scraps in Kester. Bervoets, who has 
had to follow Everts all his career, was 
again the only rider to challenge the 
champ. 

“I hate to say it, but we are all racing 
for second place at the moment,” 
Bervoets said. “Stefan is so far ahead.” 

Still, Bervoets’ 2-2 results moved him 
past former runner-up Sebastien Tortel- 
li, who, like the Titanic, is sinking quick- 
er than anybody would have expected. 
The French “wonder” crashed and 
crashed and crashed, his final overall 
placing being eighth overall, but the 
biggest disappointment for the French- 
man was his 24th place in the opening 
moto. 

For American interest, the moto-two 
performance by Mike Brown was the 
only shining light. The likable Brown, 
having spent a week after the San Mari- 














































no GP sick in bed while getting over his 
mysterious stomach virus, managed a 
fifth place in the second heat to go with 
his eighth in moto one, but Brown is still 
fighting the problem of poor starts. 

“Man, if I can get a good start, I’m 
sure I can run with the top guys," 
Brown said after the first moto. 

True to his word, a lightning start in 
the second moto gave him his fourth 
top-five finish. 

Tallon Vohland, coming back from 
his injuries, made an effort to race in 
Kester, and, while he did score 13-9 
results, his performance was nothing 
compared to what he had been doing 
early in the year. 

“I just wanted some time on the bike, 
but to be honest, I was riding like an old 
man," Vohland said. "Nobody 
impressed me today, except Everts and 
Bervoets." 

The Belgian GP, held on the beautiful 
Kester layout, is one place the GP circus 
blossoms, due to the winding, tacky 
arena. Qualification once again went 
Tortelli's way, his rocket-like laps bring- 
ing him a 2:16.720 - much better than 
that of Everts' 2:17.308. Next in order 
came South African Collin Dugmore 
with a 2:18.363, Bervoets (2:18.528), 
Werner Dewit (2:18.619), Jaimy 
Scevenels (2:18.730), Leon Giesbers 
(2:18.761), Pit Beirer (2:18.951), and 
Joakim Karlsson (2:19.162). Brown was 
21st with a 2:21.730. 

For Tortelli, the chance to be the 
fastest GP rider would mean nothing as 
he battled out of the start and found 
himself in a heated exchange with 
Dewit, a rider of great skills but any- 
thing but a favorite in terms of being a 


gentleman on the track, and this would 
prove Tortelli's downfall. While Everts 
set about bringing the huge Belgian 
crowd to its feet, it was Tortelli and 
Dewit fighting it out for third place. All 
looked good for Tortelli as he made a 
move on the Belgian but, like so many 
other times, Dewit proved he loves a 
good dogfight, and charged back past 
the 18-year-old. Then, as the two riders 
made a small jump, they locked togeth- 
er; Tortelli seemed to get a little out of 
shape and headed full-throttle for the 
safety fence. In a split second, he was 
into the hay bails and over the bike into 
a small patch of mud. 

"As we came over the jump, he land- 
ed on my hand," Tortelli explained. 
"My other hand was full-throttle, and 
with the left hand off the handlebars, 1 
could not stop. Then the front of the 
bike got stuck in the fence and I could 
not get it out." 

Tortelli would restart in 39th place. 

Everts' lead was now several sec- 
onds, and while the German Beirer held 
second place, Bervoets was looming in 
the distance. 

“I knew he was coming, and I also 
knew he would want to get by me, this 
being Belgium and all," Beirer said. "It

did not work out that way. Near the end 
of the moto, I got a little tired and made 
some mistakes. Marnicq is not going to 
give up until the end.” 

With the two Belgian riders now in 
first and second, all that was left for 
Dewit was to find his way past Beirer, 
but that did not happen, and Beirer held 
on for third place, just ahead of Dewit, 
Karlsson, Frederic Bolley, Rob Herring, 
Brown, Dugmore and Peter Iven. 

Brown was very unlucky once again. 

"| was first into the first corner, and 
then somebody hit my back wheel," he 
said. "It spun me around and I lost a lot 
of places." 

Everts, on the other hand, acea not 
look over his shoulder: As he crossed 
the finish line, Bervoets was 11 seconds 
back and showing signs of defeat. 

“I got a terrible start and had to 
fight," Bervoets said. "This track is 
good, but it's hard work, and Stefan was 
long gone when I got to second place." 

Moto two brought out a change in 
the track, not to mention some rain. 
Brown, who was 20th after his turn-one 
mix-up, got a jump on Everts afid led 
into the first turn, followed by Tortelli, 
Scevenels, Karlsson and Yves Demaria. 
Back in 12th and 13th, respectively, 
were Bervoets and Vohland. Both would 
make some type of charge. 

Brown's lightning start would count 
for very little as he dropped from first to 
ninth, while Bervoets had, by lap two, 
moved into second place, followed by 
Beirer, Tortelli, Dewit, Bolley and Voh- 
land. 

While Vohland was not looking like- 
ly to trouble Everts, his never-say-die 
attitude was giving some of the others 
trouble. 

“I got a needle for the pain in my 
knee, and it felt okay early, but the pain 
in my shoulder was always coming 
back," Vohland said. "It was getting 
tough, but they were going so slow that 
I could keep a nice pace." 

Brown had worked his way past sev- 
eral riders and found the back wheel of 
Vohland. 

"| thought we were going to race a 
little, but I guess he had trouble at the 
top of the track," Brown said. "He let 
me go by." 

Vohland was sure his Yamaha team- 
mate was the only one getting liberties. 

"We need as many good results as 
possible,” Vohland said. “I thought he 
was going faster and I might be able to 
follow him, but I was not able to." 

Brown then set out after the others. 

"| felt good. The track was perfect, a 
little like back in America," Brown said. 
"The same type of dirt, but those top 
few guys were a little far ahead, and I 
settled in for a race with Bolley." 

Bolley, who had in the first moto 
recorded the same blistering times, 
could not match Brown, however. 

"He was fast - then it started raining; 
that was difficult," Bolley said. 

"It was great," Brown said of the 
rain. "It was a lot of fun. We slowed a 
little, so it was not getting too hard to 
ride. I liked the rain." 

Everts and Bervoets were also feeling 
the cold rain on their faces, and as the 
last laps ticked, the two riders made 
some unusual errors. 

“I saw Stefan up ahead and he was 
making mistakes, but just as I thought I 
could get him, I would do something 
stupid," Bervoets said. 

Everts crossed the line and, raising 
his arms in victory, was soon lost in a 
sea of Honda jerseys - the Belgian racer 
was home, and the crowd was not about 
to let him forget that. 

"To win here in front of these people 





is great," Everts said. "We had a lot of 
changes in the track this weekend, what 
with the weather and everything. It was 
a real hard day. I want to go to South 
America, and Indonesia, and hopefully 
wrap the Championship up in Switzer- 
land," Everts said. 

Holding a strong third place at the 
late stages of the race, Tortelli again lost 
his head. 

“It was difficult with the rain,” he 
said. "I just slipped and Beirer got by 
me." 

Beirer said, "I followed him for a few 
laps and he was riding on the limit. I’m 
not surprised he crashed." 

With the World 250cc MX champi- 
onships now heading to South America 
and Indonesia, the riders will not return 
to Europe until mid-August; at that 
time, Everts will come home again. €N

hicco Chiodi's seemingly com- 
"© fortable lead in the World Cham- 
pionship 125cc Motocross Series 
ili evaporated at Gerstetten in 
Southern Germany as Sandro Puzar 
pulled back 20 points on his fellow Italian 
in a mud-bath GP. He now trails by just 
14 points with four rounds remaining. 

After 30 hours of almost nonstop rain, 
this was always going to be the race 
where Chiodi either finished off his lone 
remaining rival off or blew it - and the 
Yamaha rider, who was psyched out of 
the crown two years ago by the very 
same rival, blew it. 

He restricted his losses to seven points 
in the first moto despite a fall, but sat in 
the slime several times in race two to fin- 
ish 14th. To make matters even worse, he 
was lapped by Puzar near the end of the 
moto. 

The big winner - apart from Puzar, 
who didn’t fall all day en route to a 1-3 
moto tally - was Frederic Vialle. The 
Frenchman’s second win of the season 
pulled him back into contention for third 
place in the championship. 

The French riders had the first choice 
of gate after dominating the qualifying, 
but only Vialle got to the first turn before 
Puzar and Chiodi. The trio was joined by 
local Jochen Jasinski, who was riding in 
his first GP of the year after getting hurt 
back in the spring, to make up a four- 
rider breakaway. 

Vialle led for 18 minutes before falling 
in the corner before the bank to the finish 
line. Puzar then took command with 
Chiodi in his wake, but the title leader 
was the next to go down, spinning out at 
nearly the same spot as Vialle had. He 
ended up a distant fourth, watching his 
points lead cut down to 27. 

The tall Jasinski was an impressive 
third. 

“I broke the little finger in my right 
hand yesterday, but it didn’t trouble me 
in the race,” he said. “You can forget 
these things when you are racing up 
front. But it hurts like hell now.” 

The rocky ground offered a single 
solid, if slippery, groove, but there were 
plenty of problems waiting to catch riders 








off-guard. One of those riders was Brit 
Paul Malin. 

“I got knocked off on the first lap,” 
Malin said. “I had fresh gloves and gog- 


gles waiting for me, but what use was. 


that when the bars were so greasy?” 

Ditto for David Vuillemin: “Look at 
my rear tire,” he said. “We are through to 
the rock and it has ripped all of the knobs 
off. I couldn’t get up the hill on the last 
lap.” 

P Mickael Maschio and Sebastien Trotti- 
er were just two riders nursing eye 
injuries after losing their goggles while 
racing within the top 10. Petri Jarvela 
cooked his Kawasaki after the coolant 
fluid boiled away; Bader Manneh found 
throttle control simply impossible after 
failing to cut extra ribs on the grip; and 
Bob Moore didn't complete a lap. 

“It was my fault," Moore said. “I was 
the one thrown off-line, but somebody 
jumped into my left elbow - the one I 
broke earlier in the year." 

In the end, only five riders stayed on 
the same lap as Puzar. 

The rain had ceased by the end of the 
first moto, and the sun even poked its 
head out of the clouds at times in race 
two. But that only served to make the 
mud cling to the bikes and make them 
even heavier to control in the slippery 
conditions. 

Vialle was unstoppable this time, 
though he had one heart-stopping 
moment on the penultimate lap, when

he made his only mistake - falling, to see 
his lead of more than a minute cut in 
half. 

The title candidates had both started 
in the lower reaches of the top 10, but 
their fortunes diverged after 15 minutes 
when Chiodi dropped from seventh to 
17th after the first of several falls which, 
at one stage, saw him down in 23rd. 

Puzar, meanwhile, was moving for- 
ward and lay a threatening fourth, even 
though he had been forced to dispose of 
his goggles early on. 

Just ahead of him, Kanstinger was 
holding off Moore for second but, when 
the American fell and pitted for fresh 





gloves, Puzar rushed the German for sec- 
ond - a place he was to lose to the ram- 
paging Jasinski on the last lap. 

“Once I threw my goggles away, my 
helmet was slipping over my eyes," 
Puzar said. 

The loss of two points didn't seem to 
worry him unduly after he crossed the 
line together with Chiodi, his champi- 
onship rival, a lap behind. 

James Dobb had not ridden the first 
moto after changing weather during 
qualification had caught him with the 
wrong tire choice; but he rode a hard sec- 
ond moto to advance from 10th to sixth. It 
could have been fifth. 

"| pulled back 20 seconds on those fac- 
tory Huskys and passed Traversini," he 
explained. "I'd have had Federici, too, but 
Van Drunen held me up really bad as we 
lapped him and I lost about five ѕес- 
onds." 

Incredibly, Jarvela took ninth despite 
riding from lap four of 16 with a flat rear 
tire, while Manneh took the final point 
two places behind Moore - who was a 
sorry 13th after several falls and stops for 
fresh gloves. 

"] even tried riding without for one 
lap, but that was even worse," Moore 
said. 

The torment over, the teams got ready 
to go home - but before they had packed 
away the bikes in their transporters, the 








evening sky turned a heavenly blue with 
not a dark cloud in sight. €N

ELIZABETH, WV, JUNE 15 

t could have been any of six rid- 
ers’ race at the finish of Starva- 
tion Point AMA Grand National 
Cross Country in West Virginia. 
Entering the eighth and final cir- 
cuit, only 26 seconds separated 
the first through sixth spots. A wild last 
lap of swaps, crashes and mistakes 
found Rodney Smith on top at the end, 
notching his second GNCC victory of 
the season aboard his Suzuki. Smith’s 
first win came at round two, in March, 
at Road Atlanta - and, since that time, 
the current National Hare Scrambles 
Champion has been dealing with a knee 
injury suffered at round three. 

His knee is obviously much better, as 
Smith recorded this hard-fought victory 
after pushing himself - and his competi- 
tors - to the limit for two hours and 46 
minutes of racing. Pleased with the win 
and his recuperation from knee surgery, 
Smith said, “I didn’t know if I could 
handle the distance again. When you're 
up there strong at the beginning of the 
year and you have an injury, even 
though you get your injury back 100 
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percent, it's hard to get your physical 
strength back and even your mind back 
100 percent." 

With less than a mile to go and in 
full view of the spectators, Team 
Yamaha/Andrew's Racing's Fred 
Andrews appeared to have the win 
sewn up, as he was running just ahead 
of Smith. Putting together a great ride 
that signaled his complete return from 
a back injury that, like Smith's knee 
injury, was also suffered at round 
three in South Carolina, Andrews bob- 
bled and went down, taking Smith 
with him. Smith was up and away 
first, a mere second ahead of Team 
Honda's Scott Summers, who had 
been running in third, just nine sec- 
onds behind the lead duo. Team Suzu- 
ki's Steve Hatch and Yamaha/Cycle 
Gear's Randy Hawkins were also able 
to best the fallen Andrews to finish 
third and fourth, respectively. 
Andrews was able to salvage the fifth 
spot, after also running out of gas 
three turns from the finish. 

With the season set to resume racing 
at round nine in Ohio in September, 
Summers heads the points tally with 
consistent finishes totaling 142 points, 
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- Round 8: Starvation Point

followed by Hatch with 128 and 
Plessinger with 108. 

The Pro-class starting line was com- 
posed of 15 riders. Team Yamaha’s 
Duane Conner was in attendance, but 
was still unable to ride due to wrist and 
hand injuries. Conner plans his return 
for the following round in the fall. 

Team KTM’s Jason Dahners (cur- 
rently sixth in the GNCC overall stand- 
ings) would also card a DNS (did not 
start) while taking care of business 
back home in Washington state and 
preparing for the Oregon round of the 
reliability enduro series. Representing 
the Pacific northwest in Dahners’ place 
would be Yamaha-mounted Scott 
McLaughlin. Kawasaki teamster Don- 
nie Book from Colorado was also on 








hand to try GNCC racing for the first 
time. 

Team Suzuki grabbed the holeshot, 
with Smith just ahead of Hatch. Home- 
town hero Team Yamaha’s Doug Black- 
well nailed down third, followed by 
Plessinger and the rest of the pack. 

Bike problems for both Hatch and 
Plessinger began on lap one, though 
Hatch would be able to finish out the 
event in good position, while Plessinger 
would be forced to retire by lap three. 
Plessinger was seen punching the 
adjusters on his rear shock just minutes 
prior to the start, and had to stop after 
one circuit to again adjust his rear sus- 
pension. However, a boiling-over radia- 
tor would eventually stop the KTM pilot. 

“Well, what can you do? I guess it’s 
just time for a vacation,” Plessinger said. 

After one lap of racing, Smith was in 
the lead, with Blackwell in second and 
Hatch in third on a blubbering Suzuki. 
Edmondson was in fourth and was 
experiencing the same difficulties as 
teammate Hatch. 

“It was bobbling after the first half a 





lap, actually, and we never really fig- 
ured it out,” Hatch said. “We stopped 
and changed the spark plug, we cut 
some of the lines on (the carb), cut the 
kill switch, cut the lines on the vent 
tubes. I knew I was riding really good 
and really fast, because this is my type 
of terrain. It was just really frustrating 
out there, because that kind of situation 
is dangerous; you go into a corner 
expecting to get out of it and then you 
end up in the trees. I had a few cross 
country adventures out there." 

Andrews and Summers were in fifth 
and s; *th at this point, trailed by Book, 
Hawkins, Brian Keegan, McLaughlin 
and Frank Keegan. 

Cheers rose from the crowd as riders 
came into view from the pits after the 
second lap. Local favorite Blackwell, 
from nearby Parkersburg, West Vir- 
ginia, had passed Smith for the lead and 
maintained a one-second advantage. 

Summers had ascended from the 
sixth to the third spot, and Hawkins had 
leapt four positions to claim fourth. 
Brian Keegan's Team Green Kawasaki 
was now in fifth. Edmondson had 
dropped out of the top five due to 
engine problems. 

"Everything was going well until the 
start of the second lap when I experi- 
enced fuel problems and it kept cutting 
out," Edmondson said. "I had the same 
problem as Hatch, and we just kept 
stopping. We cut all the breather pipes 
and, by the time I got going, I was over 
four minutes down." 

In an attempt to make up lost time, 
the World Enduro Champion's pace put 
him over the edge and into an inflatable 
leg cast on lap five. 

“I was going too quick up an uphill 
and the back end hit a rock and stepped 
out and high-sided me," Edmondson 
said. "I felt my knee go all funny, and 
l've not been right since." 

On the gas hard, Blackwell pulled 
o-^-more than a minute lead on Smith 
by the midway point. Riding at an 
unmatchable pace, the Yamaha teamster 
was unaware that he was in the lead - 
and was expending energy while think- 
г-у that Hatch was ahead of him. 

"| went out on the second lap think- 
ing that Steve Hatch was ahead of me, 
by not reading my pit-board signals 
good enough," Blackwell said. "I kept 
trying to push to catch Steve when, in 
reality, he was behind me, and that's 
why I got such a big lead." 

Also riding at his best pace of the 
season was Team Green's Brian Keegan, 
who held third position at one point 
- midrace before twisting his knee and 
losing more than two minutes. The fall 
tumbled him to seventh place, which he 
would protect to the finish. 

Running as a tight cluster for the lat- 
ter part of the race, Smith, Andrews, 
Summers, Hatch and Hawkins began 
closing the gap on the once long-gone 
Blackwell. The energy he had expended 
early was catching up to Blackwell. 
Entering the final lap, he held just a 14- 
second advantage on Andrews, who 
had quietly ascended to the second posi- 
tion, running handlebar to handlebar 
with Smith in third. Two seconds 
behind them was Summers in fourth. 
Both Hatch and Hawkins were within 
10 seconds of Summers in fifth and 
sixth. 

On the last lap, suffering from dehy- 
dration and dizzy spells, Blackwell hit 
the wall. Somehow managing to remain 
on the bike for the last lap, he fell from 
first to sixth, the entire pack of front- 
runners getting by on the last go- 
around. 

“If it had been a seven-lap race, I 








would've had it," the disappointed 
Blackwell said. "Now I'm going to take 
a break. I’m not really burned out, but 
I'm definitely in a rut." 

Definitely not in a rut, and riding like 
the former GNCC Champion that he is, 
Fred Andrews laid claim to the top spot 
and, on a track that seemed well-suited 
to his former National Motocross style, 
looked confident and secure in the lead. 
Just behind the Yamaha rider were 
Smith and Summers. 

Before entering the final (motocross) 
section, Summers lost a few seconds on 
the lead duo when he overshot a turn, 
and looked resigned to a third-place fin- 
ish with only a mile to go. Though 
Andrews held only a two-second 
advantage on Smith, it appeared to be a 
secure advantage - until they entered a 
mudhole which required choosing one 
of five deeply rutted lines. Climbing 
from the hole, Andrews got sideways in 
the rut and was without a doubt going 
down. Falling from the rear of the bike 
as Smith went past, his Yamaha hit the 
Suzuki's rear end, leaving them both on 
the ground, with Summers approaching. 

Smith was surprised by the turn of 
events. 

"Freddy was leading it and doing a 
great job, and I really had no intention 
of really trying to pass him. Down there 
in the mudhole, I figured that he'd take 
my line, because the lap before I passed 
him right there, so I figured for sure he's 
going to take it this time and he didn't. 
He opened the door for me, and I went 
right on by him and he threw his bike 
into me; I don't know what happened, 
but we both went down." 

Smith managed to get up and away, 
with Summers a second behind. Not 
knowing what had happened, Summers 
was equally surprised by what he saw 
at the mudhole section. "By the time I 
got to that mudhole, I just saw that 
Yamaha; I figured it was Fred - he 
must've gone down. If I hadn't made 
that one mistake, I might ve been there 
to capitalize on both those guys going 
down, and that would've been really 














cool. You know, a lot of work goes into 
a three-hour race, and you sure as heck 
don't give up on the last lap. I learned 
my lesson at Clarksburg (after being 
narrowly defeated by Hatch)." 

Andrews appeared to have third 
after rising from the spill, but fuel lost 
on the ground left him sputtering with- 
out gas just a few turns from the check- 
ered flag. Another pit came to his aid in 
time for him to get going a second 
ahead of Blackwell, to eventually finish 
fifth. 

After overcoming problems all day, 
Hatch was happy to make the podium 
in third, and Randy Hawkins stayed out 
of trouble and put in another consistent 
GNCC ride to finish fourth. Next came 
Andrews and Blackwell, then Brian Kee- 
gan in seventh and McLaughlin in 
eighth. Future Pro-class stars Jimmy Jar- 
rett and Robbie Jenks completed the top 
10 overall on their Yamahas and took 
first and second, respectively, in the 
250cc A class. 

Despite his misfortune, Andrews 
showed few signs of disappointment 
afterward and spoke of the day's race 
with enthusiasm. 

"We had a good time out there rid- 
ing,” Andrews said. "Smith and I were 
wicking it up and I made a few mis- 
takes, and the pack kind of caught up to 
us. After the last check, I had clear sail- 
ing, and I had a little bit of a lead on 
them; then I screwed up."

Despite being pleased with a great 
ride, he also pointed out that "going fast 
doesn't put any money in the bank; you 
have to finish to do that." 

Unbeknownst to everyone but those 
in Smith's pit, the day's victor had been 
able to consume very little fluid during 
the hot and humid day, and ran the very 
real risk of dehydration. It was of great 
concern to Smith going into the last lap. 

“I didn't get any water at all; my 
drink system broke. My mechanic got 
me some water for a couple of laps, and, 
after I gassed, they put a new bladder in 
it, but I couldn't find the hose. I don't 
think they knew it, but I never got 
another drink. When I caught up to all 
of the front-runners, I didn't know if I 
could keep the pace on the last lap. I 
knew I hadn't been drinking, and I had 
a bad experience three years ago at a 
GNCC, and that was in the back of my 
mind (Smith was hospitalized for dehy- 
dration after that event). I was trying to 
ride smooth and calm, and I kept 
remembering that." €N

BRADFORD, ENGLAND, JUNE 22 
eteran Kelvin Tatum rolled back 
Ws years to win the Overseas 
XJ Final at a rain-soaked Bradford 
Speedway. 

The meeting was delayed by some 25 
minutes because of a heavy thunder- 
storm just five minutes before the sched- 
uled start time, and there was little 
doubt that the weather affected the 
attendance, which was estimated to be 
around 3000. Even after solid rain for 
three days leading up to the event, the 
track was still in superb condition 
before the meeting. The heavy pre-race 
dawnpour could not stop the event 
from going ahead, and the meeting, 
which was comprised of 22 races, was 
over within two hours. 

Though he was a likely qualifier, 
Tatum was not one of the favorites to 
win the title. But he put himself about 
and made some impressive starts, which 
was all-important on an evening where 
riders were always struggling from the 
back. If a rider missed the gate, he 
would get "filled in" with mud; in one 
race, Charlie “The Edge" Venegas was 
forced to pull his goggles and helmet 
cover off because he made à mess of the 
start and couldn't see anything. 

Sam Ermolenko, the 1993 World 
Champion, has had mixed fortunes in 
the British League with the Bell Vue 
Aces so far this year, and yet at Brad- 
ford he was the most successful Ameri- 
can, as he again proved that he can still 
mix it with the big boys. "Sudden Sam” 
went through comfortably with 11 
points and put himself in the frame for a 
runoff for third place, but by that stage 
he had achieved what he had set' out to 
do, and that was to qualify. But his 
countrymen Venegas, Chris Manchester 
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and Dukie Ermolenko all crashed out of 
the race for a Grand Prix place as they 
were clearly off the pace in such a 
strong field. ` 

Manchester was the only American 
apart from Sam Ermolenko who had a 
chance of going through, but he lacked 
the consistency necessary to make the 
top eight. He managed only two points 
from three rides but, when he won heat 
13 ahead of Ryan Sullivan, it gave him 
an outside chance. However, in heat 19, 
when he needed a win, Manchester was 
up against Sam Ermolenko, Jason 
Crump, and Dukie Ermolenko, and 
could only manage third place. 

Dukie Ermolenko was a late replace- 
ment for the absent Mike Faria, who 
decided to stay back home - a surprise 
move, as many British fans were looking 
forward to seeing him again after his 
two successful years in Scotland with 
the Edinburgh Monarchs. But Sam 
Ermolenko's younger brother failed to 
take his opportunity with both hands as 
he struggled to keep up the pace all 
evening, managing only three points for 
his efforts. Since his serious leg injuries 
last season, the younger Ermolenko has 
failed to rediscover the form he dis- 
played for Glasgow two years ago and 
for a short spell for Long Eaton at the 
start of last year. 

Dukie Ermolenko was in the first 
race, but he was clearly not quick 
enough, as former Aussie Grand Prix 
star Craig Boyce won comfortably from 
the start, ahead of England's Dean Bark- 
er, while Dukie got the better of New 
Zealand's Chris Penny. 

Venegas got off to a nightmare start 
when he missed the gate in heat two 
and was filled in. From that point, he 
was never able to recover. 

Manchester looked fired up in heat 
three as he edged out England's Car 


Stonehewer and then chased hard after 
Shane Parker, but there was no way 
through, and he had to settle for second 
place. 

Bradford rider Joe Screen was one of 
the early favorites to take the title, along 
with his teammate Gary. Havelock, but 
Sam Ermolenko managed to play his 
part in a tough heat four by securing an 
impressive second place when Screen 
pulled clear, but Ermolenko never let 
him out of sight and pushed him hard. 

And "Sudden Sam" was superb in 
the next race, when he pushed out 
Tatum in a brilliant move to pull clear 
and win the race. After just five heats, 
the former World Champion was 
already on five points and in a good 
position to qualify. 

There was a fright for Stonehewer in 
heat six, when he tangled with Sullivan 
and was sent crashing with his legs 
caught up in his machine. Stonehewer 
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(Left) England’s Kelvin Tatum (left) defeated 
countryman Joe Screen (right) in a runoff to 
win the Overseas Final at Bradford, England. 
(Above) The win was a sweet one for Tatum, 
who has often been criticized by his peers for 
not living up to his potential.

When the day was done, only Sam 
Ermolenko found any, advancing to the 
Intercontinental Final after a fifth-place finish. 








was fit enough to walk away from the 
accident. 

Manchester failed to capitalize on his 
solid start when he. pulled out of heat 
eight after he was filled in with dirt, 
while Boyce pulled clear to win ahead of 
Havelock and Sean Wilson. 

There was little doubt that the meet- 
ing would be won mainly from the gate, 
as the track was so wet that it made 
passing very difficult. 

Heat 19, though, threatened to be dif- 
ferent, as the big guns, Tatum and 
Screen, put on a fine display of high- 
speed action, with Screen trying every 
line possible to get past Tatum; but the 
veteran English star proved he still 
knows the fastest way around the big 
Bradford track. 

The best race of the meeting came in 
heat 11, when Wilson timed his move to 
perfection and just got the better of Sul- 
livan at the line in a superb match which 





brought the house down. Wilson spent 
many years riding for Bradford, and his 
knowledge of the track showed. 

Sam Ermolenko was back in business 
in heat 12. He made a fast start and 
pulled well clear of Stonehewer and 
Boyce, and by that stage he was as good 
as through to the next round - though he 
also wanted to challenge for the title. 
But a third place in his fourth ride pre- 
vented that from happening, and he had 
to settle for a runoff with Wilson and 
Boyce, who also finished with 11 points. 

Tatum had to win heat 20 in order to 
force a runoff with Screen, who had 
won heat 17 to put the pressure on, but 
Tatum responded well with a fine win. 

In the third-place runoff, Wilson 
made a great start and took the win, 
while Boyce nudged out Sam 
Ermolenko - who was clearly happy to 


settle for what he had already achieved, 
to finish fourth. 

And in the title decider, what should 
have been a thrilling finish was disap- 
pointing, as Screen ran into bike trouble 
and Tatum pulled well clear for a com- 
fortable win. Tatum, who many people 
believe should have achieved so much 
more during his illustrious speedway 
career, was naturally delighted with the 
result. 

“I came here with the attitude that 
my first priority was to qualify,” Tatum 
said. “But to actually win the meeting is 
a great bonus for me. It was always 
going to be tough for us in these condi- 
tions, but I thought everybody put on a 
good show, and now I’m determined to 
go through to the Grand Prix series.” 

The second-placed Screen, mean- 
while, was philosophical in defeat. 

“Full credit to Kelvin,” Screen said. 
“He’s a rider I respect a lot, and he 
deserves success, because he’s been 
pretty consistent down the years. My 
bikes were going well, and if I had to 
have a retirement, I suppose it’s always 
best to happen during a runoff when 
you have already qualified for the next 
stage. But I am a little disappointed not 
to win the title, because it would have 
been nice to have added that to my 
British title.” 

Sam Ermolenko was understandably 
happy with his qualification as well, and 
it looks as though the hard-luck Ameri- 
can’s career may not quite be over yet. 

“Conditions were rough, very 


rough,” Ermolenko said. “But you 
have to adapt to everything in the 
World Championship. That’s my moti- 
vation, and I’m delighted to be 
through. I’m convinced I can still 
match the best riders in the world on 
my day, and all I want is the opportu- 
nity to prove that, after a bad run with 
injuries and bike problems last year. 
This was always going to be a tough 
meeting, but I was well aware of how 
important it was for me, and I’m so 
relieved to be through.” 

Ironically, Ermolenko is now on 
standby for this year’s Grand Prix 
Series, after an injury to Sweden’s 
Henka Gustafsson, who has broken his 
leg in two places. €N

t may have been that there was a 
full moon during the summer sol- 
stice, or that the oppressive heat 
ü and humidity sapped the energy 
out of bikes and crews, but the 
AMA/Prostar Dixie Nationals was one 
of the strangest in memory. : 

In almost every elimination, there 
was some weird footnote, some strange 
occurrence, some odd coincidence. 

It began in Top Fuel, where Tony 
Lang, who has been at the top of his 
game of late, suffered two oildowns in 
qualifying - strange not only because 
Lang simply never oils the track, but 
also because it happened while he was 
the subject of an episode of a Discovery 
Channel documentary series titled 
“Extreme Machines,” being taped by a 
British film crew. 

Lang got his act together for the final 
qualifying session and took the number-

The run of the event had to come in 
the Orient Express Funnybike Show- 
down, where defending champion Gary 
Clark, riding his turbo alcohol Koenig 
Kawasaki, hit a solid 6.88/208 during 
the second round of eliminations in very 
oppressive conditions. Because of the 
qualifying order, Clark met the bike that 
is proving to be his main competition 
for the number-one plate, the MRE 
Suzuki of Tom Perry, in the semifinals. 
Clark took the win, 6.91 to 7.03. 

Clark went on to take his second 
straight event title as he got by the 
injected-nitro Kawasaki of Tommy 
Smith in the final. The clocks malfunc- 
tioned on the run, with inaccurate times 
being posted, but Clark clearly took the 
win light. 

The Fast by Gast Pro Mod series was 
a matter of survival, as humid condi- 
tions and a gooey racing surface proved 
to be difficult to negotiate. Mimmo Mar- 
ciano looked to have the best handle on 
it, qualifying number one at 7.07 and 
recording the low e.t. of the first round 
of eliminations with a 7.14 time slip.

But his good sportsmanship kept him 
out of his third straight winner’s circle. 

Gast led qualifying with the best 
numbers of the event, at 7.58/175. Rick- 
ey Gadson, riding the Diamond Racing 
Suzuki, was the next-best, with a last- 
session 7.68 / 174. 

The two met in the final, where Gad- 
son’s crew had trouble firing his bike. 
Gast, who was already running and was 
told by officials to take the single, shut 
off his bike and offered his starter cart to 
Gadson's bike, but the bike still 
wouldn't turn over. Thinking the prob- 
lem was fuel in the cylinder causing a 
· hydraulic lock, Gast got off of his bike 
and started Gadson's bike himself. Gast 
got the holeshot, but in a heart-breaking 
result, broke a crank and lost to Gad- 
son's 7.69. 

Buddy Forbus took his first win of 
the season in the Kawasaki 750cc Pro 
Superbike class, getting by first-time 
finalist Ben Koch in the money round. 
Forbus, the defending series champion, 
destroyed a motor at the opening race of 
the year, but regained his winning form 
at Virginia, qualifying number one at 
9.77 and taking the event title, 9.98 to 
10.11. Koch scored the high mph of the 
class with a 137 mph charge in the final. 

Ernie Velasco earned his second 
straight win in the Metzeler 600cc 
SuperSport series aboard his Sick Dog 
Racing ZX-6R, but not before getting 
some stiff competition from the Suzuki 
camp. 

Keith Dennis, riding Wallace King's 
GSXR, qualified number one at 10.48 
seconds - the first time a Suzuki has 
taken the top qualifying position in the 
Kawasaki-dominated class. Dennis 
scored the low e.t. of the class in the first 
round with a 10.40 before getting wildly 
out of shape and losing to Marty Latwig 
in the next round. 

For the second race in a row, Velasco 
put down a series of consistently strong 
runs in eliminations. Crediting his cus- 
tom-built Kerker pipe, Velasco has 
become a major player in the 600cc 
series, making his third straight final- 
round appearance at this event. Velasco 
met Steve Knecum, who brought Suzuki 
to its first final-round appearance in 
600cc competition. Knecum got thé 
holeshot, but could not hold off Velasco, 
who took the win, 10.59 to 10.66. 

Sportsman standout Mike Konopacki 
went to two finals and went one-for- 
two, taking the win in the APE Super 
Comp series with a final-round win 
over Tom Shaver while losing to Herb 
Shifflett in Pingel Pro ET competition. 
Derek Galligan took the Star Perfor- 
mance Parts Top Gas crown over Mike 
Moore Jr., who was appearing in his sec- 
ond straight final*round, and Bill Wal- 
ters won the RC Components Super Gas 
series final after getting by Kevin 
Adams. CN

ELY, NV, JUNE 21 
hey’re known as the “B” team, but 
their results this year have out- 
shone the “A” team. Everyone 
should have a backup team like 
Donnie Book and David Ondas. 
With misfortune again striking the 
Team Green’s Ty Davis/Paul Krause 
“A” team, Book/Ondas again struck 
gold in the Silver State by winning the 
inaugural Silver State 300, round two of 
the Best in the Desert Silver State Series. 

Unlike in round one (the Tonopah 
300), Davis/Krause didn’t even make it 
to the first pit in the 298-mile course, 
which ran from the barren sands outside 
of Mesquite to the mountain pine forests 
south of Ely. The Book/Ondas KX500, 
prepared by Team Green technician and 
former desert small-bore ace John 
Braasch, blasted into the lead early and 
kept a swarm of KTMs at bay all day; 
their winning time was six hours, 10 
minutes, 36 seconds. Teen-age brothers 
Nick and Russell Pearson came from 
behind on their 250 to claim second 
overall in 6:12:49, ahead of Open Pros 
Destry Abbott/Garth Sweetland 
(6:16:41) and Rick Bozarth/Jim Gray 
(6:17:33). Rounding out the top five was 
the KX250-mounted team of Brian 
Brown and Oakley Lehman, who 
crossed the line in 6:24:05. (Former 
motorcycle racer Danny Anderson led 
all four-wheeled entries in his Mirage 
race car, his 6:55:17 the 14th-fastest 
time.) 

The new course began about a dozen 
miles south of Mesquite - typical sandy 
desert terrain with some scrub brush - 
just after 5:30 a.m., the still air not hav- 
ing cooled much from the previous 
day’s heat, with temperatures in excess 
of 100 degrees. The terrain included lots 
of fast dirt roads in the 60 miles to the 
first pit on Kane Springs Road south of 
Caliente. Pit two was located 49 race 
miles away. Using some of the same dirt 
roads as the old Nevada Rally, the 
course headed east for a bit before turn- 
ing northward once more to eventually 
reach pit three at Stampede Gap, 50 
miles from Caliente and a few miles 
north of Pioche. All the while, the 
course climbed in elevation, with racers 
leaving the barren desert floor once they 
left pit two. By the time they reached pit 
four at Pony Springs in Lincoln County 
(a 48-mile section), the course kept them 
on the eastern flanks of the Schell Creek 
Range of mountains, with trees and 
6000-foot elevation the norm. (It also 
proved considerably cooler than 
Mesquite.) 

Another 51 miles north, entrants 
found themselves at the Geyser Ranch 
for pit five. From there, they popped 
over the Schell Creek Range in about 20 
miles, dropped down to a flat, brush- 
covered plain, and pinned it another 20 
miles to the finish, which was 10 miles 
south of Ely. 

In all, race organizer Casey Folks 
needed to secure eight special permits 
from various government agencies (the 
BLM among them) as well as receive 
permission to pass from a dozen pri- 
vate-property owners and 16 ranchers. 
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The Silver State 300 is the second- 
longest off-road race in the country, 
behind.only the Vegas-to-Reno 500- 
miler (which is round three of the series 
and which will take place September 18- 
21). Some might’ve thought it presump- 
tuous of Folks to call it “the most scenic 
race in the world,” but he got no argu- 
ments. As Marc McManus of the win- 
ning Expert team said, “It was very 
scenic, like they said. Once you got over 
that pass, it was just great; I wanted to 
stop and look around.” 

Despite their late-race DNF at the 
Tonopah 300, the Davis/Krause team 
seemed to be the one to beat when the > 
green light flashed for first starter 
Destry Abbott on his Vosburg 
Racing /Pro Circuit/ FMF KTM 360. 
Unlike Tonopah, however, they didn’t 
get far (only 31 miles) before disaster 
struck. 

“1 was going to pass this guy and get 
out of his dust going into a valley, and it 
seized,” Davis said. 

Unable to fix the fatal seizure (unlike 
in other races, pit crews aren’t allowed 
course access to aid their racer until the 
race is over, so it’s up to the racer to get 
his machine underway again), he 
resigned himself to sitting by the side of 
the trail and watching. But that was 
before fellow Team Green racer/former 
riding mentor Larry Roeseler of Hespe- 
ria, California, came along. Though rid- 
ing Ironman Expert, the semi-retired 
Roeseler stopped and gave Davis a ride 
to the pit - a longer trip than expected 
(see “Briefly... ^). 

Abbott's turn at the front lasted just 
three miles before a mysterious rear- 
brake problem began haunting him. 

"] was really excited; because it was 
going to be dusty, I was looking for- 
ward... to starting first," he said. "(But) 
it seems like every time I start out front, 
something happens. Three miles into it, 
I completely lost my brakes. I got off the 
bike and looked at it and got back on. I 
saw Donnie (Book) - he started right 
behind me, and I was hoping to stay in 
front of him - but there was a rocky road 
with up-and-down hills, and 1 just really 
didn't want to crash. He came by me, 
and he was riding really goód. I dealt 
with the problem, and we bled it at the 
first pit. It kept going back and forth. 
Sometimes it'd work; sometimes it 
wouldn't." 

Book quickly assumed the lead, and 
the MSR/Shoei/Scott-backed team 
would never relinquish it, though their 
ride wasn't entirely trouble-free. 

"We had troubles with the pipe (near 
the end), but we changed that and were 
able to hammer down and pull out (a 
comfortable lead) again," Book said. 

Most of the close action took place 
behind them, with the various KTM- : 
mounted teams duking it out. Though 
their disappearing brakes kept 
Abbott /Sweetland a bit off the pace, 
that wasn't as bad as the Husky-KTM of 
Gresham / Cooper Oil/MSR-sponsored 
360 of Bozarth /Gray. 

"We ran out of gas, I think, four 
times altogether, so it cost us a bunch," 
Gray said. "Rick got barbed wire caught 
in his rear wheel once, so that kind of 
hurt us. I guess we had the bike jetted 








too rich (because) it'd run good down in 
the valleys, but you’d get up on the 
mountains and it just wouldn’t hardly 
move. But we had a fun day. The race- 
course was awesome; Casey outdid 
himself this time. It was incredible.” 

Unlike their 360-riding teammates, 
the Pearson brothers reported no diffi- 
culties with their 250. 

“We started first 250, which was 
ninth overall,” Nick Pearson said. “The 
first (section), I started and got by a cou- 
ple of people. Johnny Campbell stalled 
his four-stroke, so I got by him and 
came into the first pit where we were 
running fourth (behind Book/Ondas, 
Abbott/Sweetland and Bozarth/Gray).” 

“After I got by Garth Sweetland in 
that second section, from there I caught 
Bozarth,” Russell Pearson said. “He was 
kind of dusting me and a little bit faster, 
so I couldn’t get by him. So I just kind of 
maintained my pace and gave it to Nick. 
He moved up to second, and from there 
on I just rode to the finish. It went real 
good - no problems or anything.” 

As for the relative tightness of the 
course, especially in the Pioche area 
where they live, Nick Pearson said, “It 
was actually pretty tight. Casey got us 
up in the trees. Га say he probably had 
a hundred miles in the tight trees, where 
a 250 was almost an advantage." 

"The tight stuff's always fun," Rus- 
sell agreed. "It's more technical, a lot 
more challenging. The fast stuff any- 
body can go fast on. And we're on a 250, 
so we kind of like the tight. I figured it'd 
be pretty tight because I kind of know 
the country, because we live up here." 

Ondas felt no such advantage, how- 
ever. 

"I liked (the tight sections), but it just 
didn't seem like I was real fluid today," 
Ondas said. "I race down in Southern 
California, where it's a lot faster - I don't 
get to ride a lot of out-of-state races - but 
all in all, the race was awesome. 

"Donnie rode really good," Ondas 
continued. "I rode the middle section, 
and I was supposed to ride that last 
part, but he was on such a roll that I 
didn't want to get in his way, so I let 
him go." 

Asked if he felt he had an advantage 
in the trees due to being from Colorado, 
Book answered, “I think in a way, yeah, 
because it's like around my house with 
the trees and stuff. It's not real tight 
trees; it's kind of rhythmy trees - just 
hammer through 'em. It was a good 
course - marked excellently. It was real- 
ly cool; we ran up over some high 
mountain passes, got into some really 
cool bermed-up areas. It was one of the 
best races I’ve ever ridden in Nevada." 

Brian Brown proved a worthy last- 
minute substitute for the injured Steve 
Hengeveld. Teamed with Oakley 
Lehman on a Pro Circuit/Dave 
Chase/Maxima KX250, they had to con- 
tend with two flats and getting lost once 
en route to runner-up in class and fifth 
overall. That put them seven minutes 
ahead of Honda’s Johnny Campbell and 
Bruce Ogilvie on the Pirelli/Fox/FMF- 
backed XR628R. 

“Bruce rode from pit two to pit three, 
about 50 miles,” said Campbell, a for- 
mer Nevada Rally winner who’s looking 
forward to his ISDE debut in two 
months. “We were planning on me solo- 
ing it this year - Tonopah and this - but 
since my ankle (injury) happened, I 
haven't been riding, haven't been in 
shape, so we decided to break it up. 
That was enough for me. I couldn't 
focus after 250 miles.

Evans turned in the fastest time by a yel- 
low plate, with a 7:47:33, followed by 
the Over 25 team of Harold Bliss/ Leif 
Bymoen, who finished in 7:48:18, and 
iron man Steve L. Blakely, who carded a 
7:50:13. Of the first 10 Amateurs, all but 
one were iron men or age-group 
entrants, the exception being the win- 
ning sub-450cc four-stroke team.

| € onnie's Cycle's Todd 
Levesque literally dust- 
A ed the competition at 
the AMA/NETRA Dam Good 
Hare Scrambles, taking his first 
win of the season. 

More than 350 riders 
descended on the Thomaston 
Dam for the event, which fea- 
tured a course that started out 
in the flood plain behind the 
Dam and then crossed the 
access road and into the hills 
before heading back down into 
the flood plain. The low-lying 
sections of the 10.5-mile course 
were nothing but dry, silty 
whoops, some of which were 
close to 5 feet deep, with the 
higher elevations being hilly 
and full of rocks, with a few 
long, dusty straightaways. The 
start was laid out in a small 
field with an off-camber right- 
hand turn straight into the 
whoops. 

When the flag dropped for 
the five-lap main event, it was 
Factory Connection/ Pirelli / 
Braking-sponsored Levesque 
getting the holeshot. P.J. 
Peculis, Randy McCann and 
Jason Cayer were close behind, 
only to get dusted out once 
they turned the corner into the 
whoops. The dust was thick, 
and two riders - Luke McNeil 
and Ken Law - lost sight of the 
trail. Law did a major endo 
over a log but was able to con- 
tinue, while McNeil wasn't as 
lucky: He crashed real hard, 
knocking himself out and 
bruising his back. 

Levesque had a dust-free 
path in front of him, which 
allowed him to pull a 10-sec- 
ond lead by the time he crossed 
the road and hit the rock sec- 
tion. 

By the end of the first lap, 
Levesque had put 40 seconds on second- 
placed McCann. Peculis was now in 
third place, back another 20 seconds, fol- 
lowed by Cayer and Tom' Norton. 
Levesque was holding a good pace of 30 
minutes per lap, but McCann had 
picked up the pace and was closing in. 
By the time the riders came around at 
the end of the second lap, McCann had 
closed the gap to only 30 seconds. When 
the riders came into the pits, which were 
two miles from the barrels, Levesque's 
lead was down to 20 seconds, which he 
soon lost in the pits, as McCann came in 
before he finished gassing. Norton, who 
was now in third place, was also closing 
in, arriving in the pits only 10 seconds 
behind the departing leader. Peculis was 
back another minute and a half, fol- 
lowed by Cayer. 

A few Expert riders had now moved 
up into the top 10. Ken Valentine, from 
the Open class, was now in seventh 
place overall, and Jeff Staples and Kris 
Mooney, both riding in the Expert 250cc 
class, were in sixth and ninth, respec- 
tively. 








The three front-runners hung togeth- 
er for several miles into the third lap, 
until they crossed the road back into the 
blinding dust. McCann, who always 
seems to do well in the wide-open sec- 
tions, took advantage of the dust and 
passed Levesque on the first straight- 
away, taking over the lead for the sec- 
ond time during the race. Levesque was 
able to hold off Norton for the remain- 
der of the lap, but only by a few sec- 
onds. McCann managed to put 20 sec- 
onds on the two as they completed the 
third lap. Fourth place was still being 
held by Peculis, but Valentine and 
Cayer were closing in fast. 

As the riders headed out for the fifth 
and final lap, it looked like it would be 
one of the closest races of this year. 
McCann, Levesque and Norton were all 
within 10 seconds as the three riders 
came around the pits for the final time. 
Norton, who was the only rider not run- 
ning a large gas tank, had to pit for a 
splash of gas before heading out for the 
final eight miles, losing 20 seconds. But 
by the time the three hit the security

check halfway into the lap, they were all 
back to within six seconds of each other. 

Levesque knew that he had to pass 
McCann before they crossed over into 
the dust. It was in the last rocky section - 
the same place he made the move on 
McCann earlier in the race - that he 
grabbed the lead and never looked back. 
Levesque just twisted the throttle back 
as far as it would go, taking the check- 
ered flag with a minute lead. McCann 
kept Norton at bay for the remainder of 
the lap, taking second place, with Nor- 
ton finishing third. 

Ken Valentine passed both Cayer and 
Peculis on the final lap, taking fourth 
place overall, along with the Expert- 
class high-point honors. Cayer rounded 
out the top five, edging out Peculis, who 
crashed hard during the final half of the 
event, causing him to fall off the pace. 
Expert 250cc riders Wes Clarke and Kris 


Mooney put in a good battle 
near the end, with both riders 
finishing in the top 10. Clarke 
also won the 250cc Expert class, 
with Mooney coming in second. 
Jeff Staples, who had been run- 
ning in the top 10 earlier in the 
day, finished third in the 250cc 
class. 

In the Expert 200cc class, it 
was Hans Neff and Steve For- 
manek battling till the end, with 
Neff taking the class win by 
mere seconds. The Amateur 
class saw Honda rider Christo- 
pher Cramer taking the Amateur 
high-point honors. His closest 
competition was Steve Deyo. 
Deyo won the 250cc Amateur 
class, followed by Robert Carl- 
son. 

The Junior event, held earlier 
in the day, ran only two laps of a 
shorter 8-mile course. Drew Car- 
penter took a commanding lead 
right off the line, taking the class 
win by more than 30 seconds. 
Nathan Kanney and Boyd Bower 
battled it out till the end, with 
Kanney taking second place by 
only seven seconds over Bower. 
Robert Rowe had no problem 
winning the Mini class, grabbing 
the checkered flag with six min- 
utes on second-placed William 
Rowe. The Novices ran three 
laps of the 8-mile course, with 
Craig Abendroth smoking the 
competition and taking the 
Novice high-point honors. €N

Ex-Buckeye Scott Stump 
got the best of Chance Darling - and the 
limestone pea gravel - for the win in the 
883 class. 

As with any new venue, there was a 
great deal of speculation as to what the 
racing surface would be like. Everyone 
was more than pleased with it. 

"It kind of reminds me of York, 
Pennsylvania," said Kevin Varnes after 
he beat Morehead in the second 750cc 
Expert heat race. Geo Roeder II kept his 
program on a roll as he controlled the 
first 750cc Expert qualifier. 

Paul Morgan, Ryan Brown and 
Kenny Coolbeth earned front-row start- 
ing spots for the 600cc Expert main with 
heat wins. Eades brothers Tim and Joe, 
along with Mike McKee and Josh Knott, 
collected 600cc Pro-Am heat wins. 
Chance Darling and Scott Stump contin- 
ued to dominate the 883cc class as they 
won their heat races. 

The 883cc main was the first to take 
to the half mile. Darling took control of 
the main, and appeared as though he 
was out to increase his lead in the Hot 
Shoe points standings. Scott Stump and 
Billy Martin followed Darling from a 
distance. With half of the race complet- 
ed, Stump started to close on Darling. 
Stump closed to a bike length as the duo 
took the white flag.

“For some reason I went to the bot- 
tom," added Stump. 

Darling's only slip would take place 
with 300 feet left in the event. 

"I'm still trying to learn to ride this 
thing," he said. 

Darling went too high, and that let 
Stump put his Performance Racing 
Inc./KK/ American Asphalt and Grad- 
ing in front by a wheel at the checkers. 

Nick Hummel had to win the race to 
the first turn twice in 250cc Pro-Am. Joe 
Eades got off in turn one to bring out 
the red flag. Hummel’s second holeshot 


looked as good as the first. McKee had 


the Hannum's H-D/B&B Ent./]&M Rac- 
ing Honda on the move after a less- 
than-perfect start. McKee had to dispose 
of Jeff Landrum and Pat Towler before 
he was to get a chance to run with Hum- 
mel for the lead. McKee's win, coupled 
with point leader Landrum's third 
place, allowed him to close to within 
two points of the Ohio racer. 

Brown completely dominated the 
600cc Expert main on: his K&N /White 
Brothers/ AFAM entry. Second place 
was the point of contention. Paul Mor- 
gan III broke free from Brett Beyer, 
Jason Sentell and Kenny Coolbeth to 
claim the place money. The show spot 
would eventually go to Jason Sentell as 
he got the best of Coolbeth and Beyer. 





. The 600cc Pro-Am was a test of deter- 
mination for McKee. The Pennsylvania 
rider brought out the red flag twice with 
get-offs in turn one. He returned for the 
third time and finished a credible fifth. 
Tim Eades remained calm and led all of 
the restarts on the Burchams Cycle/Wil- 
son Honda-Kawasaki/Motion Pro 
Rotax. Chris Huss, Joe Eades, Josh 
Knott, and Donnie Steward followed the 
elder Eades. The race reached the 
halfway mark with Steward closing on 
Eades. The race would end with red and 
checkered flags being displayed. Stew- 
ard fell and was unable to free himself. 

Hot Shoe series points leader Roeder 
led the 750cc main, with Morehead and 
Beattie in tow. Beattie was not to be 
denied. 


“I have wanted to beat these two 


guys for years," Beattie said. 

The veteran Canadian racer worked 
the very top of the crowned raceway - 
the same facility that claimed McKee 
and Steward moments before. More- 
head fell to Beattie first. Beattie then set 
after Roeder on the Deeley H-D Cana- 
da/AFAM USA/Bicycle Works Harley- 


. Davidson XR. With six laps down and ` 


six to go, Beattie squared the turns, 
drove into the lead and disappeared. 
Doug Davis and Varnes argued over 
fourth, with the nod going to Davis. €N

rayson Hart’s three-class win 
tally was the icing on his 33rd 
birthday cake at the completion 
of the 11th round of the American His- 
toric Racing Motorcycle Association 
National Vintage Motocross Series, held 
at the Eugene Motocross track. 

Hart's birthday celebration escalated 
throughout the day as the Hillsboro, 
Oregon, rider finalized his three-class 
sweep of the 125, 250cc and Over 30 
Expert classes, repeating his feat first 
accomplished at last year’s event, an 
AHRMA West Regional MX. 

Riders in attendance for the event - 
which also doubled as the 12th annual 
Steve McQueen Memorial - came from 
seven western states: California, Wash- 
ington, Oregon, Idaho, Nevada, Utah 
and Montana, as well as British Colum- 
bia and Alberta, Canada. All on hand 
got a taste of normal track and weather 
conditions for this time of year in the 
Northwest, both dry and muddy (in the 
first and second motos, respectively). 
Thundershowers made a quagmire of 
the 2-mile track, but didn’t douse the 
riders’ enthusiasm. 

While Hart got his cake and ate it 
too, it wasn’t without several inspiring 
come-from-behind rides aboard a pair of 
1974 Honda CR Elsinores. Such was the 
case in the first 250cc moto, which, like 





_in many of the races, ran combined with 


intermediate riders to shorten the day’s 
program. On many occasions, Oregon’s 
Joe Casey has been a thorn in Hart's side 
- both locally and at the bigger events - 
and was again today. Casey collected 
the holeshot honors in the first moto of 
the day, the 250cc Expert/Intermediate 
clash. Although it took Hart less than a 
lap to get around Casey, Casey did log a 
spirited performance that netted him a 
second-place finish behind Hart, after 
holding off the rider that had for so 
many years enjoyed the success that 
Hart is now maintaining, Washington's 
Dallas Nyblod. 

Nyblod put his 1974 YZ250 out front 
in the second moto but, like Casey, 
Nyblod couldn't hold off Hart's 
onslaught for much more than a lap. By 
midmoto, Hart was long gone, placing a 
huge deficit on the rest of the field of 
riders, who in this moto were treated to 
some slippery conditions thanks to a 
huge amount of precipitation. 

Hart, though, forged on through the 
slop to net the first of his three wins of 
the day. Nyblod held off Casey's 
advances to finish the day second over- 
all with his 3 -2 placings. 


CZ-mounted, Charlie Richardson, 
who made the trek from Vista, Ca- 
lifornia, was not far off the Experts' tor- 
rid pace, thus enabling him to take 
home first-place honors in the Interme- 
diate portion with a 1-1 sweep. Second 
overall went the way of Jon Morgan, a 
Seattle rider who used 2-3 consistency to 
beat local Honda rider Brian Swisher (3- 
5), Ossa-mounted Rick Ball's 7-2 rides, 
and fifth overall finisher Jerry Winkel- 
bauer (5-4). 

About the only time Hart took a 
holeshot was in the first combined Over 
30/Over 40 Expert-class moto. Casey, 
who loomed in Hart's shadow once 
again - and would all day - ran second, 
ahead of Canadian Chris Castles, Rick- 
man rider Charlie Brown, and Morgan, 
leader of the adjoined Intermediate 
class. While Hart quickly left all comers 
behind, Nyblod found himself buried 
midpack, but by lap two had picked off 
Castles and then Brown to close in on 
Casey. 

Nyblod, though, would get no further, 
as Casey fought off his advances to grab 
second to Hart. Following the trio of Over 
30 Experts was Brown, the Over 40 Expert 
winner, and Californian Robert Poole. 
Poole charged through traffic to close in 
on Brown for the number-two spot, fol- 
lowed by Castles, Craig Farnsworth and 
CZ rider David Aleckson. 

Casey led a muddy second moto; 
Hart and Nyblod were hot on his rear 
wheel, but the first to get around Casey 
was Hart and his potent Honda. Nei- 
ther mud nor rain nor Casey nor 
Nyblod could stop Hart in this moto, 
either - Hart's second overall win came 
as easily as the first one did. Casey col- 
lected second and second overall, ahead 
of Nyblod (3-3). 

CZ rider Neil Giertsen won both of 
the combined Over 30 Intermediate 
motos, relegating Morgan to the runner- 
up position (a spot in which the Yamaha 
rider would eventually finish three 
times on the day) ahead of John Ulver. 
Ulver finished second in the first moto, 
but a first-turn crash resulted in a 
fourth-place finish, for third overall 
ahead of Tyler Muttersbach and fellow 
Californian Christian Otero. 

Poole scored the Over 40 Expert win 
aboard his 1971 BSA 500 after getting 
around Brown late on the final lap. 
Brown, recovering from a severe hand 
wound, netted second overall (1-2) 
ahead of Castles. 

Hart's commemoration of his.33rd 
birthday was complete after he handily 
won both of the 125cc Expert motos. 
While winning by a large margin in 








both contests, Hart did have to over- 
come a poor sixth-place start in the 
muddy second moto. 

Perhaps the best non-Northwest per- 
formance in the class came from Steve 
Parker. Parker dispelled the theory that 
"Californians can't ride in the mud" by 
grabbing a lead in the second moto and 
running up front until Hart picked him 
off. This set up one of the day's best bat- 
tles between Parker and Casey until the 
two tangled, and Casey went on to nab 
second behind Hart. Third went to Steve 
Gibson, who, with superb 4-3 showings, 
took home third, ahead of a pumped-up 
Parker. 

"Yeah, I was going for it," said Park- 
er. "He (Casey) made a good move, and 
I tried to take it back and we tangled. 
You have to ride aggressively against 
these Oregonians." 

Honda-mounted Jeff Pugh, who ran 
up front with the Expert riders, scored 
the Intermediate win after dominating 
the first moto, then fending off Curt 
Reichin for the entire second moto. 
Third went to Oregon's Steve Kauffman 
and his 3-3 placings. , 

John LeFevre used a pair of 1967 
Husqvarnas to add his name to a small 
list of two-class winners. LeFevre fought 
off Poole, who won the first Classic 
250cc Expert moto, to win the overall. 
Canadian Tommy McFarland and Neva- 
da's Jim Keeton each won Intermediate 
motos, but McFarland was the overall 
winner. CN

was right there as DiFrancesco got high, 
and the Scratch winner was quickly into 
fourth.

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Graves domination 
at WSIR Road Races

ROSAMOND, CA, JUNE 14 - 15 

Chuck Graves continues to dominate the Toyota 
Gold Cup Formula One Road Race series at 
Willow Springs International Raceway as he 
took his third straight victory in that class dur- 
ing the sixth round of Willow Springs Motorcy- 
cle Club action. 

Graves had a poor start off the line and was 
initially midpack, while William Beck grabbed 
the holeshot, followed by Curtis Adams. But, 
rounding turn nine to complete the first lap of 
the 12-lap event, Graves threaded his way into 
third, then drafted and passed Adams down the 
front straight. A lap later, four riders were fight- 
ing for the lead going into turn one; Graves 
went around the inside of Beck and emerged 
with the lead. In the next turn, Beck was pushed 
back into third after being passed by Adams. 

The following three laps saw Graves and 
Adams going at it for the lead, but Graves 
began to slowly widen the gap. Near the com- 
pletion of lap seven, Adams pulled out of the 
race after developing a major problem with his 
rear tire. Adams' exit left Graves with a secure 
hold on the lead, with Beck in second and 
Michael Montoya in third. On lap 11, Montoya 
used a lapped rider to power past Beck into sec- 
ond, but Beck showed a horsepower advantage 
on his Suzuki GSXR1100 down the front 
straight to retake second from Yamaha TZ250- 
mounted Montoya. The two went back and 
forth in the final lap, with Beck edging out 
Montoya for second at the checkers. 

In the Coors Light/Tom Sera Racing Formu- 
la Two GP, Graves had no problems grabbing 
the lead off the line, with Jerry Evans Jr. right 
behind and Montoya in third. Exiting turn nine, 
Montoya drafted and passed Evans on his 
Michael Montoya Sr.-tuned TZ250 as lap two 
got under way. Montoya wasn't done, as he 
quickly closed the gap on Graves and passed 
him exiting turn two. Meanwhile, Troy Maturo 
emerged from the pack and passed Evans to 
take over third. 

With the start of lap four, Graves drafted 
and passed Montoya to retake the lead. For the 
next three laps, Graves hung on to the lead, 
despite Montoya's best efforts. On lap seven, 
Montoya found his chance, passing Graves 
between turns one and two. As the next two 
laps clicked off, Graves kept right up on Mon- 
toya's rear tire. However, midway through lap 
nine, the leaders encountered backmarkers. 
Montoya had no problems getting past the 
slower riders, but Graves was held up slightly 
and lost a few seconds on Montoya. That turn 
of events played well for Maturo, as he sudden- 
ly closed up on Graves. As the last lap got 
under way, Maturo shot past Graves exiting 
turn two. At the line, it was Montoya with the 
win, followed by Maturo in second and Graves 
third. 

“It was a war out there,” exclaimed Mon- 
toya on the victory stand. “I rode really consis- 
tently and just eased around Chuck and pulled 
away.”

While the battle for the lead con- 
tinued, Brandt was having problems of his own, 
trying to maintain third over Foster and 
Gagnon, and eventually slipped back to fifth 
behind the two. With this being the deciding 
moto, Ballard was riding the wheels off his 
scooter and was finally able to get around Slack 
on lap three and take over the lead. Gagnon got 
caught up in the action and zapped Foster for 
third. On lap four, Brandt found an energy 
reserve and overtook Mark Foster for fourth 
place. For the rest of the moto, Slack was fruit- 
less in his attempts to regain the lead, and was 
forced to fill the runner-up position at the check- 
ers. Gagnon was able to keep his CR in third 
position over Brandt, with Mark Foster filling 
the fifth spot. 
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Ballard’s 2-1 moto placings earned him the 
overall honors over Slack’s 1-2 finishes, which 
were good for second overall.

After three weeks of rain and floods, Lawrence- 
burg renewed its program of Friday night rac- 
ing, and young Zach Palmer won his first Open 
A feature, beating many of the track’s veterans 
in the process. 

The first start attempt in the Open A class 
was red-flagged after most of the first row 
jumped the light. Tommy Hennsler, Nick Hum- 
mel, Damon Stapleton, Joel Brown, Joe 
Matthews Jr. and Phil Wolf all went to the 
penalty line. The second start lasted less than a 
lap, when Brown slid down coming out of turn 
four, collecting Wolf with him. Neither rider 
was injured, but both bikes were tangled togeth- 
er, bringing out the red flag. The third start 
worked, and Palmer led the pack out of turn two 
and went wire to wire for his win. Kevin Hiler 
took second, followed by Wolf, Hennsler, and 
Hummel. 

Stapleton got the holeshóot and went on 
uncontested for the win in the 250cc feature, 
beating Wolf, Brown and Chad Anthony. 
Brown ran in second place until the last lap, 
when he low-sided in turn three, giving the 
position to Wolf. Brown got up and beat Antho- 
ny to the line for his third-place finish. 

Wolf continued his dominance of the 125 
and 80cc classes by riding to convincing wins in 
both features. Lisa Hiler stayed close to Wolf in 
the 125cc event, but was unable to catch the 
leader and settled for second, in front of Kris 
Williamson in third. Williamson stayed close to 
Wolf in the 80cc race, but was unable to do any- 
thing with the leader. Both riders had a half of a 
lap lead over third-place finisher Joe Garrison. 
Chad Means and Krista Slayback finished 
fourth and fifth, respectively. 

The 50cc feature combined one rider on an 
80cc Automatic-class bike and five riders on 
50cc bikes. Mike Fehring, on the 80cc bike, won 





the event, while Keith Maggard and Jacob Tol- 
bert had a race-long battle for the 50cc-class 
honors, with Maggard finally coming out on 
top. Steven Holt took third in class, followed by 
Billy Trammel and Adam Carpenter.

In moto two, Hunter, feeling the pangs of 
defeat from moto one, got the jump out of the 
gate again, but Smith quickly moved to within 
striking distance of Hunter. Smith got by him 
using the fast lines on the inside of the corners, 
and doubling and tripling everything in sight, to 
again take away the lead and win the moto.

In 
the 80cc Expert division, Tyler Grossenbacher 
renewed his weekly battle with Boomer Jones, 
topping his friend and rival with a near-perfect 
2-1 score.

end of the first lap, Mitchell succumbed to Drap- 
er's constant pressure, dumping his bike in a 
rutted, sandy corner. Draper avoided the 
downed Mitchell and, with clear sailing ahead, 
streaked to a 20-second margin of victory. 
Mitchell remounted and held off a charging 
Tyler Johnson for second. 

In moto two, Draper nailed the holeshot 
and was never headed but, interestingly, 
engaged in very close racing with the 7- to 8- 
year-olds, who shared the track during the 
moto. Draper checked out early and again 
scored the win by à wide margin, while 
Mitchell crossed the checkers all alone in sec- 
ond. Another third for Johnson was enough for 
third overall. Trevor Johnson's 4-4 tally secured 
fourth-place honors. 

Grossenbacher put his Ceet-sponsored RM80 
up front early in moto one, but the 80cc Expert 
rider bobbled, and La Vista, Nebraska's Jones 
was there to take full advantage. Grossenbacher 
stayed close, but Jones’ mistake-free style did not 
allow for a passing opportunity. Jones crossed 
the finish line first, followed closely by Grossen- 
bacher and Snyder Honda's Chris Hoover. 

When the gate dropped for moto two, it was 
like a repeat of the first race. Grossenbacher held 
the inside to turn one, while Jones took his KX80 
to the outside. The maneuver gave Jones the 
inside line going into the next turn and seemed 
to catch Grossenbacher by surprise, but the 
Suzuki rider had just enough throttle to fend off 
the clever Jones. From that point, Grossenbacher 
was never seriously threatened. Jones settled for 
second, his 1-2 score placing him second for the 
day. Hoover placed third once again, finishing 
the day with a solid third overall.

Brock Sellards made his trip from New Philadel- 
phia, Ohio, a worthwhile venture by capturing 
overall wins in the 125cc A and 250cc A Modi- 
fied divisions during the AMA Regional Qualifi- 
er for the Loretta Lynn's Amateur National MX 
held at Glen Helen Raceway. 

^We are using most of the track we had for 
the 125/250cc AMA Pro National for today's 
race," said Steve Nilles, the track manager. 
"Everything except Mount St. Helen is pretty 
much the same." 

Sellards may not have won every moto in 
the A division, but the motos he did win carried 
big rewards. He topped the Suzukis of Jiri 
Dostal and Ty Kady in both the 125cc and 250cc 
Modified A divisions. ; 

The talk of the pits, however, regarded the 
fact that Sellards and numerous other racers 
from outside the region were, oddly, in Califor- 
nia for this particular regional; the most com- 
mon question was, why didn't these racers qual- 
ify in their own regions? The AMA Glen Helen 
regional qualifier would take only the top five 
riders from each class, and is supposed to serve 
California, Nevada, Arizona, Utah and New 
Mexico. "Riders who want extra security rode 
more than one regional,” said АМА /Racer Pro- 
ductions representative Mary McCarthy. "It's 
like insurance that they will qualify for Loretta 


Lynn's." 





In concept, the theory holds weight; but, in 
reality, many local racers who might have quali- 
fied saw their chances slip away, at the hands of 
racers who live thousands of miles away. 

Team R&D/NCY Yamaha's Justin Buckelew 
swept four motos en route to wins in the 85cc 
Stock and Modified 14- to 15-year-old age divi- 
sions. Buckelew raced mostly uncontested 
throughout the day, though Sean Hamblin did 
stay within striking distance in the Modified 
division. "Sean Hamblin was riding really good 
today," Buckelew said. "He was keeping pace 
for most of the second moto." 

South African Michael Constantinou and 
Team Green's Billy Payne faced off all day long 
for top honors in the B divisions. When the dust 
settled, Constantinou topped the 250cc B Modi- 
fied division, while Payne topped the 125cc 
Modified 12- tó 15-year-old age division. Payne 
was also runner-up in the 125cc B Stock and 
Modified divisions. 

Team Suzuki mini ace Shane Bess won both 
motos in the 85cc 12- to 13-year-old division, 
over Bobby Bonds and Dylan Lord.

The event saw 
more than 460 riders come from 16 different 
states to try their luck on the Actiontown circuit 
and take part in the awards ceremony held after 
the day's racing. 

Walker made no mistake about why he has 
won the Ultra and Mega Series' over the past 
few years, as he turned in a five-out-of-six-moto- 
win record by the end of the day to take top 
honors in three classes. Walker suffered his only 
defeat at the hands of Maryland Suzuki pilot 
Jason Conlon, as Conlon stole the second-moto 
win away from Walker in the 15-rider 250cc A 
field. Conlon's second-moto win pushed him up 
to second overall, moving North Carolina's 
Chad Newton down a notch to third for the day, 
while KX-mounted Bobby Stovall and CR- 
mounted Scott Shipley rounded out the top five.

"Moon" Mullins shines 
at CIMC Hillclimb

Steve "Moon" Mullins proved in a big way that 
not all Senior Class (Over 40) riders fall into the 
“old and slow" category at the Central Illinois 
Motorcycle Club night hillclimb. 

Mullins, riding a 1105cc Kawasaki four- 
stroke in the Senior class, turned an outstanding 
3.284-second run on the freshly groomed, three- 
stage, 90-foot hill on his first-round ride, then 
stood back to watch rider after rider challenge 
the time the entire second round without suc- 
cess. Interestingly enough, the closest challenge 
came from another unlikely class - the Pushrod 
class, which is basically comprised of vintage 
machines. Kaleb Northrup delivered an excellent 
3.292-second winning run on his 1967 Triumph 
in that class, resulting in the top two times going 
to an Over 40 rider and a vintage machine. 

Mullins came close to a double win night, 
nearly winning the Open class with a 3.729-sec- 
ond run. “Flying” Bob Fisher wouldn’t allow 
that, however, as he nailed a very good 3.638- 
second time on his Harley to take that class win 
and stay well out in front of Mullins in the 
points race. 

Anthony DeHart did score a double win, as 
he claimed the 200cc-class win on his Jackson 
Performance YZ125 with a 3.877-second run. 
DeHart then nailed the 250cc-class win on his 
CR250 with a 3.444-second time. The 14-year-old 
rider's times were very impressive, as he bested 
runner-up David Peirson and his KDX200 by 
more than 1.2 seconds in the 200cc class, and his 
250cc-class-winning time was .06 of a second 
faster than the second-place rider, Brian Staple- 
ton, on his KX250. 

Doug Campbell enjoyed his second double 
win in a row, as he scored wins in both the 500cc 
class and Stock class. His 500cc-class win was 
particularly impressive, as he overtook the D-17 
points leader and defending champion, Jason 
Northrup, with a very quick 3.306-second run 
on his KX500. Northrup had turned in a good 
3,322-second time on his CR500 and looked like 
he was about to extend his point lead, but 
Campbell turned the tables with his third win of 
the year, moving to within 10 points of 
Northrup for the points leadership.

Perry, Vose, Gast 
at Norwalk drag race

NORWALK, OH, JUNE 14-15 
The 11th annual IDBA Buckeye Nationals at 
Norwalk Raceway Park in Norwalk, Ohio, was 
one of the largest in the event's history, with 
more than 360 bikes competing in nine classes. 

The event marked the end of "Bike Month" 
at the facility, which included the IDBA race, an 
AHDRA Harley event and Norwalk's Street 
Bike Nationals. 

Tom Perry asserted himself as a player in 
Funnybike competition this season, taking his 
second win of the year on the MRE nitrous turbo 
Suzuki. Perry qualified number one with a 7.04 
and ran consistently in the 7.0s throughout elim- 
inations. Perry turned a 7.05 in the final against 
Todd Martin, who broke just off the line. 

Pro Mod standout Billy Vose, who sold his 
six-second Koenig Suzuki following his win at 
the AMA/Prostar Rebel Nationals, proved that 
he is one of the top riders in the sport, taking the 
Suzuki he built for Bernard Johnson to the win- 
ner's circle at Norwalk. In the final, Vose met 
James Rester Jr., who was riding the ex-S&K 
bike formerly campaigned by Steve Drake. Vose 
set new performance marks for the class against 
Rester with a clocking of 6.903 seconds at 201.43 
mph, as Rester put up a game 7.18/188. 

Paul Gast was originally planning to run Pro 
Stock at the NHRA event held at Columbus, 
Ohio, on the same weekend, but after qualifying 
poorly in Friday's session, he made the three- 
hour ride to Norwalk for the IDBA event. The 
decision paid off: Gast qualified number one at 
7.65 and beat number-one-plate holder Al Papit- 
to in the final, 7.62 to 7.85. 

Others winners included James Insley (Top 
Sportsman), Fred Brazzle (Super Comp), Robin 
Ray (Super Gas), Chuck Simpson (Super Elimi- 
nator), Bob Moore (Pro ET) and Rick Smith 
(Street ET). 

The next IDBA event is scheduled to take 
place at the National Trail Raceway in Colum- 
bus, Ohio, on July 19-20.

Mark Libardoni came out on top of a marathon 
20-lap second moto to win the Junior Vet Begin- 
ner class during the California Racing Club's 
Saturday Night Motocross at Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Raceway.

Barkley, Babcock 
trade wins at 
VDTRA Short Track

WICHITA, KS, JUNE 7-8 

In a rough-and-tumble weekend of short track 
racing, veterans David Barkley and Dallas Bab- 
cock traded Open ProTwin wins in the VDTRA 
Central Regional event held at the Jeeps Club 
grounds. 

Barkley’s main-event win came after a hotly 
contested heat race that required two restarts 
for first-turn mishaps, both involving Pro 
speedster Jim Strome. In the first incident, 
Strome took his Triumph wide on the groove in 
turn one, sliding out in the dust. In the second 
start, Strome again got loose outside turn one, 
collecting the Triumph of Frank Bardaro in the 
process and chunking a big hole in Strome’s gas 
tank. Due to bike damage, both Strome and Bar- 
daro were unable to continue in their heat. On 
the third restart, Babcock jumped into the lead, 
with first Mike Mendenhall and then John Fike 
їп pursuit. Mendenhall continued in second 
through lap five, until Fike got around him with 
a good run through turn four. While Babcock 
continued to the checkered flag, his win was 
later nullified for shifting, giving Fike lane 
choice in the main. 

In the main event, Strome made a gutsy 
appearance at the starting line and, this time, 
got through turn one cleanly in the fourth posi- 
tion. Up in front of Strome, leading the proces- 
sion, was the Yamaha of David Barkley, fol- 
lowed by the XR Harley of Babcock and 
frequent Jeeps winner Fike. These three put on 
quite a battle, as the track was getting a little 
loose and corner challenges were becoming 
commonplace. On lap three, Strome’s machine 
expired, putting the Yamaha of Mendenhall 
into fourth. The order would not change, how- 
ever, as Barkley crossed the finish line the win- 
ner, with Babcock, Fike and Mendenhall filling 
out the top four. 

In Sunday’s Open Pro-Twin action, Babcock 
would find the fifth-mile track to his liking as 
he screamed into the lead of both his heat and 
main to take the victory. As the result of a bro- 
ken back in a work-related incident in 1996, 
Babcock was unable to defend the class champi- 
onship he won in 1995. Fans and friends alike 


were glad to see him come back to racing - 


apparently none the worse for wear, consider- 
ing his showing over the weekend. Babcock 
later said of his ride, "My back was killing me 
the whole time and the brakes were dragging 
like crazy, but it still felt great to be back racing 
again." €N

friendly tracks, but they weren’t 
too friendly for me! 

I was really looking forward to both 
races, but things didn't work out the 
way I thought they would. At practice at 
Hockenheim, we just went backward in 
bike setup. We were trying to get better 
stability, but ended up with not being 
able to turn the thing - the worst it's 
been all year. Yeah, we strayed off our 
baseline, and ended up screwing our- 
selves. 

As I've said before, we have to try to 
get the last one percent gain in order to 
be competitive, but if we get it wrong, 
the bike becomes a different animal. 

It was a disappointment and I wasn't 
really happy with everything. I couldn't 
draft past anybody all weekend, except 
Scott Russell. Scott and I rode around 
together for a bit in practice, taking it in 
turns to lead and see how each other's 
bike was doing. It definitely helps us 
progress more quickly. It's coincidental 
that Scott and I have very similar setups 
and there's really only a millimeter dif- 
ference here and there between 15. We 
even normally use the same tires, com- 
pounds, etc. Ten times out of 10, we 
seem to agree on what's what. 

At Hockenheim, we tried out some 
new forks, but Scott didn't make as 
many changes as I did, so maybe I tried 
a bit too much. I feel I’m still learning 
every time I go out on the bike. It's all 
valuable experience and at this stage in 
my career, I need all the experience I can 
get. 

A seventh and fifth was not really 
what I was after, but it was all I could 
manage. I lost touch with the lead pack 
in the first race, and at Hockenheim, 
that's fatal. All credit to Scott, though; 
he got on the podium after a great fight 
with the Ducks. 

The second race was better for me, 
even though I made a poor start due to 
the clutch getting too hot. My sixth 
place on the grid became ninth after lap 
one, so I began chasing the leaders to try 
to get back in touch. Then I got some 
grit in my eye and I couldn't see where I 
was going. I had to ease the pace for a 
while, but when it started raining, I

knew I had to go for it. But by the time I 
caught up with the lead group, it was 
too late, and all I could do was finish 
fifth, behind Scott.

It hap- 
pened at the Parabolica (the last turn 
before the start/finish straight) just as | 
was tipping in. Suddenly this blue bike 
comes hurtling in way too fast and hits 
me. It was that impact that broke the 
bones in my right arm, right up near the 
wrist. I felt them break when it hap- 
pened, but I was soon thinking about 
other things - like crashing. 

I slid along the ground and suddenly 
I saw the bike flipping up into the air and 
I knew that I was close to it - too close. It 
must have gone up about 10 feet and all I 
could think was, “Don’t land on me!” 

Luckily it didn’t, but it was a bit too 
close for comfort. The Frenchman and 
his bike were more or less okay, but my 
bike was a real mess. By the time they 
got me to safety and I had a bit of a rest, 
Davide (Brivio, the team manager) had 
arrived on his scooter. I didn’t feel too 
bad, so I hitched a lift with him back to 
the Clinica Mobile. I must have been a 


bit more beat up than I thought, because” 


I started feeling a bit woozy and I could 
feel myself fading a little. By the time I 
got to the Clinica Mobile, Davide said I 
looked as white as a sheet. 

The X-rays revealed what we all 
knew, and my race weekend was over. 
Its bad enough crashing and hurting 
yourself in a race or when it's all your 
own fault. But it’s worse when you hurt 
yourself and it's somebody else's fault. 
What was that dumb-ass guy doing?! It 
wasn't even a timed session, for chris- 
sake! I felt really cheated. Even though 
practice didn't start well, we were head- 
ing in the right direction and knew the 
Yamaha would go well.

Because of the conditions, Scott never 
got a chance to capitalize on his pole .

in the team garage that night. The 
weather ruined everything. 

It's hard to believe we've had so 
much rain at World Superbike races this 
year - and we're not even halfway 
through the season. 

It's going to be a struggle getting fit 
in time for the next race - Laguna Seca - 
but I'll get the plaster taken off three or 
four days beforehand and see what I can 
do. I can move my fingers, so at least I 
can keep the circulation going and that's 
important for quick healing. If I can't 
manage Laguna Seca, I'll rest it some 
more and get it right for the big one - 
the Suzuka 8-Hour on July 27. Haga and 
I are the Suzuka 8-Hour defending 
champions, so that's one race I want to 
be as fit as I can be for. 

It's going to be a real tough one this 
year, but we're happy with the way the 
tests went in May and, if everything 
goes according to plan, we'll have a 
good chance of winning again. Mind 
you, I've heard that the mad Frenchman 
will be there, so Га better watch out in 
practice, hadn't I? No, seriously, I'm 
hoping that the bones heal quick and I 
can get back and chase some good 
results. 

Scott and I knew this year it would 
be tough, but we're both up for the chal- 
lenge.
